II.—ON REFORMS 


We believe that God has called us to spread scriptural holiness over this 
world of sin; and if we discharge our duty as a church we are under obliga- 
tion to take a bold stand on all questions of reform. 

We thank God for the fathers that ‘stood with courage against slavery, and 
were triumphant in its overthrow. We believe that we shall see the glorious 
banner of King Immanuel waving over the ramparts of the enemy of souls 
along all lines of reform. 

SABBATH DESECRATION.—We believe that one of the drantcet hindrances 
to the prosperity of the church of Jesus Christ to-day is the desecration of the 
Sabbath. There is a growing tendency everywhere toward the violation and 
the secularizing of this day. We deplore the running of Sunday trains, the 
Sunday newspaper, the open saloon, creameries, meat markets, barber shops 
and such business; the holding of Sunday picnics, baseball and games of all 
kinds; and we promise before God to use all our power to overcome all these 
evils which are undermining one of the main pillars of the Christian church. 

CLASs-MEETING.—We regard the class-meeting an estimable means of grace, 
one that cannot be neglected without spiritual loss. Our ministers should urge 
all the members under their care to attend the class-meeting. In order to a 
better understanding of the purpose or manner of conducting it, we recommend 
to all the book entitled, “The Class-Meeting as a Means of Grace,” by Bishop 
Wilson T. Hogue. 

Dress.—We realize as never before, the importance of insisting that our 
people carefully observe the fifty-third paragraph of our Discipline which de- 
elares, “This is no time to give encouragement to superfluity of apparel.’ 
While we believe that neatness and cleanliness is a mark of true Christianity, 
we also believe in plain and modest apparel as necessary to deep religious ex-— 
perience, and that it is an issue which should be kept before our people. We 
protest. therefore, against any tendencies to worldliness in dress; such as, the 
wearing of short sleeves, low-necked dresses, peek-a-boo waists, which expos* 
the body to the gaze of the world; the wearing of ornamental buttons, pic- 
tures, superfluous ribbons, bows -and gaudy neckties, which are sometimes 
noticeable among us. We also recommend plainness for our children. “Let 
us walk by one rule.” Believing that nothing has ever been gained by compro- 
mise let us see to it that our testimony in these particulars gives no uncertain 
sound. 

CoMMERCIALISM.—A spirit of commercialism in the church is a dangerous 
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thing. Many who once were blest and a blessing have lost the sweetness and 
joy out of their souls, because of imbibing the spirit of commercialism. The 
age in which we live is a commercialistic one, and the danger of drifting with 
the current is great. Especially is this true in the northwest where the oppor- 
tunity to take government land is open to all. We are sorry to note that many 
of our preachers haye in the past taken homesteads. Whenever this has been 
done the work has usually suffered, and in some instances the preachers have 
been lost to our church. We earnestly recommend that all our preachers in 
this matter, as well as others, keep themselves free to follow the Lord. 

PASTORAL SupporT.—While many of our people are doing all they ought 
for the support of the gospel there are some who are not doing their whole 
duty in this respect. Many of our preachers are receiving less that a com- 
mon laborer earns, and for this reason become discouraged and leave the 
work. While we acknowledge that many of the circuits are financially weak, 
yet a marked improvement could be made if all would adopt the plan of sys- 
tematic giving.

II—ON EDUCATION. 


Under the sensational title, “Blasting at the Rock of Ages,” Mr. Harold 
Bolce, in current issues of The Cosmopolitan, makes a terrible arraignment of 
the code of ethics. and destructive teachings of the universities of the United 
States. Mr. Bolce spent two years visiting and studying as a special student 
in class-rooms from Cambridge to California, his course including Harvard, 
Yale, Princeton, the University of Chicago, William and Mary College, the 
University of California, and other universities and colleges. 

In summing up the result of his investigations, the editor of The Cosmo- 
politan says in part: . ‘ 

“Out of the curricula of American colleges a dynamic movement is up- 
heaving ancient foundations and promising a way for revolutionary thought 
and life. Those who are not in close touch with the great colleges of the coun- 
try will be astonished to learn the creeds that are being fostered by the facul- 
ties of our great universities. In hundreds of class-rooms it is being taught 
daily that the decalogue is no more sacred than a syllabus; that the home as 
an institution is doomed; that there are no absolute evils: that immorality is 
simply an act in contravention of society’s accepted standards; that Democracy 
is a failure, and the Declaration of Independence only spectacular rhetoric; 
that the change from one religion to another is like getting a new hat; that 
moral precepts are passing shibboleths; that conceptions of right and wrong 
are as unstable as styles of dress; that there can be and are holier alliances 
without the marriage bond than within it.” 

While he quoted statements concerning the moral and mental pabulum 
upon which college students are fed are doubtless far from being conservative, 
yet they indicate all too clearly the drift of modern scholasticism. Strong in- 
deed is the student mind and heart that can breathe from day to day the poi- 
soned air of infidelity and doubt, and remain strong and clean. The fact is 
patent that the young person entering the average college to-day has little 


chance to escape contamination, and the most mature Christian need take heed 
lest he fall. 
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The majority of the high schools follow hard after the colleges. Worldli- 
ness is supreme, irreverent Bible criticism finds ready welcome, and vital god- 
liness is almost a stranger. 

These things but emphasize the need of our schools and college: centers 
of knowledge and spirituality, where education bows to piety, and righteous- 
ness is the handmaid of learning. May heaven’s choicest blessing rest upon 
them each and all, and especially upon the Los Angeles Seminary, which claims 
so close a relationship to our conference. May they abound in the good work 
they are so nobly doing. We would pray from heart and hand and purse; and 
when the eternal parchments reveal the places where Wisdom hath builded 
her house and hewn out the seven pillars thereof, may the records point to 
Greenville and Seattle and Hermon as select sites where were laid the foun- 
dations of some of those temples of true and lasting wisdom.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON EDUCATION 


Many and varied are the conceptions of man. For the Egyptians, he was 
a mysterious being, spontaneously generated in the fertile soil of the Nile val- 
ley. For others he was a being who sprang from the proboscis of an elephant. 
For Robert Louis Stevenson, who accepted the evolution theory, he is the 
“hair-growned son of dust.” For Tennyson, “he comes from the great deep, 
to the great deep he goes.” 

The Bible, however, gives us: the most exalted conception of man. He 
was created in the likeness and image of God; made a little lower than the 
angels, and crowned with glory and honor. This scriptural concept of man 
recognizes the complex character of his nature. It represents him as being 
composed of body, soul and spirit. 

True education has to do with the “‘tri-logical classification.’’ Spencer says, 
“To prepare for complete living is the function education has to discharge.” 
Webster makes it far more sweeping by saying, “The feelings are to be dis- 
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ciplined, the passions are to be restrained, true and worthy motives are to be 
inspired; a profound religious feeling is to be instilled and pure morality in- 
culcated under all circumstances—all this is comprised in education.” In brief 
then, education consists in developing the powers of man and furnishing his 
mind with knowledge. 

: The act of developing the powers of man is expressed by the word culture; 
the act of furnishing his mind with knowledge is called instruction. The ob- 
ject of education is therefore two-fold, development and knowledge. This 
should apply to the entire man. 

The trend of education in our higher institutions of learning is away from 
the ideals suggested by the quotations previously given. The undue promi- 
nence given to athletics; the impartation of vicious and pernicious principles. 
and the neglect of the spiritual is a prevailng condition which is alarming. 

Harold Bolce, who has recently made a two-year study of the American 
college and university, has embodied the results of his investigations in a 
series of articles, which are being published in The Cosmopolitan. John Tem- 
ple Graves, writing for the Los Angeles Hxaminer, has summed up the situa- 
tion as follows: 

“What Mr. Bolce has here set down is astounding to the general reader, 
and to the orthodox, alarming in the highest degree. No statement so sensa- 
tional has startled the civilization of a decade. 

“Out of the curricula of American colleges a dynamic movement is up- 
heaving ancient foundations and making an open way for a revolution in the 
thought and life of this people. Those who are not in close touch with the 
great colleges of the country will be astonished, in most cases indignant, to 
learn the creeds that are being fostered by the strong men in the professors’ 
chairs. 

. “In hundreds of class-rooms there is a scholarly repudiation of all solemn 
authority, and it is being taught daily that ‘the Decalogue is no more sacred 
than a syllabus;’ that ‘the home as an institution is doomed;’ that ‘there are 
no absolute evils;’ that ‘immorality is simply an act in contravention of socie- 
ty’s accepted standards;’ that ‘Democracy is a failure and the Declaration of 
Independence only spectacular rhetoric;’ that ‘the change from one religion to 
another is like getting a new hat;’ that ‘moral precepts are passing shibbo- 
leths ;’ that ‘conceptions of right and wrong are as unstable as styles of dress ;’ 
that ‘wide stairways are open between social levels, but that to the climber 
ehildren are incumbrances;’ that ‘the sole effect of prolificacy is to fill tiny 
graves;’ and that ‘there can be and are holier alliances outside the marriage 
bond than within it.’

These revelations argue with tremendous force the necessity for distine- 
tively Christian schools. ; 

Our people must awaken to the necessity of supporting our denominational 
schools. If we would save our young people to the church they must be edu- 
eated in our own seminaries and college. In one of our societies, there was 
xu company of seven young people, simple-hearted and in sympathy with the 
church. Five of these young people attended a state university in preference 
to our own schools, and to-day not one of them is in the church. 

Our schools must be provided with proper equipment to make them able 
to compete with the schools around them. . They must be manned with teachers 
able to maintain a scholastic standing equal to, if not superior, to competitive 
schools of like grade. Then with the moral and Christian influence added, there 
can be no comparison made. 

We thank God for the excellent work done by the Los Angeles seminary, 
and for the noble band of young people who have gone out from its halls. It 
is well worthy the patronage of our people, and they should rally to its sup- 
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port with their means and by sending their children to it. We close our report 
with the following pertinent words from John Ruskin: 

“T know well the common censure by which objections to such futilities 
of so-called education are met by the men who have been ruined by them— 
the common plea that ‘anything does to exercise the mind upon.’ It is an 
utterly false one. The human soul, in youth is not a machine, of which you 
can polish the cogs with any help or brickdust near at hand; and, having got 
it into working order, and good, empty, and oiled serviceableness, start your 
immortal locomotive at twenty-five years old, or thirty, express from the Strait 
gate, on the narrow road. The whole period of youth is one essentially of for- 
mation, edification, instruction—I use the words with their weight in them— 
in taking of stores; establishment in vital habits, hopes and faiths. There is 
not an hour of it but is trembling with destinies—not a moment of which, once 
past, the appointed work can ever be done again, or the neglected blow struck 
on the cold iron. Take your vase of Venice glass out of the furnace, and strew 
chaff over it in its transparent heat. and recover THAT to its clearness and 
rubied glory when the north wind has blown upon it; but do not think to strew 
chaff over the child fresh from God’s presence, and to bring the heavenly col- 
ors back to him—at least in this world.” 


II.—ON MEMOIRS 


Our brother, Charles B. Ebey, who was so active among us at our last 
conference, is gone, gone. Almost a year -has passed since, without a farewell. 
he parted from our company to wear a crown of rejoicing, already perfected 
and laid up for him. But, the rapture enkindling welcome song of the angels 
still thrills his loving spirit. Heaven’s rest, the glories of Paradise. the Say- 
jor’s presence, are still new to his toil-worn and weary soul. Oh, that with our 
mortal lips, and more heartily, we might join with him and the redeemed 
spirits and the angels in the glad hallelujah song to the Lamb. 

First. we have lost a preacher of rare ability. Whatever other talents were 
his to improve, he was first of all an exponent of Bible truth. He was a 
standard-bearer. Who rallied to his standard found it the Bible standard. 
Holiness was his theme. His sparkling eye, his clearness of utterance, his- 
sweet spirit and pleasant manner, his exhaustless fund of anecdotes and the 
aptness of his illustrations, all contributed to his success as a preacher. Mul- 
titudes have been blessed by his sermons. Many have been saved through hts 
efforts. Many stars will glitter in his crown. 

How he loved our church. Everywhere he was a Free Methodist. Feel- 
ing that God had raised up the church for a special work, he never winced at 
the criticisms of the worldly-wise or quailed before the pretentious gaze of the 
more prosperous. No privation was too great for him to endure for the church, 
no effort was too great for him to make, no success was too dearly bought. In 
response to the call of the church he freely, gladly, joyously gave his time, his 
talent. his love, his life, his all. 

We have each lost a personal friend. His great heart took us all in. Who 
of us has not received personal attention in our time of need? He seemed on 
the-alert to do us all a favor. Being a servant of all he became great among 
us. To stand in his presence and meet the gaze of his kindly beaming eye; to 
feel the clasp of his friendly hand and hear the words of cheer from his great, 
sympathetic heart, was to feel the burdens lifted and the courage strengthened. 

The church has lost a wise and trusted counselor. As a member of the 
general conference he did service at several successive sessions. His quick, 
elear-headed judgment placed him on the safe side of troublesome questions. 
Broad in his vision and sympathies, he planned largely for his own conference 
and for the church. 

The cause of Christian education has lost a strong supporter. Hermon, 
and the seminary on the hill, was long ago seen by his eye of faith. They stand 
as a lasting monument of his strong convictions and ceaseless labor. He felt, 
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as few have felt, the’ need of trained workers. His name is revered by the 
students and preserved in the name of the Hberian Literary Society. 

The cause of prohibition has lost a worthy and efficient advocate. The curse 
and blight of the saloon stirred his righteous soul to intense and burning ha- 
tred. Some of the strongest articles from his pen were directed toward the 
overthrow of this deadly traffic. He rejoiced greatly over the recent successes 
of the prohibition movement. 

As editor he gave The Free Methodist a deeply spiritual tone and made 
it more than ever a holiness paper. 

The missionary cause will miss Brother Ebey’s efficient support and labors. 
He was a missionary in spirit, an active, ever-ready advocate of the missionary 
cause. 

Brother Ebey’s life work was indeed great. For thirty-four years he 
labored incessantly as a minister, filling prominent pulpits as district elder and 
revivalist, 

For eight years he served as missionary secretary. Five times he occu- 
pied a seat in the general conference. For four years he ably edited The Free 
Methodist. He raised up the Southern California conference and founded the 
Los Arigeles seminary. 

We would express our deepest sympathy for the bereaved and afflicted fam- 
ily, and commend them to God’s grace. Wspecially do we mourn with his be- 
reayed companion, beseeching for her the Father’s special care. We pray that 
the mantel and spirit of the father may fall upon the son, our much beloved 
‘brother, Rey. Clyde R. Hbey.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON THE STATE OF THE WORK 


While not making the advancement numerically which we would like te 
make, we are nevertheless at work, in the prosecution of an aggressive evan- 
gelism. There have been a goodly number of accessions to the church during 
the year but we have to record more removals by death, perhaps, than in any 
previous year. Some of our people who are recent comers to the Coast not 
being permanently settled have moved from one society to another, so that 
one society shows a gain and another a loss. Over these changes the pastor 
has no control and sometimes he feels somewhat discouraged at the thought 
that some will interpret his losses by death and removal by letter as the indi- 
cator of his faithfulness or unfaithfulness. Some have moved to other confer- 
ences. This year especially there has been a determination to carry no more 
than we are obliged to of merely nominal church members; hence quite a num- 
ber of the pastors have come to conference with expurgated lists. * * * 

We need perhaps more than anything else the labors of one ef our general 
conference evangelists in fortifying and extending our work at some of the im- 
portant points. We have besought the beard of general missions to. send us 
an evangelist, have personally invited them to come, and they have planned 
for us, but so far none has come and we continue the Macedonian cry. Our 
work suffers, also, from non-effective preachers. Could we send into the 
field all who hold membership in the conference we would doubtless be grati- 
fied with the results. The Hastern district is sadly in need of workers, but 
we can send them none. We humbly pray God to raise up workers among wus 
for the needy points. Our people are liberal with their means; but as we say 
of singing, so we should do in our benevolences, we should give in “the Spirit 
and with the understanding also.” * * * 

But while we have enough of failure to humble us before God we have 
enough to encourage us, in the Lord. We have a good people, brotherly love, 
much of unity, and the blessing of God upon our services, and a yearning de- 
sire to see the work of God advance among us. We pray for fresh anointings 
of His Spirit to the end that the coming year may see much accomplished in 
the vinevard. 


II.—ON MEMOIRS 


Since our last session Rev. John Glen, one of the earliest pioneers of 
North Coast Free Methodism, has been called to his eternal reward. He died 
very suddenly in the midst of the activities of a busy pastorate, and in the 
enjoyment of a protracted and most remarkable outpouring of the Spirit upon 
his soul.

He was a successfal minister and had been honored with a seat in the 
highest councils of the church. He died with his armor on, with his face to 
the foe, and with the war-call upon his lips, leading his followers victoriously 
in the unequal strife for religious freedom, and the Christ-like simplicity of 
the gospel against the determined encroachments of popular religion. 

Bre ir ReESoLvED: That in the death of Brother Glen this conference suf- 
fers the loss of a loyal son of the church, a wise counsellor, an affectionate, 
spiritual father, and a fearless champion of scriptural truth. 

That we miss his presence in our sessions, his voice in the ministry of the 
Word, especially in this pulpit, and his kindly face and genial spirit in all 
our assemblies. 

That we will not forget him, for he still lives in his accomplished work

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among us, and in the affectionate memory of his brethren; for in its chambers 
still rings a clarion tone in the preaching of the Word, and his voice “like 
the sound of the dulcimer sweet” is heard in the songs that we sing. 
Resolved, That we will seek to emulate his aggressive, yet tender and 
forgiving spirit, and that we will strive to acquire those noble qualities of his 
mind which so distinguished him among his brethren. And, be it further

The fourteenth annual session of this conference was held in a pleasant 
grove one and one-half miles south of Belgrade, Nebraska, in connection with 
the district camp-meeting of Central City district. The district did nobly and 
generously in entertaining the conference. 

Bishop Burton R. Jones presided with grace and ability, and his godly ad- 
vice and wise admonitions were received with approbation. His preaching 
was spiritual and powerful. 

The attendance was not so large as at some former sessions. However. 
the interest and enthusiasm equalled or exceeded that of some former occa- 
sions. The business was readily despatched in four comparatively short sit- 
tings, and the appointments were received with general satisfaction. — 

Nearly every public service was followed by spiritual altar services. The 
last night over twenty seekers bowed at the mercy-seat, nearly all of whom 
were either saved or sanctified wholly.

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B. L, Olmstead represented the publishing house. He also preached two 
excellent and effective sermons, and gave an instructive address on Christian 
education. 

Over $700 was raised on the camp-ground, of which $140 was to send Glen 
Anderson (the orphan son of former Principal GC. B. Anderson ) to’ Orleans 
seminary the ensuing year; $302 for Orleans seminary improvements, and $62 
for foreign missions. 

The next session of the conference was appointed to be held in Orleans 
district as near the last of August, 1910, as will suit the bishop. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON THD STATE OF THE WORK 


Another year has passed and its opportunities are gone forever. We have 
made another paragraph in the history of the Platte River conference. As we 
reflect we wonder what God has seen in us to give us the degree of grace and 
prosperity which He has. No doubt many mistakes have been made. With 
more wisdom and grace we might have done better, yet we can say, “Hither 
by God’s help we've come; and we hope by His good pleasure, safely to arrive 
at home.’ Amen! 

We have held nine camp- on tent-meetings during the year, and special 
revival meetings on nearly all the circuits, from which we haye seen some good 
results. A number have been saved and added to the church. However, many 
have left us for other parts, some have joined other churches, and a few have 
died. This has weakened us on some circuits, and while our full membership 
remains about the same we have to report a decrease in the number of pro- 
bationers. 

We need more revivals and more of the evangelistic spirit. In order to 
this we need to be more deyoted to the work of God: 

1. As preachers we must have a stronger faith as per our Discipline, page 
70, paragraph 116. Let us get this deeply impressed on our hearts. It will help 
us to be more faithful in pastoral visiting and more diligent in doing the work 
committed to us by God and the conference. One good layman remarked dur- 
ing the past year that “if our preachers would devote as much time to their 
circuit work as we farmers do to our work, there would be much more accom- — 
plished.” 

2. As laymen we must provide a better support for our preachers and be 
“fervent in spirit” as well as diligent in business. 

We fully believe that this lack of support for our pastors will be remedied 
by our preachers being more faithful in pastoral visiting and in taking up new 
work wherever possible; and by our stewards and leaders faithfully doing 
their duty as per Discipline, and by our people adopting the He system of 
support. 


II.—ON EDUCATION 


The word “educate” is derived from two: Latin terms meaning “to lead 
out.” Mankind, especially in infancy, has faculties that need to be developed, 
talents which need to be drawn out, and powers which need to be increased, 
all of which is accomplished by education. But this process of development, 
this “drawing out,’ is always -in a certain direction and for some defi- 
nite end. : 

An education, received in surroundings worldly and godless, leads to a 
worldly and godless life and destiny; whereas, an education obtained where 
the environment is decidedly moral and religious and the atmosphere spiritual 
and God-like tends to draw the student toward a moral and spiritual life and 
destiny. Hence as a church we are interested in the proper education of our 
children under the best possible Christian influence, to the end that they may 
be drawn to Christ, qualified for a righteous and useful life in this world, and 
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prepared for eternal life in the world to come. Our Christian schools are the 
bile ook appointed agencies désigned to accomplish this purpose and attain 
this en 

We also regard our Christian schools as of inestimable worth in the pro- 
motion and support of our foreign missionary work. They supply the general 
board with most of the missionaries, qualified for the blessed work to which 
God has called them. Also, the societies where our schools are situated are 
centers of missionary interest and effort and furnish a large percentage of the 
means raised to support the glorious work. Further, our schools are training 
scores of young men and women for future usefulness in all the spheres of 
life, and especially for the Christian ministry and evangelistic work. 
. The Free Methodist church, early in its history, engaged in this work of 
establishing Christian schools. It has diligently pursued this course, until at 
the present time we have one well-equipped college and several seminaries. 
One of these is our own conference school, Orleans Seminary. All our members 
in general, and our preachers in particular, should do all in their power to 
promote its Interests and insure its success, by heartily supporting it with 
their patronage, means, prayers and sympathy. 


IIT.—ON PUBLICATIONS 


We, your committee on publications, submit the following report: 

The press has a great and growing influence. This influence is used in 
the interests of both virtue and vice. It is present everywhere. The public 
school system of our country which offers education to all, brings practically 
eyery one within the sphere of this influence. It is necessary to cull the good 
from the bad. To this end we suggest 

1. That good books may be cheap but they are not necessarily good be- 
cause they are cheap. 

2, That irresponsible book agents should be denied our patronage unless 
the nature of their publications is clearly understood ‘and it is seen to be of a 
healthy moral tone and free from erroneous religious teaching. Some of our 
people purchase works advocating Come-outism, Millennial Dawnism, Seventh 
Day Adventism, and kindred ideas, without knowing what they are buying. 
A bad book or periodical in our homes is a standing menace to our children, 
if not to ourselves. 

38. No good thing can be said of the Sunday newspaper with its comic 
supplement. 

4. Novel reading is useless and sinful. It creates an appetite for read- 
ing matter which serves no good purpose and contributes to no good end. The 
ideals of fietion are false and real life and homely experiences are rendered 
tasteless and disagreeable in comparison. 

5. The best publication is the Bible. 

6. Next to that come those works by approved authors which expound 
the Scriptures, and enable us to increase in the knowledge and love of God. 
Notable among these are many of the books in our ministerial course of study. 

7. We would also include among the meritorious publications our church 
paper. It cannot be too highly commended. It is a conservor of our doctrines, 
a medium of communication between all points of the church, a weekly visi- 
tant to the homes of subscribers, always on time, neatly dressed, moderately 
priced, packed full of spiritual meat, and bringing encouragement and cheer 
to loyal hearts. It is worthy of the patronage of any man from the standpoint 
of benefit to the reader, 

8. We would endorse our publishing house as being the proper place for 
Free Methodists to purchase their hook supplies as far as possible.

MISCELLANEOUS 


The fifth session of the South Africa Mission conference was held at Fair 
View Mission Station, Umzumbi Rail, Natal, February 10-16, 1909. Seven sit- 
tings were held. As some of our number were about to return to the home- 
land on furlough, it was considered best that the conference be held before 
their departure, therefore the above date was chosen instead of the usual time. 

Though conference business is still somewhat strange to our native. breth- 
ren, yet it was dispatched with grace and in the unity of the Spirit. We re- 
joice that God was present to help us in the difficult problems peculiar to a 
mission conference; and at times we were refreshed by showers of blessings. 

We enjoyed a short intermission during one of the long sittings, when sey- 
eral of the students from the Girls’ Home school gave a recitation in chorus 
the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah, followed by singing, “Lo, the Golden Fields 
Are Smiling,” in English, in a manner which did credit to both teachers and 
students.

“REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I—ON TEMPERANCE 


As a church we have always taken our stand firmly with those who have 
dared to enter the battle against all forms of prevalént evil. and we feel to 
thank God for the present, world-wide awakening to the fact that the liquor 
traffic is a monstrous evil; and for many victories daily being won for the 


temperance cause. 
* * * * * * * * * * + 


The saloon is debauching, debasing, and defiling. It effects public order 
and public health, public morals and public decency. Its history is a history 
of shame, sin and suffering, of cruelty, crime, and corruption; of disease, death, 
and damnation. The evils of the saloon can never be exaggerated. 

Who can describe the drunkard’s home? Who can paint the wife’s mis- 
ery, the widow’s woe, the mother’s broken heart, and the suffering of orphan 
children? 

In the whole history of this accursed traffic there has not been enough

revenue derived to justify the destruction of one home. Who would not feel 
thus if the home to be destroyed were his own? And yet who can number the 
happy homes it has blighted, the expectations it has blasted, and the bright 
hopes it has buried? 

We still, as in the past, pledge ourselves, resolutely to oppose this gigantic 
evil in the home, the social circle and at the ballot-box until our efforts are 
crowned with the victory of national prohibition. 


II.—_ON PUBLICATIONS 


The land is flooded and our nation cursed with secular, trashy and impure 
literature, the product of the worldly and carnal mind. Indeed, much of the 
so-called religious literature partakes so much of worldiliness, or presents such 
a low standard and type of religion, that it would be better were it never 
written. Nevertheless the truth lives on. * * pe * * * “ * 

We, as a church, are highly favored in being well supplied with a pure, 
clean and wholesome literature from a publishing house of our own denomina- 
tion, which, in our opinion, every loyal Free Methodist should patronize ac- 
cording to means and ability. 

The Free Methodist is ably edited, and should receive a welcome into ev- 
ery Free Methodist home. A clean-cut salvation paper, it contains experience, 
valuable contributions by able writers and the representative men of our 
church, and interesting reports from the different fields, which are inspiring 
and uplifting. But it is a lamentable fact we may enter many Free Methodist 
homes, where the secular daily, weekly, and others are found but this precious 
messenger of truth is left out. “Brethren, these things ought not so to be.” 
“Buy the truth and sell it not.” Let us be loyal, consistent, practical Free 
Methodists. We also recommend The Missionary Tidings, devoted to the in- 
terests of foreign missionary work, as a paper not only interesting and instruc- 
tive, but one which cannot fail to inspire the true heart with a real yearning 
after the lost and perishing, and make them to feel they are their brother’s 
keeper. Also we heartily endorse 7T'he Olive Branch, the bright, neat littte 
paper which informs us of the great work being done in our home missions. 
We also urge the use of our own Sunday-school literature, believing that it 
is carefully prepared; and the periodicals, instead of being filled with light 
and trashy stories and advertisements, contain reading of a deep moral tone, 
which will be a powerful factor in turning hearts and minds of the young in 
the right channels. Neither would we forget to mention the esteemed soul- 
cheering and inspiring publication, recently taken up by our church, The Harn- 
est Christian, in which that essential and fundamental doctrine of our church, 
“Holiness unto the Lord,” and other vital doctrines of the Bible, are clearly set 
forth, by cleaving to which we are safe-guarded and fortified from the heresies 
afloat and winds of doctrine which may be blowing from the infernal regions. 

We further consider it an important duty of our ministers to push the 
sale of our books and subscriptions of our papers. Let us as a people cherish 
and heartily endorse these and all other means God may place within our 
reach, in order that we may be one in heart, one in Christian love and fellow- 
ship, and one for the salvation of the lost. z 


III.—ON SECRET SOCIETIES 


We are taught in the Word of God to ble always ready to give a reason 
for the hope that is within us with fear and meekness. We believe as a 
church that we should give a good and sufficient reason for the stand we take 
against secret societies : 

1. We believe them wrong from a scriptural standpoint. St. Paul says, 
“Be not unequally yoked together with unbelievers;’ and again, “Have no 
fellowship with the unfruitful works of darkness, but rather reprove them. 
For it is a shame even to speak of those things which are done of them in se- 
eret.”? Jesus also said, ‘In secret have I said nothing.” Should Christians be like 
Him? Again it is written, “But he that doeth truth cometh to the light, that 
his deeds may be made manifest, that they are wrought in God” (John 3: 21). 
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We are not here to say that all people are bad who are affiliated with secret 
societies, yet we do Believe and affirm that they can not be justified from a 
scriptural standpoint. 

2. They are wrong in their teachings. We always judge the author by 
the book he puts out; hence, we take a look at the Masonic ritual. We find 
the prayers, the ceremonies at the burial of the dead, their admonitions, the 
good precepts, all point toward God and morality, but Jesus Christ is left out; 
and He declares, “Without Me ye can do nothing.” Again, it is written that 
“he that hath the Son, hath the Father also, but he that hath not the Son, 
hath not seen Him, neither known Him.” 

With all the good that its friends claim for it, the secret society is not 
a neaessity ; for every good that the lodge possesses is taken from the church. 
The prophet asks, ‘Will a man rob God?’ He surely ought not; but should 
repent and be truly converted, and bring all the tithes into the storehouse of 
God (not the lodge), and see if He will not pour out such blessings that 
there will not be room enough to contain them. Walk in all the light of God; 
have and keep fellowship with the Father, Son and Holy Ghost; love God with 
all your heart, mind, might and strength, and your neighbor as yourself; and 
then we will assure you from a blessed experience and the testimony of God 
and men that your every need that the lodge supplies will be supplied inde 
pendent of the lodge, and you can stand for every good that it stands for, 
avoid the awful blood-curdling oaths, and the buffoonery connected with the 
whole system. 

IV.—ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


This very important subject demands our careful consideration. The prob- 
lem which confronts us is the advancement of Christian education among our 
young people. 

The age in which we live necessitates progress in church and commercial 
interests, and also calls for higher education. We believe that Christian edu- 
cation is one of the fundamental forces in the life of the people. No one can 
hope for any genuine success who fails to give himself the most complete edu- 
cation. The objective point in education is not the mere acquisition of knowl- 
edge: it is, rather, knowledge and power, put to the best possible use, to pre- 
pare us for complete living. “Hducation for character’ has been and must 
continue to be our motto. 

It is a matter of rejoicing that our church is increasingly awake to the 
subject of Christian education. In the world, at this critical time, with its 
atheistical beliefs and unbiblical doctrines, we must place the chief emphasis 
on Christian education, where Christ placed it, on character and service, on 
the culture of the conscience, and heart and will, as well as of brawn and 
brain. But the work of education is not confined to schools alone: the home 
and the church are the potent factors in the development of our youth. 

Education is threefold: physical, mental, spiritual. All need proper de- 
velopment. 

Parents should feel their responsibility in securing for their children the 
best conditions for mental training that will not interfere with their spiritual 
life. Some things are necessary on the part of the church to secure the best 
results. To this end we lament that our public schools do not teach religious 
education; and as that is the foundation our denominational college and sem- 
inaries are built upon, and the end they are working for, we heartily recom- 
mend that all who desire to secure an education that will enlarge the mind, 
broaden the vision and train the faculties for success in the chosen fields of 
labor, will avail themselves of the splendid opportunities offered by our schools. 

We especially recommend Spring Arbor Seminary, with its splendid fac- 
ulty, as being in our own borders. 

The whole theory of education is summed up in the noblest description 
of liberal education ever given: ‘Whatsoever things are true, whatsoever 
things are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever things are of good report; if there 
be any virtue, and if there be any praise, think on these things.”

MISCELLANEOUS 


The twenty-seventh annual session of the West Kansas conference was 
held in Macksville, Kansas, August 18-21, 1909. The spirit of love and unity 
prevailed in every sitting. 

Bishop and Mrs. Sellew were made a great blessing and a source of much 
encouragement to us. The bishop’s exhortations and admonitions were very 
timely and inspiring. 

The past year has been one of much trial and discouragement, and the 
reports show a loss of three members and twenty-five probationers. 

The appointments were generally well received and the preachers go forth 
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determined by the help of God to make this a year of victory and soul-ingath- 
ering. 

The visiting brethren were J. S. Cornish and J. W. MclIrvin, of the Okla- 
homa conference; and J. Q. Turner, pastor of the local society of the Methodist 
Episcopal church. 

The district elders were made Sunday-school secretaries for their respec- 
tive districts. 

At the fourth sitting a special season of prayer was held for R. C. Selander, 
whose illness prevented his attendance at this session. After prayer a collec- 
tion of $22.05 was taken for his benefit. By a rising vote of thanks the confer- 
ence expressed their appreciation of the labors of J. S. Ogg, who for nearly 
twenty years has been one of our number, but who is now transferring to the 
Kansas conference. 7 

Bishop and Mrs. Sellew gave an interesting account of their missionary 
tour around the world at the Sunday afternoon missionary services. A col- 
lection of $110.78 cash and $148 subscriptions was taken for foreign missions. 
The W. F. M. S. raised $748.86 during the year. A special collection was 
taken Sunday morning to meet the deficiency in the conference collections. A 
sum equal to twenty-five cents per member was voted for conference missions. 

A fumber were saved and sanctified in the religious services and several 
united with the church. The usual complimentary resolutions were adopted. 

The conference petitioned the general missionary board for the following 
appropriations: To the elder on the Ness City district, $50; to the Mertilla 
and Santa Fe circuit, $50; to the Beeler circuit, $25; to the Plainville circuit, 
$15; to the Cuba circuit, $15.

I.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


Webster says, “Sunday-school is a school for the religious instruction of 
the children on the Lord’s day.”

The longer the run the rarer the prize; so the child through the Sunday-school 
brought to God will increase in moral value as it develops into manhood or 
womanhood, and in the graces of the Spirit. 

How important, then, that we make our Sunday-school all that is possible 
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through grace, Much depends on the superintendent being a person of faith 
and energy and love for the children. There is a lack of promptness among 
us that chenld stir our hearts to greater diligence and enable us to arise in 
Jesus’ name and be at our place on time. Do we as parents of Free Methodist 
children believe as we should the awful dangers they are exposed to from the 
allurements by which they are surrounded? If so, we should use every pos- 
sible means consistent with God’s will to bring them under such hallowed 
influences as to result in their conversion early in life. “It is said there are 
balances so delicate that paper of equal weight placed on them and your name 
written on one will break the balance.”’ So there is a stage in the echild’s life 
so delicate that the smallest impression will decide the destiny of the child. 
Hence we should keep pure, wholesome literature in our Sunday-schools, such 
as are put out by our publishing house. 

We note with gratitude to God the efforts put forth the last year by our 
Sunday-school secretary for the betterment of our schools; and still there is 
room for advancement all along the line in our Sunday-school work. May 
grace and wisdom be given us to meet the demands. :

I—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


The Sunday-school is of great importance. The importance of the Sun- 
day-school lies, first, in the worth of our children. Who can tell the value of 
one of these precious jewels—these souls for whom Jesus died? One has said, 
“We might be offered mountains of gold for just one but would look upon it 
with scorn. Ofttimes we have counted ease, comfort, time, money, effort, aye. 
even life itself as nothing, for their sakes; and yet do we not neglect. those 
things that make for their salvation and hold too lightly the means we ought 
to use with the greatest diligence to bring them to God?” 

There is a great work to be done in our Sabbath-schools. We notice that 
last year we had 1,209 Sabbath-schools, 7,838 officers and teachers, and 43,410 
scholars. We are made to exclaim, What a wonderful field is open to us. Truly 
the Sunday-school is with us to stay; firm and deep is its hold; wonderful are 
its possibilities. great are the opportunities and loud is the appeal sounding 
out to all churches, “Forward, all along the line.”

We are glad to hear of the progress of our Sunday-schools in our church, 
and the efforts of our general conference secretary, Rev. William B. Olmstead, 
are not without fruits. We approve of the “Ten Points of Excellence” as rec- 
ommended by him; also his book entitled, “Handbook for Sunday-school Work- 
ers,” is very helpful to the Sunday-school laborer. 

We desire to call special attention to the important item of Sunday- 
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school literature. We have the best. The young people will read something. 
Get the best for them. We recommend that all our Sabbath-schools purchase 
their literature from our publishing house, and that they use them in prefer- 
ence to all others. 


IIL—ON FOREIGN MISSIONS 


“Oh, that men would praise the Lord for His goodness, and for His won- 
derful works to the children of men!” This great God whom we serve has, 
in His goodness, provided for all the varied needs of humanity. In temporal 
things some needs are world-wide and some are confined to different localities. 
The all-wise God knowing our needs has provided abundantly in giving light 
and air so indispensable to human life. 

From a temporal standpoint our needs differ according to the locality in 
which we live. For instance, the people who dwell in the far North where ice 
and snow are seen the year around have different needs from those who live 
in milder climates; and God has wisely provided that these regions should 
abound with animals suitable for food and clothing. The warmer climates are 
provided with grain and fruits suited to the needs of those who dwell there.

We turn from the temporal needs and provisions, to the needs of the soul 
that are alike to all mankind everywhere. God has abundantly provided for 
this need by the gift of His Son. Many have never heard of this gracious 
gift of life, so Jesus gave the command, “Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to’every creature.” What means all this bowing to gods of wood 
and stone? What means this sacrifice of infant life to appease the wrath of 
their gods? Is it not the voice of the human soul crying out for something to 
satisfy? Their need is Christ. Shall we withhold from them the light they so 
much need? 

We are glad to note that the work of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society in our conference is on the upgrade. But we fear our brethren are 
becoming more and more indifferent each year. “My brethren, these things 
ought not so to be.” 

Paul, in his letter to the Philippian brethren, exhorted them to help those 
women that labored with them in the gospel. According to our Discipline each 
pastor is required to preach on this subject once a year, take an offering, and 
also cireulate a subscription for the benefit of missions. As you have noted 
from the appeals in The Free Methodist by Brothers Winget, Vinson and Mc- 
Geary, that the needs of our work are pressing and our treasurer has not been 
able to meet the missionaries’ salaries when due. The heathen world for whom 
Christ died have not all been redeemed, neither have they all heard the gospel 
tidings. This is no time to slacken our pace when so many doors are open. 
God is answering prayer and calling laborers into His vineyard. Shall we not 
by prayer, effort and self-denial help to send those called to the field and sup- 
port them while there? When the sheaves are bound and gathered we shall 
all share in the reward. 


IiI.—ON PUBLICATIONS 


Since it is true that whatsoever we sow that shall we also reap, we are 
no less responsible for the literature we issue and endorse than for the words 
we speak and the acts we perform. We believe there is more seed sown from 
the press than from any other source. We should therefore be very cautions 
in choosing our reading matter and note the moral tone of the same. 

We insist first of all upon the securing and reading of the Bible. It is 
the text-book for all wholesome literature, the rule by which we correct all 
other publications. Next to the Bible is our church paper, and Discipline. We 
think The Free Methodist was never better than now. We believe it to be the 
best holiness journal in the world; a sun to Gast light upon the stars around 
it. Along with The Free Methodist is The Earnest Christian—these messen- 
gers of truth and light are second to none, and are mighty in their influence 
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to rebuke the floods of corrupt literature, and correct the false teachings found 
in many periodicals.

We know so little about the temperance movement that we are almost 
afraid of it when we hear it. We here recommend to every preacher and mem- 
ber of our and other churches, the unique, out-spoken National Prohibitionist. 
Every person who favors reform should read it. Of the many good books we 
cannot here speak. Our publishing house has them in abundance. We are 
glad to see more books written by our own people. We believe this to be one 
of the needs of the church. We trust there pages will ever be strong and clear 
in the expositions of the living issues to which we hold. 

We heartily approve of the last report of the Oklahoma conference ‘on 
publications,’ which was reproduced in The Free Methodist, especially para- 
graphs five and eight, which disapproves of individual and conference pub- 
lications. We believe our new publishing house is of sufficient capacity to 
carry all publications endorsed by. the connection in general, without the aid 
of small printing stations over the conferences, which are better in furnishing 
jobs and positions for some disappointed office seeker than they are for spread- 
ing truths of the Bible and doctrines of the church.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON REFORMS 


Your committee on Reforms submit the following report: 

We see the effects of the liquor. traffic, one of the greatest evils of our 
land, everywhere we go. We believe our only remedy is absolute prohibition. 
We must have prohibitionists to enforce prohibition laws, therefore we in- 
sist on voting for prohibition. 

Togpacco is another great evil. We note with pleasure the increase of 
the anti-tobacco sentiment. We recommend we fight this evil to the death. 

SEcRET SocreTIES: We believe it necessary for us to keep ourselves on 
record against these secret orders, and we still maintain that the organized 
oath-bound secret society is a menace to our free country. 

Dress: We note with pleasure the plainness of our pilgrims and the firm 
stand our people take on the line of dress. Yet we still feel and see the need 
of crying out against the god of fashion. Are not some adding useless trim- 
mings and adornments for the purpose of evading the reproach. that attends 
the pilgrim? Is there not a tendency with some to conform to the world? Some 
do not yield to the fashions themselves, but lavish it on their children and 
home. Do we prove to the world we manifest the spirit of self-denial when 
we spend too much money and time on ourselves and children? Let us not 
leave the ancient landmarks which our fathers have set. 

SABBATH DESECRATION: AS a nation we are becoming more and more Sab- 
bath breakers. The disregard for the Sabbath days is shown by the increase 
of Sabbath traffic, pleasure and Jabor. The day is becoming a day of pleasure 
rather than a day of rest. We see such a tendency to visit and seek pleasure 
on God's holy day, that we feel we should cry out against it. 

Evin SPEAKING: The Psalmist exhorts (Psalm 34: 13). “IXkeep thy tongue 
from evil, and thy lips from speaking guile.” And James the Apostle admon- 
ishes us, “Speak not evil one of another. brethren.’ We fear there are some 
that yield to the tempter. Speaking evil of one another, causing divisions, 
and the spirit of love and harmony is destroyed. Many a soul goes into eter- 
nity unwarned and without God just because of the misuse of’ the tongue. Let 
our conversation be with grace, seasoned with salt, that it may minister grace 
to the hearer. 

THre WHITE SLAve TrArric: This is a monster of iniquity. fed by the 
qust of men. It holds in its slimy toils, thousands of unwilling captives—girls, 
who but for this traffic would have lived pure lives. This mystery of iniquity 
knocks at our doors with innocent looking advertisements, telling our daugh- 
ters of easy work and large pay to be found in the city. This advertisement 
is only a decoy, a bait; in reality, it is an invitation to a life of shame. We as © 
a conference urge our people to inform themselves as to the workings of this 
nefarious business and lift a voice of warning against it, and thus save our un- 
suspecting, innocent girls from being entrapped. 

The committee submits this report believing that no reform is lasting which 
is not of the heart as well as the conduct, and trusting that in heart as well 
as conduct these evils may be kept away from us. Amen. 


II.—ON PUBLICATIONS 


We believe the mission of the Free Methodist church is to spread scrip- 
tural holiness over the land. One of the most powerful agencies for accom- 
plishing this end is through the press. Solomon says, “Of the making of many 
books there is no end.” We might add, “Of the making of many cheap books 
full of spurious doctrine, there is no end.” The world is flooded with relig- 
ious books bearing charming titles and gilded covers. 

We can never stop this flood of error, but we believe it is time we were 
making as diligent an effort in spreading genuine holiness literature as the 
Adventists, Christian Scientists, Mormons and others are in spreading error. 

We deplore the fact that there is a disposition among some of our people 
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to patronize other publishing houses when they should use our own, for song 
books, Sunday-school literature, and other periodicals. Among 916 members 
of the Kansas conference we are sorry to say that there are only 265 copies 
of The Free Methodist taken. = 

We recommend that all our Sunday-schools use Free Methodist literature. 

We advise that there be a reformation on these lines, and that the Bible 
and Free Methodist publications take the precedence in all our religious 
reading. : 


IJJ.—ON BDUCATION 


Your committee on Education submits the following: 

The leading colleges and universities of America are to-day teaching infi- 
delity of the rankest type to thousands of our most intelligent young people, 
many of whom are studying for the ministry. They have attacked the inspir- 
ation of the Bible, and declare the Holy Book no more inspired that a secular 
history, and full of error. They have assailed the divinity of Jesus Christ, 
and declare that belief to be a myth. They ignore the supernatural in religion 
and, teach that the coming religion will consist in doing good, according te 
various standards agreed upon by men, instead of one universal standard es- 
tablished by Almighty God. They declare that marriage is not a divine insti- 
tution, but merely a civil contract, to be dissolved at the pleasure of the con- 
tracting parties, and that there are holier alliances outside the marriage rela- 
tion, than inside. Against all of which we protest in the name of God and all 
we hold sacred. We earnestly advise our young people to keep clear of all 
such heretical teaching and only attend our own or similar schools. We are 
informed that Orleans, and our six other seminaries, are in better condition 
_ than ever in the past to do good work, while Greenville College is becoming 
better every year, and deserves our hearty support. We urge our people to 
do all they possibly can in every way for our schools. 


IV.—ON THE STATH OF THE WORK 


It is with profound gratitude to God that we view the mercies of the clos- 
ing year. God's presence has been manifested and His power displayed 
throughout our borders. With but few exceptions souls have been saved and 
believers sanctified on the various circuits. We are glad to say that the dark 
clouds of discouragement, which hovered over us for some time, are giving 
way. and we are now seeing the Sun of Righteousness arising with healing 
in His wings. The question naturally arises, Why are we not more successful? 
Certainly we all desire to be, and are making great sacrifices for the privilege 
of taking this way. No doubt Mr. Wesley’s answer would be because we are 
not more holy. We want to point out some of our reasons that we have ob- 
seryed regarding our work: 

1. Our greatest foes are the internal ones. This is true of a conference 
as of any individual. Some of the marks of division in the early church have 
come down to us. Paul, writing to the Corinthians, said, “Ye are yet carnal: 
for whereas there is among you envying, and strife, and divisions, are ye not 
earnal and walk as men? For while one saith, I am of Paul; and another, I 
am of Apollos; are ye not carnal?” David also describing a citizen of Zion 
declares him to be a man who backbiteth not with his tongue, nor doeth evil 
to his neighbor, nor taketh up a reproach against his neighbor. If all our peo- 
ple would see to it that they as individuals bore these three marks, the great- 
est hindrance to our spiritual progress would be gone. ; 

-2. Grave financial difficulty faces us as a conference. Our preachers are 
not nearly so well supported as our people are able to support them. In prac- 
tise, paragraph 190 of our Discipline might as well not have been written. 
Some official boards shrink from duty of declaring for any specified amount 
for the support of the preacher. This leaves our preachers without any defi- 
nite promise of support; and unless he has more faith in God than most of 
us have it causes him to neglect his work to earn a living for his family. A 
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return to the Bible and Discipline will make us able to overcome all these 
difficulties and to conquer every internal foe. 

3. We wish to call attention to the great lack among us in the matter of 
family government. This is one of the failures. Children are unrestrained in 
the home, and refuse when restrained by the gospel and spirit of God. Will 
our parents take heed? 

4. There seems to be a decline in the spirit of hospitality among us. 
Many of our people are in much better circumstances than they were thirty 
years ago, but they are less disposed to entertain strangers than when they 
were poorer and had less conveniences in their homes. Let us wake up on 
this point. 

5. Our Sabbath-school work is on the upgrade, we believe, but there is 
still great room for improvement. There is not the interest on the part of the 
parents of our children in this department of our work. The world and the - 
devil are alert to catch our young people. Let us seek heavenly wisdom that 
we may by all means win our children to God and the church. 

6. Is there not a need of a more general attendance at our camp-meetings 
and general quarterly meetings? Do we not allow causes too small to deprive 
us of the inspirations of these general gatherings? In some cases the preach- 
ers who should be examples to the flock are not entirely clear on these points. 

7. Our work in the southeast part of the state is very promising. There 
are many open doors for our work. Many calls have come ta us during the 
year for meetings which had to be left unanswered, for lack of men and means, 
with which to reach these open doors, in this part of our conference; however. 
we have held two tabernacle meetings and one camp-meeting, which resulted 
in much good. A new class was organized and a new church built at Rose- 
land. Six camp-meetings were held in the conference with much good accom- 
plished. : 
With humbleness of heart we bow to the will of our heavenly Father, 
asking for grace and wisdom to continue against sin during the coming year. 


V.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS 


The Sabbath-school is one of the means of grace in the church and deals 
largely with the rising generation, and more especially with children of Free 
Methodist parents and friends of our church. 

We ought to show special interest in a line of work that is so vital to all 
our interests. We ought to use all our sanctified judgment in the selection of 
officers and teachers, and have grace enough to charge such at any proper 
time, who by a lack of grace or judgment, are injuring our work instead of 
’ building it up. If impressions made on the child in early life largely wield 

their future, the superintendent and the pastor ought to guard carefully the 
doctrine taught in the school. ; 

We wish to call special attention to a great fault of our older members 
allowing a very little excuse to keep them from the Sabbath-school, and 
thereby set a bad example to the children; also the failure of the larger classes 
to commit memory yerses, while they expect the children to do so. 

Another point we wish to call special attention to is the failure of many 
of our Sabbath-school superintendents and teachers to gather in, by personal 
effort, scholars to enlarge their school and classes. 

We would also suggest that we strive by all honorable and right means 
to break up the monotony of the routine work and keep everybody interested. 

In view of the fact that the Sunday-school is one of the means of grace, 
and all our members vowed when they joined the church to attend the means 
of grace; and that in places-where there is no Sabbath morning preaching, by 
many staying away from Sunday-school, they also miss class-meeting, let the 
pastor make a special effort to remedy this serious fault. 

We as a conference wish to express ourselves as disapproving the action 
of some of our district elders in allowing quarterly meeting occasions to crowd 
out the Sunday-school exercises.

MISCELLANEOUS | 


The forty-fifth annual session was held in the Free Methodist church 
at Adrian, Michigan, August 25-28, 1909. Five sittings were held: one on 
Wednesday, one on Thursday, one on Friday, and two on Saturday. 

The following ministers were introduced to the conference and invited 
to honorary seats: J. A. Vore, of the North Indiana conference, who has sup- 
plied a work in our conference the past year; Rey. A. Heninger, of the Meth- 
odist Protestant church; Rey. J. A. Watson, of the North Michigan conference. 
who was present in the interests of the publishing house; E. 8. Jennings, of 
the Ohio conference; also G. A. Olmstead and C. W. Smith, of the Ohio con- 
ference; W. F. Matthewson, our returned missionary from Japan. 

All were very glad to greet our newly elected bishop, William Pearce, - 
who presided in such an able, genial and spiritual manner. 

Judging by the entertainment so hospitably afforded by the residents 
of Adrian and vicinity, the conference was one of the largest ever held, the 
entertainment meeting the needs of about 200 people. 

The services of the resident pastor, C. W. Miller, were rendered freely, 
and with due care for the needs of all concerned, and were much appreciated. 

Over four hundred dollars was raised Sabbath morning to pay for the 
repairing and painting of the church and parsonage at Adrian. 

A missionary meeting was held Sabbath afternoon under the auspices 
of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. Brother W. F. Matthewson, 
returned missionary from Japan, gave an interesting account of that people— 
their manner of life—and the converts in that land. Over $350 was raised 
in cash and subscriptions for our foreign work. The W. F. M. S. reported 
$1,167.85 raised during the year. 

A service was held in the interests of Christian education. H. A. Milli- 
can, principal of Spring Arbor Seminary, had charge of the same. Several 
of the teachers took part in the service. New interest was awakened in sup- 
porting our school. A goodly number signed one dollar a year for ten years. 
One brother decided to give the Seminary $1,200 right away, and draw inter- 
est from the school on the same instead of leaving it in his will. 

The general missionary board were requested by the conference to grant 
the pastor at Hillsdale $75. 

The committee appointed last year to arrange for the holding of a semi- 
centennial camp-meeting reported the same would be held June 22 to July 4, 
inclusive, in 1910. The place where the meeting is to be held will be decided 
later.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


IL—ON REFORMS 


While our distinctive mission as a church is “to spread scriptural holiness 
over the land,” yet we wish to identify ourselves with every reform move- 
ment for the betterment of men, and especially take our position against every- 
thing that in its tendency draws men away from righteousness, or keeps them 
from being saved. . | 

Reform, as defined by Webster, means to create or shape anew, especially 
to put into a new and improved form or condition. This being the case, the 
mission of your committee is to call attention to the things recognized by 
us as pertaining to godliness, and from which we see a departure. We hail 
with inexpressible joy the mighty wave of temperance sentiment and legis- 
lation that is sweeping over the southland, the many counties and cities of 
the North; and Idaho and Wyoming in the West are without saloons, except 
in incorporated towns; Wyoming’s law becoming effective January first imposes 
a tax of $1,000 on all saloons in her cities. Old Virginia has seventy-one coun- 
ties dry, and ten of her nineteen cities are without saloons. Out of forty-two 
counties in South Carolina twenty-one are dry, and the rest are considering 
the closing of all her liquor dens, all of which should encourage us in 
maintaining our position against this evil of all evils, and not to cease to cry 
and vote against it until the last saloon is closed, and our homes, our boys 
and our girls, are safe from this awful curse. 

We are glad to note a continued ‘adherence of our people 'to our established 
issues along the line of secrecy, tobacco and Romanism. To us-the worst foe 
we have to meet is formalism, and we are fearful of a so-called Christian 
society or people, who have but a “form of godliness and deny the power 
thereof.” Therefore, 

Resolved, That we will have no affiliation with any society, of any name, 
who do not have for their standard “Holiness unto the Lord,’ but we will 
come out from among them and be, and remain separate. 

With the Texas conference and others we shudder as we are brought face 
to face with this ever increasing evil—divorce. Destroy the sacredness of 
the marriage relation and the home, and you corrupt society at its fountain 
head. Many of our courts are so lax on this question, that it is an easy mat- 
ter to obtain a divorce on very trivial grounds. The cause of this is the logs 
of first love, or lack in the beginning or indiscretion on the part of one or 
the other of the home, in undue intimacy with the opposite sex. 

We are very thankful that our conference has had no occasion for a com- 
mittee on ministerial relations, and we would emphasize the command of the 
Discipline, that both ministers and laity conduct themselves prudently among 
women, so there be no occasion on any line for the awful reproach that comes 
to the cause of God from any deviation or imprudence. We shall have no 
trouble if we obey the Word, which says, “Husbands, love your wives.’’ 

We see an increasing tendency everywhere to disregard the command, 
“Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy.” We stand as heretofore op- 
posed to all forms of business transactions on the Lord’s day, Sunday travel- 
ing, except in necessitous cases in order to attend church; Sunday visiting, 
or worldly conversation that grieves the Holy Spirit. : 

We wish to reaffirm our position regarding plainness of dress. “Dame 
Fashion” has not gone out of business, and while we see but little departure 
along the line of so-called great things, yet with her changes the world is 
taken up and we are sorry to see some among us who are attracted and to 
some extent follow in her ways. Our standard has been, is, and ought for- 
ever to be, “which becometh women (men also) professing godliness.” Such 
being the case we shall not cease to cry against the catering to the freakish, 
-heathenish changes seen in the style of hair dressing, which makes it seem- 
ingly necessary to wear extra ornamental combs; and while they may not 
wear a “rat” or false puff, yet it grieves us to see any imitation even, of it. 
“Let us stand by the old landmarks.” The .use of lace and embroidery 
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among us as Free Methodists is increasing at too great a rate, as seen in fancy 
collars and on underwear which may be seen so clearly throngh the thin, 
immodest waists. No one among us should desire, let alone follow, the fash- 
ion originating among lewd women who dress so as to be Seen of men; and we 
therefore recommend that all our preachers cry aloud and spare not against 
all conformity to the world. 

Beloved, let us remember, preachers and laymen, brethren and sisters, 
our confession of faith; that we are strangers and pilgrims on the earth; 
“and they that say such things declare plainly that they seek a country 
* * * * that is, an heavenly: wherefore God is not ashamed to be ealled 
their God: for He hath prepared for them a city.” ‘Let us go forth therefore 
unto Him without the camp, bearing His reproach.”

REPORTS. OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


The work of the Sunday-school presents an ever-widening field of Chris- 
tian activity, developing as a permanent and useful factor in subduing evil 
and disseminating precious truth in the earth. It is one of the great world 
movements for righteousness; progressing slowly, yet deliberately, and often 
imperfectly ; but like the time-worn and weather-beaten sign-board, it usually 
points in the right direction. 

It is rightly associated with the church and church work, as much so as 
the preaching and prayer service, or as the missionary and benevolent enter- 
prises. The best thought in modern Sunday-school work insists that the Sun- 
day-school stands not merely for the little children of the church, to be taught 
by a handful of saints, but that the true Sunday-school is the entire body of 
the church. It is the duty of every church member to take part in it, either 
as learner or teacher. 

The Sunday-school is the moral back-bone of the nation. .In these days, 
when attempts are made in many places to exclude the Bible and all religious 
teaching from the public schools, the preservation of the Sunday-school is of 
highest importance.- It is a vital factor in the training of our children for. 
Christian manhood and womanhood. By precept and example in the Chris- 
tian home and by the excellent modern system of teaching which now pre- 
vails in Sunday-schools generally the foundations of character are laid, and 
proper direction is given to the child’s whole nature. There is no time so 
favorable to the right kind of spiritual development as childhood, and no 
place so fitting for making a start for the road that leads to true happiness, 
as the Sunday-school. It should be a fold for the tender lambs, a feeder for 
the greater church, a nursery ground for the gardens of heaven. 

Be loyal to the Sunday-school. Support it, stand by it; give it the bene- 
fit of your presence and influence and count is as one of your absolute duties, 
if you have children to have them there; for it is the hope of the nation 
and of all Christendom. The religious education that to-day is so sadly neg- 
lected in many homes must be supplied if at all by the Sunday-schools. yen 
in many professed Christian homes of to-day there is very little religious in- 
struction given to the boys and girls of those homes. Not only is the Sunday- 
school to touch the lives of our boys and girls but we must recognize the 
fact that the older members of society as well need the helpful influences of 
the Sunday-school. We are living in a fast age and people are being driven 
by the rush of business or blinded by the mad excitement of pleasure, so that 
comparatively few homes have time or any inclination for religious culture. 
The Sunday-school is the one agency that seeks to touch many of these lives 
by cultivating the habit of regular and intelligent Bible study. The Sunday- 
school movement to-day fairly glows with the warmth of religious activity 
and fervor, and is seeking to develop better, brighter and more helpful ways 
and means for blessing humanity, by bringing the masses into contact with 
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the life-giving fountain, and breaking to hungry and needy souls the bread 
of eternal life. 

As a church body we may not find it practicable to adopt all the pre- 
vailing methods of modern Sunday-school work, but that excuse should not be 
taken as a covert under which to hide in pious do-nothing-ism. ‘There are 
enough helpful ideas that we can use that will impart to us a splendid en- 
thusiasm which, if directed by the Holy Spirit, will cause. our own Sunday- 
school work to advance with leaps and bounds if we want it so. Conse- 
erated devotion to this work is demanded. Our strongest men and women | 
must throw themselves into the work as they do into the missionary work 
or preaching service. May we not, dare we not, shall we not take a forward 
step and a long one in our Sunay-school work this year? 


II.—_ON CHARITIES 


WHEREAS, God in His wise providence has seen fit to place us together 
as communities and not alone in the midst of the earth, we become dependent 
one on the other. and as some are blessed with wealth or mental ability and 
physical strength to get it, while others are poor and unfortunate, it becomes 
the duty of the more able to help those who are needy. The poor are made 
especial mention of in the Holy Scriptures. A curse is upon the head of him 
who shutteth up his bowels of compassion from him. We are to show our 
faith by our works. As in the case of the good Samaritan, we are commanded 
to “go and do likewise.” 

The ushering in of the Christian dispensation was marked with great 
liberality and remembrance of the poor. Christianity has ever been noted for 
its homes for the fallen, asylums, missions, hospitals, ete. The Scriptures 
deciare, “the Lord loveth a cheerful giver.” The word “cheerful” in the orig- 
inal is “hilarus,’ from which we derive our word ‘hilarious. Oh, for more 
hilarious givers! 

We have within the borders of our own Zion some institutions that ap- 
peal to us for and are worthy of our support. Among these we would men- 
tion the Gerry Home, at Gerry, New York; another at Woodstock, Illinois; 
the Olive Branch Mission, ete. Let us remember that “the liberal soul shall 
be made fat;’ and if we want a blessing that we cannot contain, to “bring 
all the tithes and offerings into the storehouse.” 


III.—-ON REFORMS 


Webster says to reform is to correct. As a church we have one main 
issue, “Holiness unto the Lord.” We profess holiness, and we trust the Lord 
will help us to exemplify the same in our lives and teaching, so the world 
may know that we mean what we say. 

We are glad to note that we stand for reforms, both moral and political. 
The gospel that we preach does what so many would-be reformers need to 
know. It reforms the individual. 

THe Dress QUESTION.—“Be not conformed to this world’ has been 
preached and taught in the Free Methodist church ever since it has been in 
existence. But we are grieved to note that some in our beloved Zion are 
conforming to the world in dress instead of being transformed by the re- 
newing of their minds. The wearing of gold is especially forbidden. The 
spirit of 1 Timothy 2:9 is that we should not wear it; and we exhort our 
ministers to let the trumpet have a certain sound on the question of dress. 
A reform is needed on neatness. Some seem to think that it shows a great 
degree of piety to be careless of their personal appearance. To be plain 
and neat and clean in person and attire is to our mind well-pleasing to God. 

SABBATH DESECRATION.—AS a nation we are rapidly losing our Sabbath. 
The Sabbath has come to be a day of pleasure. Ball games, picnics, excur- 
sions, with special attractions at the other end make the day one of hilarity 
instead of God’s holy day. 

SrcrEecy.—We have always been a unit against oath-bound secret societies, 
which we believe are contaminating to society, and are an enemy to the 
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cause of Christ which we love. They are robbing our churches of their con- 
gregations, and destroying the liberty of our country. Let us as a church in 
this matter as well as others continue to follow that Holy One who hath 
said, “In secret have I said nothing.” 

THE Liquor Trarric.—The gilded saloon is the greatest curse in our fair 
land. One hundred thousand boys are annually started by the saloons to a 
drunkard’s grave, and a drunkard’s hell. It is a traffic that is responsible 
for the sins of idleness, vice, crime, murder, anarchy, and every other sin that 
is in the devil’s calendar. Such a system cannot be licensed by any party 
without sinning against God and light. We fail to see how any Christian 
- ean vote for a party or man that favors such a diabolical sin. We exhort 
every Christian to vote the Prohibition ticket. The only solution to the sa- 
loon question is no saloons. 


IV.—ON EDUCATION 


We your committee submit the following: 

Education is defined, “The developing of the human faculties, the im- 
parting and acquiring of knowledge; technically, the training of the young 
physically, mentally and morally. There are two recognized systems: disci- 
pline or moral training, and instruction or mental development.” This def- 
inition does very well, but the education which we commend strikes deeper 
into the soul, permeating it with vital principles of genuine godliness. Some 
decry education, but let not that note be heard among us, for the need is im- 
perative—commercially, socially and religiously. 

We may be, in some measure, successful without being educated; we may 
be religious without collegiate polish; but to insure symmetry of character 
and success in the work of the Lord, we must develop both mind and heart. 

The advantages secured by a thorough education can scarcely be exag- 
gerated. Of course some have risen from obscurity to fame without the 
benefits of early mental discipline; but who could measure the mental caliber 
of some of these, had they been more favored in youth? ; 

“The primary object of education is to fit man for usefulness, and the 
limit of his usefulness is determined both by what he knows and what he is.” 

Mastering the arts and sciences is a good thing, but a correct education 
gives us a knowledge of ourselves, the relation we sustain: to God and our. 
fellows, and the end for which we were created. It is said: “An education 
under Socrates or Plato was that which brought the student to think, judge 
and act as far as possible like his Master, and which saturated him with 
his master’s spirit.’ How much more should Christian education make a 
student to think, judge and act according to the standards and ideals fur- 
nished by the life of Jesus Christ, and saturate him with the spirit of 
his divine Master. Such wisdom obtained under suitable environments, 
coupled with godliness, will fashion the heart and head after God’s ideal, 
and give to the church and world most noble specimens of manhood and 
womanhood. 

If, then, we are to look for that knowledge which not only treats of men 
and things, but also of God and His will; if we may expect such disciplining 
of the powers of mind as shall qualify our children to meet the demands of 
the age; if our children may be educated so as to assure them success in the 
world and church, to whom shall we send them? Where may these ends be 
realized ? 

We are profoundly thankful to Almighty God, that He has secured to 
us halls of learning where we know the “ideals, aims, atmosphere and environ- 
ments will make for the mental development and spiritual growth of the 
student; where, one has said, the Bible is revered as God’s word and the 
world’s great text-book of morals and religion.” 

No institution of learning or system of education can be relied upon for 
the formation of right character that belittles this Book, or fails to recognize 
its divine origin. Hence our people should patronize our seminaries and our 
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eollege at Greenville, Illinois, from which places large numbers of our young 
people have come forth to bless the world in lives of usefulness. 

We earnestly and unhesitatingly recommend that our people express their 
appreciation of Spring Arbor Seminary by sending their children, by con- 
tributing of their means, and lastly, by offering earnest prayer for the suc- 
eess of the institution, and the blessing of the Lord upon the faculty. 


V.—ON CHURCH LITERATURE 


We believe it has been truthfully said that the lever that moves the world 
of mind is the printing-press; and truly the press of our land with its myriad- 
tongued utterances and its mission of thought to the world, both with the 
rising and setting sun, is a mighty factor for good or evil. We deplore the 
fact that so powerful an agency is not used to a greater extent in the promul- 
gation of the gospel of Jesus Christ; and yet we feel gratified with what is 
being accomplished along some lines. 

We are glad to say that in spite of the storms of criticism and infidelity 
that for ages have beaten upon that sacred book, the Bible, it holds from 
every point of view a higher place to-day than it ever did before. Sidney 
Collett informs us that one society alone, namely, the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, since its formation in 1804, has issued 198,515,199 Bibles, while 
in the year 1905 no less than 5,977,453 copies were issued in over four hun- 
dred different languages. This represents one copy every six seconds day and 
night, eleven copies every minute, 682 copies every hour, and 16,377 every day 
in the year. The record output was June 1, 1904, for one day, when eighty- 
one cases dispatched, representing nine tons of scripture in twenty-eight dif- 
ferent languages. 

Let us stop and think of the columns of light and truth pouring forth 
every day to all parts of the earth, yea, to the islands of the sea, and to the 
remote habitations of cruelty. 

Outside the Bible, foremost in the ranks of reform, stern in its denun- 

' ciations of sin, radical in its utterances, we have the 16-page weekly visitor 
in the form of The Free Methodist; then the spiritual, interesting and un- 
compromising Olive Branch, The Missionary Tidings, and our Sunday-school 
literature, which is second to none. Then there is The Harnest Christian, 
which, as an exponent of Bible holiness and experimental religion, has no 
peer. We feel that as Free Methodists we should give our hearty support to 
the literature of our church in preference to any other. 


VION STATE OF THE WORK 


St. Jouns Distrrict.—In viewing the condition of the work on the St. 
Johns district, after another year of toil and self-sacrifice, we feel that we 
have great reason to rejoice because of God’s manifold goodness in bestow- 
ing such a bountiful supply of grace, accompanied with a gracious endue- 
ment of the Holy Spirit, which is always an indispensable element in a true 
evangelical ministry. Oft in our ewanderings to and fro from one gospel field 
to another in the interest of the cause of God and His church, we have been 
forced to exclaim in the language of Samuel, the prophet, when he took a 
stone and “set it between Mispeh and Shen, and called the name of it 
Ebenezer, saying, Hitherto hath the Lord helped us” (1 Sam. 7:12). 

It is with pleasure that we note some features of the work on the dis- 
trict which ought to afford a great source of encouragement to the earnest 
toilers in the Master’s vineyard, namely, 

1. The unity of the spirit and perfect harmony that exists between the 
ministry and laity, and between each other in general. At our general gath- 
erings there has not been a ripple to disturb the serene quietude of God’s dear 
children. In our love-feasts and other testimony meetings, there have been 
no unwise and cruel thrusts, no cross.piercing or belaboring each other, no 
flinging uncharitable taunts and unchristlike denunciations. The use of sting- 
ing personalities because Some one present did not measure up to our ideals 
or notions, thus destroying our influence as a Christian community, killing 
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the interest of true religion and grieving the Holy Spirit of God, has not been 
indulged in. Herein we rejoice and come to express our devout thanksgiving 
for the law of love which has characterized our assemblies. 

2. We believe, too, there has been an advance made spiritually on sey- 
eral of the circuits. The general tone of spirituality, if we are allowed to be 
the judge in such matters, is considerably improved over what it was a year 
ago. While a few of the fields have made but little or no advancement along 
these lines, yet as a whole there has been a widening out and a sinking 
deeper into the divine will, which has characterized God’s saints, with a bet- 
ter-and richer experience than hitherto. We have been forcibly sensible of the 
divine presence in our quarterly meetings and especially would we note the 
fact of our camp-meeting, which was held near Dansville, being a season of 
great: uplifting to those who shared its blessings. Amen. 

3. We have observed also with pleasure the ready will and cheerful- 
ness with which the temporal interests of the church have been responded 
to as the various claims have been brought forward. Repairs and numerous 
improvements on church and parsonage property are noticeable here and 
there; at Durand a new roof on the church; at St. Johns the church debt 
has been paid off; at Locke a radical conversion has taken place in a much- 
needed barn for the pastor’s horse. A new church has been built in the vil- 
lage of Williamston which is a credit to the town and an honor to the cause 
we represent. An additional parsonage has been bought in Dansville, which 
seems almost phenomenal, taking into consideration the enterprises and ex- 

penditures of the previous year. Much credit is due the pastor and his helper 
*’ who have labored unwearedly to promote these ends. All our ministers sus-- 
tained by a faithful laity and trust in God for help have been abundant in 
labors for the Master. 

While these several interests have been carried forward with much self- 
sacrifice and consecration, yet there are some unpleasant features which ought 
to be considered : 

1. We feel that there must be better remuneration by way of salaries - 
paid our faithful pastors, as in most instances the work of «the Lord will 
suffer in consequence. Tradesmen, mechanics, employees, farmers, etc., all 
receive an advance in pay or wages, and prices are proportionately higher 
than in other years; and, unless our ministers receive over what has been the - 
rule hitherto to pay them, much harm cannot but result. Our chureh will 
be held in disrepute, and justly so. Our ministry will be supplied with in- 
efficient men, or those who are clinging to this, their God-appointed duty, 
will be forced to divide their time between pastoral duties and secular pur- 
suits, thus largely unfitting them for the arduous duties of the gospel min- 
istry. We hope the church will recognize this fact and remedy this peril 
which confronts us, and so fix the salaries of her ministry at the beginning 
of the new year, so as to remove all embarrassment in this direction. 

2. Another sad feature on St. Johns district, and elsewhere throughout 
our conference, is the number of.churches unoccupied. Societies in several 
places have become nearly or quite extinct, ‘and others likely to soon become 
so. Sanctuaries where once God’s celestial glory blazed forth have been aban- 
doned and meeting houses have become desolate. This to some of us who 
have traveled these fields in former years brings with it a sense of sadness. 
It appears to us that the only remedy for this is to organize and operate an 
efficient band of evangelistic workers under a competent leader, to enter these 
places and remain until the work is once more permanently established. We 
believe the time has come for some such action, or for some other feasable 
steps to be taken by this conference in the matter. So in conclusion we 
would here recommend that the four district elders be hereby appointed a 
committee to organize such a band so soon as possible, as per Discipline, and 
that they be authorized to draft a set of rules governing said band, and also 
at the earliest convenience provide such means as in their judgment seems 
best for meeting the expense and support of said band or bands while in the 
active work—Myron DeVoist.

We had the opportunity and privilege of meeting for the first time in 
conference session our newly-elected and greatly beloved Bishop William 
Pearce. His presence among us was made a great blessing and a source of 
inspiration to us all. We were all edified and much blessed and encouraged 
as we listened te his practical and spiritual addresses to the conference, at 
the close of each sitting. He presided with marked ability and dispatch. 

We were royally and generously entertained by the pilgrims and citizens 
of Delta. Brother Lincicome, the resident pastor, deserves great praise and 
the hearty thanks of every member and visitor of the conference for pro- 
viding such excellent entertainment and pleasant and congenial home for us 
during our short stay in their midst. 

Sunday afternoon was, as uSual, devoted to the annual missionary meet- 
ing, under the auspices of the W. F. M. S. Brother and Sister Matthewson, 
returned missionaries from Japan, gave interesting and inspiring addresses 
upon the needs of the work in Japan, and the success of their work during 
their few years of labor in that country. They also exhibited a few curios 
which they brought with them from Japan, after which a collection and 
subscription for foreign missions was taken, amounting to $371.62. The 
amount raised for foreign missions by the W. F. M. S. during the conference 
year of 1908-9 was reported by the treasurer of the society as being $1,100.

II—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


The Sunday-school is a very important factor in the Lord’s work, but 
we fear that it is too lightly esteemed by many of us. ‘Too little attention 
is given to the interests of the Sunday-school work. While this is true, 
we are glad to note that the interest in this great work is growing. Some 
are realizing its importance and are taking advantage of the opportunities 
afforded in the Sunday-school to enlighten themselves, and to instruct the 
young and the old in the “Holy Scriptures which are able to make them 
wise unto salvation.” : 

The wise man has said, “Train up a child in the way he should go; 
and when he is old he will not depart from it.” This being true, how im- 
portant that we uSe the very best means that are at our command to train 
the young mind in a knowledge of the Word of God; and what opportu- 
nity is greater than that of the Sunday-school, where the children may be 
gathered every Sunday, perhaps a goodly number, and all taught the same 
lesson at the same time? 

How important, then, that those who are called to instruct should be 
well equipped to meet the great responsibility that is before them. To this 
end we would recommend the attention of all to the Ten Points of Excel- 
lence in the “Handbook for Sunday-school Workers.” A careful perusal 
of these ‘Ten Points’ will convince every considerate and unprejudiced: 
mind that they are not only practical, but, if carried out, would greatly 
finerease the interest in Sunday-school work, and the salvation of the 
_young and also the older. 

We are living in a time of modern improvements and methods, and if 
we would be aggressive in saving the rising generations from the rush and 
whirl of the world and worldly churchanity, we must apply ourselves to 
the use of the very best means at our command. 

We would recommend that our worthy district elders be made Sunday- 
school secretaries of their districts, and that they make special efforts to 
hold district Sunday-school conventions, ‘organize teacher-training classes, 
and encourage all our Sunday-school workers to thorough, consecrated effort 
in Sunday-school work. Let us as pastors and laymen in the Ohio confer- 
ence be more earnest and aggressive in the Sunday-school work than in 
the past. 


III.—ON PUBLICATIONS 


Books have become the great medium for the transmission of thought 
between man and man, and are to be prized according to the value of the 
thought they transmit. The study of a book gives us the thought of others, 
and causes us to think, and the character of the train of thought passing 
through our own mind will be largely determined by the character of the 
thought presented to us by the author of the book which we are reading. 

Passing by the publications treating on subjects which are purely me- 
chanical, scientific and mathematical, we would confine our report to those 
which intentionally or unintentionally treat of moral and spiritual things. 

While we deplore the fact that so great a bulk of the literature is “en- 
feebling to the mind, debasing to the life, and ruinous to the souls of men,” 
yet we rejoice that there is so much of the opposite character: literature 
treating on subjects which are true, honest, just. pure, lovely; things of 
good report, virtuous, and which are to be highly praised. 

“We rejoice that as a church we have in the past, and still are, making 
provisions for the possession and circulation of such literature. 

Our new publishing house stands as a monument of the love of our 
people for such reading. Our publishing interests in the past have not, 
neither will they in the future, be supported by any but lovers of good and 
pure literature. Its books, tracts, periodicals, etc., pass under the scrutiny 
of men that are true to our issues and principles, and if a person would 
secure reading matter contrary to sound doctrine -he must go elsewhere. 
Because of this, we firmly believe that it becomes our duty to support the 
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interests of our own publishing house. In doing this it will sometimes 
seémingly conflict with our own interests. 

We question the consistency of urging upon our people the necessity 
of standing by our work in different places and the institutions of various 
kinds even though it takes their last dollar, and then because we can pos- 
Sibly make larger per cent. of profit, obtain from other publishers and sell 
to our people those books, etc., which precludes the possibility of them 
placing their orders ‘with our own house. 

Our conference adopted a report which recommended the patronizing of 
our own publishing house, ‘other things being equal.” Just as well might one 
of our members say, “I will attend my own church next Sabbath morning, 
other things being equal.” 3 

We remember that our publishing house is a part of a church which is 
supported by self-denial, and the same spirit that would hinder a person from 
patronizing our publishing house because it sometimes means self-denial, 
would drive our people to other churches where such self-denial as they are 
now practising is not demanded. 

“A house divided against itself cannot stand.” We rejoice that millions 
of copies of God’s Word are being printed and placed in the hands of the 
children of men. Perhaps it would be impossible to find a member among us 
without a copy. In this matter we are “exalted to heaven.” 

We would recommend to place The Free Methodist first after the Word of 
God. The nourishment it will give the mind, the comfort it will give the 
heart, the aid to unity with all the living will amply repay for the small sum, 
expended. 

Our Sunday-school literature is of the best, and should be used in all our 
schools; also the various Sunday-school publications which are an aid to 
greater efficiency in this very important branch of God’s work. 


IV._ON EDUCATION 


The necessity for education is growing more and more apparent. The 
state, the commercial world, and the church demand this, and if we would 
succeed we must be educated. Herbert Spencer has said, “To prepare for 
complete living is the purpose of all true education.” Addison said, “What 
sculpture is to the block of marble, education is to the human soul.” - 

* * * * * * * * * * * 

The Lord said, “My people are destroyed for lack of knowledge.” The 
minister of God is called to be an instructor in righteousness. He should 
not only be familiar with his text-book, the Bible, but should persistently add 
to his fund of knowledge that he may save the people under him. 

If we continue our usefulness as public instructors a measurable de- 
gree of study is an absolute necessity: and amid the innumerable cares of 
itineracy, time must be highly valued. Then, he who will redeem it from 
useless talking and trifling visits will have enough time for reading and 
studying. The one who does not value time, and has no system, has not suf- 
ficient time for anything, but is always crowded by work and is never able 
to bring one good purpose to proper effect. If we would have a studious con- 
gregation we ourselves must be studious. Wonders can be accomplished by 
perseverance. Bishop William Pearce said in an article published in The 
Free Methodist a few years ago, ‘“Many a man has constructed a college for 
himself by making the most of the helps around him, and has climbed up 
out of the place where ignorance has sway and bidden farewell to her for- 

er.” 
“ Therefore, we urge or recommend that the preachers bring up their 
studies in the prescribed course as fast as possible, by close application in 
systematic study; and that those who have finished their course secure those 
books more recently added to the course and master them. We further rec- 
ommend that the local preachers and evangelists be encouraged to pursue the 
excellent course of study: laid down by the committee appointed by the last 


general conference. 
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As a church and people we should. seek to be in the front rank for God. 
The often-quoted statement, speaking on the line of education, “What was 
good enough for father, is good enough for son,” will not meet the demand of 
to-day. The Free Methodist church in order to fill her mission in the world, 
namely, to spread scriptural holiness throughout the land, must not be be- 
hind in educating the rising generation to carry this paramount issue. This 
can be done by heeding the scripture admonition, “Train up a child in the 
way he should go,” by giving him the best possible mental, physical and 
spiritual education. 

A statement made a few years ago by one who was reared a Free Meth- 
odist and partly educated in our schools, but finished his studies in another 
institution, is worthy of our consideration. He said, “If the Free Methodist 
church wishes to hold her young people to her communion, she should educate 
them in her own schools.” 

We recognize the excellent work done by our own schools along both 
educational and spiritual lines, and in this find occasion for congratulation. 
We here recommend our beloved Spring Arbor Seminary as an institution 
of high grade to those who desire to have their boys and girls educated. 
We further recommend Greenville College as one of the best colleges in which 
to lay a foundation for the most successful work in the avocations of life. 

We urge that our pastors, as the Discipline requires, part 7, section 8, 
paragraph 235, preach on the subject of Hducation, and take the collection 
ordered. 

We further recommend that an auxiliary board of education be created 
in this conference at this session of the conference. _ 


V.—ON REFORMS 


Whether or not these are the latter days of the Christian era, it is evi- 
dent that these are perilous times, and accomplished reforms so few that 
there remains a large field for reform work. For a long time the people of 
our nation seemed content with our government, and at least formally ad- 
hered to orthodox doctrine; but recently strong, diverging tendencies have be 
come manifest, and measures so drastic and destructive as to threaten both 
church and state are proposed. Therefore, 

Resolved, First, That we put ourselves on record as being patriotic, honor- 
ing our Constitution and our flag. The policy of Socialism we consider to be 
destructive both to our government and to Bible religion, and it shall in no 
way have our support. 

* * * * * * * * * * * 

We are glad that so many counties in our state and others have been 
voted dry under the local option law, yet we still believe that state and 
national prohibition is the only permanent solution of the liquor question. 
Furthermore, we believe it useless to seek this end by affiliation with old 
political parties, and call upon Christian men everywhere to vote with the 
Prohibition party, whose policy is loyal to our government, seeking only that 
larger liberty which deliverance from wide-spread evils is sure to bring. 

Resolved, Second, In regard to religion, let us not only avoid the extremes 
of formalism and fanaticism, but the Christless, skeptical “New Religion” 
of this twentieth century. Let us continue to defend the faith, the credibil- 
ity of the Bible, the omnipotence and omniscience of God. and the divinity 
of Christ. 

We believe that secrecy has not been sanctified, nor Catholicism re- 
formed; but we shall do well in this time of “Affinity Craze” and fearful di- 
vorce evil to maintain as radical a stand in this matter as the Roman Cath- 
olic church. Also let us continue faithful to the Bible and our excellent 
book of Discipline in plainness of dress, and separation from the world, in 
the use of tobacco, attendance of worldly amusements, patronage of Sunday 
newspapers, and things of like character. 

And above all, let us not only endorse, but enjoy the glorious experience 
of holiness.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON MEMOIRS 


During the summer of the year 1883, when Rey. M. V. Clute was seeking 
for an assistant to share with him the burdens of the arduous duties of the 
pastorate at Aurora, Illinois, he conferred with Rev. J. G. Terrill, his dis- 
trict chairman, to assist him in finding a suitable person. Brother Terrill 
wrote to Rey. William Parry, of the New York conference, inquiring of him if 
he knew of a suitable young man—one who was spiritually-minded and called 
of God to the work of the ministry—whom he would recommend to them for 
this position. He soen received an answer to the effect that Albert W. Parry, 
his own son, would report if considered by them as suitable to meet the de- 
mands to engage him. After due consideration he was invited to come West 
and become the assistant pastor at Aurora, Illinois. In this ,capacity he la- 
bored with great acceptability for a period of about six months, or until the 
ensuing session of the annual conference. In the meantime the quarterly 
conference of the Fox River district recommended him to the conference as a. 
suitable person for the traveling connection. He was accepted and given his 
first appointment as a traveling preacher by the Illinois annual conference, 
in the fall of 1883. He was at once recognized as an exceptionally bright, 
lucid and spiritual preacher, an able exponent and defender of the old-fash- 
jioned doctrines of Methodism. 

During the years of his effective work Brother Parry did not confine his 
labors within the bounds of the Illinois conference. One year he was a dis- 
trict elder in the Wisconsin conference, and: for another year was the finan- 
cial agent for the Evansville Seminary. He also became the pastor of a 
Congregational church, which position necessitated the removal of his mem- 
bership from the Free Methodist church. While the conference was in ses- 
sion at Morris, Illinois, in the year 1886, their being a Shortage, and it be- 
ing understood that Brother Parry was not satisfied with his change of 
church relations, a telegram was sent to him asking him to retufn to the 
Illinois conference. He accepted the invitation and was assigned to Aurora, 
where he put in two very pleasant and profitable years. In the fall of 1898 
he was assigned to Hyanston. During this year, on account of overstudy, 
he was taken ill, and in the fall of 1899 he was given a superannuated re- 
lation, which relation he sustained until his demise, 

Brother Parry was a good man, one that loved our Lord Jesus Christ 
with sincerity. While afflicted with a disease that forbade very active ef- 
forts for his maintenance, yet his mind was very active, and he frequently 
‘ wrote articles that were always worth a second reading. He sometimes would 
undertake preaching tours, and his labors were well received and the ap- 
preciation of the hearers was usually expressed in a substantial way by giy- 
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ing our needy brother a collection. The high esteem in which he was held 
by his conference has been repeatedly shown by the large and frequent col- 
lections given him at its annual sessions. We feel that our good brother, 
with all the good qualities evidenced, never reached the zenith of his use 
fulness among us, having been laid aside so early in his career as a pastor. 
Yet in all the long years of sickness with the discouragements incident to 
his inactivity, he never complained nor resented the dispensation of God that 
thus laid him aside, but lived a constant, consistent, spiritual life, ever hoping 
for the time when he would again be fitted to take work among the active 
workers in the vineyard of our God. 

The Lord in His inscrutable ways gave him his release in a different way 
than that expected. In the earlier part of April of this year he was stricken 
with an irresistible desire to sleep. He made heroic efforts to overcome this, 
but when he found them futile he told his family that his end was nearing, 
so much so that he requested that his sister be sent for from the Hast. She 
was delayed from coming to his bedside for a. few days. He then said to his 
wife, Emma, “If sister sees me when I am able to converse with her you 
will have to pray much that God will favor us in this regard.” She came, 
but he was beyond ability to converse or recognize her. His soul had taken 
its flight. He simply slept his life away. The end came without a struggle, 
April 17, 1909. He went to sleep and awoke in glory. 

Brother Parry was graduated from Wheaton College, from which institu- 
tion he received«his degree of B.D. He was a man of great literary ability, 
an incessant reader, a writer of no mean ability, and an exceptional ser- 
monizer. In his demise the Illinois conference has lost a capable and valued 
member, the church an able defender of the truth, and the world at large a 
good, true, humble example of noble and Christian manhood.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
ION SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


We appreciate the efforts that have been made during the past year to 
improve our Sunday-school work, and are gratified by the increased interest 
of our people as seen by our utilizing more of the modern methods of Sunday- 
school activity. : 

Although the Oklahoma conference is comparatively of recent origin, it 
ranks “fourteen” among the conferences in number of schools and also in 
number of scholars. We consider the Sunday-school of inestimable importance 
in qualifying the young for future usefulness in the church. We insist on ad- 
hering strictly to Discipline in the organization and operating of Sunday- 
schools. In Article 237, we read the following: ‘For the moral and religious 
instruction of the children it shall be the special duty of preachers having 
charge of circuits, with the aid of the other preachers, to form Sunday-schools 
in all our congregations where ten children can be collected for that purpose.” 
We believe that Free Methodists who refuse to codperate with their pastor 
in organizing and carrying on Sunday-schools according to the rules govern- 
ing the same are guilty of violating the Discipline. 

In Article 122 of the Discipline, we find the following with reference to 
“union with others.” “We have Christian fellowship and love for all per- 
sons of whatever denomination, who show by their lives that they ‘follow 
peace with all men and holiness without which no man shall see the Lord.’ 
We will unite with all well-disposed persons in an open and Christian manner 
in promoting social and civil reforms. But we can not unite where we are 
required to compromise our principles in holding union meetings with any per- 
son, or denomination, whose practical standard of Christian character and 
church fellowship is obviously below that plainly set forth in the New Testa- 
ment.” We believe that the truth herein set forth applies to all departments - 
of our church activity; and for our people to codperate in organizing union 
Sunday-schools with those above described is a violation of the spirit of the 
Discipline. 

; The camp-meeting Sunday-schools have been a success; and therefore we 
recommend that they be held in connection with every district camp-meeting 
during the coming year. 

We appreciate the efforts that have been put forth by our conference 
Sunday-school secretary, but recognize that because of his duties as district 
elder on the Ponca and Guthrie districts he has been unable to fully. prose- 
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cute the work in the other districts of the conference. Therefore, we recom- 
mend that each of the three district elders be elected Sunday-school secreta- 
ries to serve on their respective districts. 


IIL—ON THE STATE OF THE WORK 


This year has come and gone as a watch in the night. Truly, “Time 
speeds away, away, away.” Ten years of toil and sacrifice have passed away 
since the organization of our conference. The conference was organized Octo- 
ber 21, 1899, at Emporia, Kansas. Three preachers and five delegates com- 
posed the organization. The statistics show a membership of 167 in full and 
21 on probation in the Oklahoma territory. 

In 1903, the Cleo district, with a membership of 267 in full and 46 proba- 
tioners, was taken from the West Kansas conference and attached to this con- 
ference. Two churches were reported valued at $900. 

The statistics of 1908 gives the number of ministers as 26; members in 
full connection, 884. This shows an increase. of 460 members in nine years, 
or an average yearly increase of 51 members. The churches number 18, val- 
ued at $24,800. The number of parsonages, 16, valued at $10.550. This shows 
a yearly average increase of two churches for nine years, and a yearly aver- 
age increase of 1 7-9 in the number of parsonages for the same time; also a 
yearly financial increase of $2,600 for churches and of $1,172 for parsonages. 
From present reports our membership numbers 893 in full and 116 on proba- 
tion. 

One church has been erected at Uncas during the year. Six hundred dol- 
lars has been expended on the church property at Geary. A new parsonage 
has been built at HBnid, valued at $1,000. Parsonages are in the process of 
erection at Seiling and at Lone Elm, near Perry. Improvements have been 
made on other properties in the conference. 

The year has been one of hard labor and sacrifice. We should be thank- 
ful that labor and not success is the basis of reward. “Your labor is not in 
vain in the Lord.’ Yet in our successes we have just cause for thankful- 
ness and encouragement and also for self-abasement and humiliation. The 
days in which we live are perilous. The spirit of speculation and commercial- 
ism is dense. Worldly, fashionable religionists are more self-assured and self- 
satisfied than ever before. 

The secret empire, as an un-Christian, un-American lodge system, is in 
competition with and antagonistic to the religion of Jesus Christ. Semi-infidel 
religions are boldly and aggressively pushed to the front alongside of ortho- 
dox formalism, and in opposition to supernatural religion. The moral atmos- 
phere is thick with unbelief and skepticism. ) 

In his hymn, ‘‘Hnemies to be Met,’ Charles Wesley has well said, 


“Angels our march oppose, 
Who still in strength excel, 

Our secret, sworn, eternal foes, 
Countless, invisible; 

From thrones of glory driven, 
By flaming vengeance hurled, 

They throng the air, and darken heayen, 
And rule this lower world. 


“But shall believers fear? 
But shall believers fly? 
Or see the bloody cross appear 
And all their powers defy? 
By all hell’s host withstood, 
We all hell’s host o’erthrow ; 
And, conq’ring them through Jesus’ blood 
We on to conquer go.” 


This is no time to give way to unbelief. We must still have confidence 
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in the gospel we preach. If we fail a thousand times we must not be dis- 
couraged but push the battle on. 

If we would have more success we must be more aggressive. As a rule 
every pastor should be his own evangelist, and spend from three to six months 
in revival meetings each year. 

A true minister is one who has a message. The minister does not make 
the message. The message makes the minister. A pentecostal revival of re- 
ligion will have more to do in the making of a_ successful New 
Testament minister of the Gospel than any other thing with which he may 
have to do. While we must not neglect the old saints who furnish the sinews 
of war, yet we must extend our work into. new fields. The saints should con- 
secrate themselves and their means to the same standard required of the 
ministers who labor among them. “Herein is my Father glorified that ye bear 
much fruit.” The fruit of one Christian is another Christian, and of one cir- 
cuit is another circut. ; 

The practise of securing the services of an evangelist for a ten days’ 
meeting at much expense and with little fruit is of doubtful utility. In our 
efforts to open our work in the towns and cities we are hindered from lack of 
means, efficient laborers and suitable places in which to hold our meetings. 
To obviate this difficulty in a measure at least, we suggest the election of a 
conference missionary society, which shall be authorized to raise money and 
to secure efficient ministers and laborers to hold meetings in the towns and 
cities of our state, and to consider the advisability of opening mission work 
in any of our cities. As portable iron churches can be purchased for about 
$300, we suggest that this conference take some action to purchase one or more 
such churches, and that $500 be raised by this conference, to be increased 
to $1,000 by the solicitations of the conference missionary society, to be used 
at the discretion of the society in opening new work in this conference. 


III—ON EDUCATION 


Your committee on education respectfully submits the following report: 

The subject of education is one of the most important that can engage 
our attention. It is co-ordinate with religion. While education has for its 
particular province the development and training of the mental powers, yet 
it should in its ideals and in practise conduce and conform to the highest 
physical and moral culture. Ignorance is the soil in which superstition and 
vice flourish best. A nation sunk in ignorance is not capable of self-govern- 
ment. It must eventually fall a prey to despotism and tyranny. Our pros- 
perity and liberty as a nation will be best maintained by securing to each 
child the most liberal educational advantages. As loyal American citizens we 
rejoice in the liberality with which our state and national governments have 
provided for popular instruction. Practically every American child enjoys 
the privilege of at least an elementary education. 

As members with others in the body of Christ, we rejoice in the inter- 
est Christians of all ages and climes have taken in this subject. Wherever 
the missionary of the cross goes into the midst of heathen ignorance and 
degradation one of his first undertakings is to instruct the young. Many of 
the higher institutions of learning are maintained by religious organizations. 

’ But while we appreciate the merits of our educational institutions we can 
not close our eyes to their defects. Chief among these we note the tendency 
to infidelity. In many of our schools God is little known. Where God is not. 
known sin abounds. All such schools are characterized by pride and world- 
liness. Another defect worthy of notice is the fact, as the honored president 
of one of the large eastern universities has lately declared, that “athletics, 
secret societies, and social functions consume the students’ thought and in- 
terest.” The emulation among the students is not of the scholarly man. The 
editor of the college literary magazine may not be known by half of the stu- 
dent body, but the captain of the foot-ball team is known by all. The win- 
ner of the intercollegiate debate walks home alone, but the winners of ath- 
letic events are carried home on the shoulders of the admiring student crowd.

In such an atmosphere converted young people almost invariably backslide. 

We rejoice in the efforts our own church has made to provide opportu- 
nities for education free from these defects. Our schools will be one of our 
chief means of growth and strength as a church. They labor under great 
difficulties and are deserving of our support and patronage. The question of 
the establishment of a school by our conference should be considered thought- 
ey prayerfully, that no mistake may be made and that God may be 
glorified. 

As citizens of Oklahoma, appreciative of our common schools and having 
the best interest of the scholars at heart, we deplore the fact that the read- 
ers adopted and in use in the schools of ‘this state are so largely filled with 
fairy stories. We do not absolutely condemn all fiction. That which is. - 
founded upon fact and is true to life and nature may be of real value. But 
fairy stories are not founded upon fact nor true in any sense. The litera- 
ture used in the instruction of youth should be such as will awaken and 
gratify a love for knowledge and truth. These fairy stories can but fail in 
ae respect. In our opinion they should be eliminated from the course of 
study.

ie IV.—ON PROHIBITION 


The constantly increasing territory which is coming under the operation 
of prohibition laws, is cause for godly thanksgiving. 

The various laws prohibiting the sale, manufacture, importation and ex- 
portation of intoxicating liquors for beverage purposes, are enforced as well 
as can be expected, when we consider the fact that, in the majority of cases, 
their enforcement is in the hands of men, nominated and placed in office by 
political parties, hostile to prohibition. 

* * * * * * * * * * * 

The growth of prohibition as expressed in legislation and the consequent 
falling off of the consumption of liquor, has brought consternation to the 
camp of liquordom. From an advance report of the United States internal 
revenue bureau for the year 1909 we get the following: During the years 
of 1907 to 1909 there was an actual shrinkage of 89,000,621.31 gallons of liq- 
uor, aS compared with the years 1905 and 1906. The decrease in whisky 
sales is 37,882,607 gallons. This shrinkage represents a saving by the drink 
of $464,449,997.15. Comparing the shrinkage from 1907 with 1909 at the rate 
of four drinks a day per man, it reveals that about 1,408,098 men no longer 
patronize the saloon as formerly, or in 1907. 

The base insincerity of brewers, distillers and wholesale dealers in de- 
claring for reform and obedience to the laws is manifest in their maintaining 
gambling and wine rooms for the ruin of women, selling to minors and 
drunkards, and violating Sunday closing laws, and shipping into territory 
where the sale of liquor is forbidden. 

Through internal revenue and interstate shipping laws, large quantities 
of liquors are being shipped into our state. This condition has been charged 
to the agency laws in order to embarrass what effective prohibition we have. 

The matter of licensing, regulating or prohibiting the traffic in intoxica- 
ting liquors, has been in party politics since 1872, when the Raster resolution 
was adopted as the sixteenth plank of the Republican platform at Philadel- 
phia; and also in 1876, when the Democratic party adopted a similar resolu- 
tion. The subject logically remains in party politics until a party committed 
to the principle and execution of prohibition wins the battle at the polls. We 
would reaffirm out past utterances upon this subject. 

We recommend to our people for reliable, national news regarding the 
whole subject of prohibition, The National Prohibitionist. A most gigantic 
plot has been laid to ruin this organ of the prohibition party and imprison 
its editor. Prohibitionists all over the nation are rallying to the rescue. In 
this trying crisis every prohibitionist should at least assist to promote the 
cause by subscribing for the greatest exponent the cause has in the whole 
field of journalism.

The character of an age, a church, or a home, is largely evidenced by its 
literature. Mr. Wesley held that the heritage of a church was’ her literature. 
President Harper said that the books which a cultured man must read would 
occupy six feet of space. ‘ 

This is an age in which men will read and think. They are apt to think 
upon what they read and we have it upon the highest authority that “as a 
man thinketh so is he.”” ConSequently we would recognize the potency of the 
press at the present time as superlative to any other agency for the moulding 
of public sentiment and private character. The age is past in which it can 
truthfully be said, ‘Like priest, like people;” for this once powerful conser- 
vator of public opinion has been largely supplanted by the press. “I saw 
your daughters in bad company,” said a minister to a fond mother. “How 
absurd,” indignantfy replied the mother. ‘Yes,” replied the parson, “when J 
ealled yesterday I saw several yellow-covered books on the table.” 

We are glad to. note that as a church we take our stand against the 
trashy and harmful literature of the time. Every probationer promises to be 
governed by the General Rules, one of which is that we will not read those 
books which do not tend to the glory of God. Recognizing that our people 
as aforesaid will read and think we have made provision to supply their every 
need along these lines. 

We are glad to note the completion of our new publishing house in Chicago. 
Our publications are second to none as exponents of practical and experimen- 
tal piety. They take first rank in the land. We would especiallly call atten- 
tion to The Free Methodist.

He presided in an 
able, kindly and impartial manner. His addresses were full of wise counsel 
and timely admonitions, and his preaching was earnest, scriptural and in the 
demonstration of the Spirit. 

On Sunday afternoon Bishop Pearce preached a very fine sermon on for- 
eign missions. One hundred fifty dollars was raised in cash and subscrip- 
tions. 

Rev. and Mrs. W. F. Matthewson, returned missionaries from Japan, 
were with us. Brother Matthewson gave a very interesting and instructive 
address on the work in Japan. We regretted that Brother Matthewson had 
to speak before all were there, and with no announcement. But Sister 
Matthewson having received word announcing the death of her father, they 
had to take the first train. They have our sympathy in their affliction, and 
we felt that it was indeed a privilege to meet these devoted servants of God. 

John McLeod was ordained local deacon on Sunday afternoon. 

The appointments were well received, and we adjourned determined to 
push the work of God with a feeling that soon there would be neither north 
nor south. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON EDUCATION 


Realizing that we are living in a day and age when advanced education 
is placed within the reach of all, and when a good education is indispen- 
sable to success, even in the more humble walks of life, we are glad to notice 
that we as a church are not behind in this important field of usefulness. 

Webster, in defining education, aptly says, “Education comprehends all 
that series of instruction and discipline which is intended to enlighten the 
understanding, correct the temper, and form the manners and habits of youth, 
fitting them for usefulness in their future stations.” He further says, ‘To

give children a good education in manners, arts, and science is important; 
but to give them a religious education is indispensable; and an immense re- 
sponsibility rests upon parents and guardians who neglect these duties.” 

: We fully agree with the above and would urge our people to secure for 
their children the moral and spiritual training as well as the intellectual. 
We realize that our public schools furnish splendid educational advantages 
along the lines of intellectual and physical training, but we deeply deplors 
the sad neglect of the proper moral and religious training which is so es- 
sential. 

Further, we deeply deplore the tendency in the public schools and also 
in many of the so-called Christian schools of to-day, the spirit of criticism 
that is arraigned against the Word of God and its teachings. Infidelity, 
skepticism, Higher Criticism, evolution, naturalism, secretism, and many other 
isms and corrupting agencies to a greater or less extent are entrenched be: - 
hind these institutions. We therefore recognize the importance of schools 
where these devices of Satan are exposed and counteracted. 

We are glad to call attention to our own denominational schools. At 
the present time we have seminaries at North Chili, New York; Spring Ar- 
bor, Michigan; Evansville, Wisconsin; Wessington Springs, South Dakota; 
Orleans, Nebraska; Seattle, Washington, and at Los Angeles, California. At 
Greenville, Illinois, we have an institution which combines the secondary and 
the collegiate, making in matter of fact eight schools doing seminary work, 
and one college. All these schools give a course in Bible study, and some 
offer a regular course in theology, and at least to have given a course during 
the past year in deaconess’ and missionary training work. 

We would also call attention to the needs of these schools. In order to 
compete successfully with the public schools for students, it becomes neces- 
sary to have a better equipped faculty, and this we find to be the case. The 
educational talent represented in our schools is much above that represented 
in other schools of the same grade. A more noble band of consecrated men 
and women cannot be found outside of our seminaries and college, in the 
educational world, and they rank with our ministers and missionaries in use- 
fulness in our church. Our schools have no state funds to draw from, and 
therefore it becomes necessary to assist. them by voluntary contributions. 
All our schools are handicapped by the lack of funds; and if larger funds 
could be secured, the field of usefulness would be much enlarged and widened.. 

We have one of these schools, the Evansville Seminary, within our own 
borders. This school has been a great factor for good to us as a confer- 
ence and a church. A number of our ministers are graduates from the sem- 
inary, while others have at some time attended this school, and many, minis- 
ters in other conferences have received all or a part of their education at 
Evansville Seminary. We also have missionaries in Africa, India and Japan 
and one (Miss Peterson) who gave her life on the field of China, who re- 
ceived all or a part of their education at Evansville. 

This school has also been a means of grace. Many young and women 
have been converted at the school, while others have been established in their 
Christian experiences. 

The social and literary facilities of this school are worthy of attention, 
and are of untold benefit to our young people and cannot be obtained else- 
where. 

This school is at preSent in pressing need of financial help. It has be- 
come necessary to rebuild, during the past year, which has entailed large ex- . 
pense. We should recognize this as a part of our work and secure for this 
institution financial aid by liberal donations ourselves and by seeking to in- 
terest others who are interested in Christian education to assist in this great 
and good work. Above all, let this, our school, have our sympathies, our 
prayers and our boys and girls. Amen.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I._ON REFORMS 


The committee beg leave to submit the following report: 

Webster says that the word “reform” means “to change from worse to bet- 

ter.” It is to change an old form, or no form at all, for a new one. 
' Reforms have to do with the change of habits. Our life is a composite 
of habits, some good, some bad. To overcome habit requires strong effort. 
Professor Bain in treating the subject of “Moral Habits,” lays down a few 
maxims of great practical value: 

il “Launch yourself with as; strong an initiative as possible.” 

2. “Never suffer an exception to occur till the new habit is securely 
rooted in your life.” 

8. “Seize the very first opportunity to act on every resolution you make 
in the direction of the habits you aspire to gain.” 

It is the sense of this committee that there is not sufficient stress placed 
upon the doctrine and experience of entire holiness. This is the distinctive 
issue upon which the Free Methodist church was called into existence. Breth- 
ren, let us preach holiness more than during the past year; Jet us demon- 
strate it in our lives and God will bless our efforts. 

A matter of much importance is the saving of our children and young peo- 
ple. The work should commence in the home life. The discipline in many 
of our homes is not calculated to produce the best effects on the youthiful 
mind. The hurried manner in which the home worship iS conducted, the 
dry prayers indulged in, with frequent omissions, all tend to break down a 
sacred regard for the family altar. 

The sanctity of the Lord’s day is not sufficiently guarded in many homes. 
The children fall into the error of looking upon the Sabbath as a holiday, or 
special opportunity for visiting. Its ill effects are often not discovered until 
the opportunity for parental reformation has fled and gone, no more to return. 

Another thing we think could be altered among us with profit is the use 
made of the Free Methodist hymn-book in our services. There is a growing 
tendency to discard the use of this book of song. The committee strongly 
recommend that the Free Methodist hymn-book be used for the regular church 
services, the days’ services, at least, of the camp-meetings, the quarterly meet- 
Ings, and other religious gatherings. There is an inspiration and conviction 
produced in the use of these good, old hymns that are not found in the modern 
hymnology. The preachers should lead off in this reform and ‘advise our peo- 
ple to bring their hymn-books with them to the general gatherings, and see 
that our societies are supplied with sufficient copies for the use of our own 
ehureh hymn-book. 

A very important matter to consider in connection with the prosperity of 
the work of God is the spirit of commercialism. The very air in this western 
country is pregnant with the germs of commercialism. When this moral para- 
site has ‘fastened itself upon the soul it is easily noticeable in the life:of the © 
individual. Once the channel of liberality is closed there is little hope for. 
escape. “To keep scattering as God increases” is the only safe rule. ~ 

A matter that is worthy of note in this report is that of plainness' of 
attire. Most of our people are plain, but we are not without exceptions. Our — 
young people have come to our church from worldly circles where the sin of 
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fashion has been freely indulged in. It is not likely they will all see at once 
the necessity of being as plain as they should. We should insist, kindly, but 
positively, on the observance of this disciplinary rule and Bible principle. No 
wonder that one of the leading churches of this city (Moose Jaw) has insti- 
tuted a crusade against the big hats and is legislating against their being worn 
during the hour of divine service. ; ; 

A suggestion that should not be overlooked is that of cleanliness. The old 
adage, “Cleanliness is next to godliness” is not far astray. Spurgeon said 
there were three D’s he would not have about him: “Devil, Debt and Dirt.” 

There is room for reform among our people as regards the matter of 
aggressiveness; and pushing out into new territory. Our business is to spread 
the work of God. We are in danger of settling down and reducing all our 
efforts to self interest. 

May the Lord impress our hearts of the vast importance of His work, that 
we may spend our time and means in laying up treasure in heaven. 


II.—ON EDUCATION 


So long as one generation succeeds another in the arena of life the sub- 
ject of education will be a vital one. With their undeveloped physical, men- 
tal and mortal natures men make their first appearance in the world. From 
the child of the king to the home of the poor, all come on the stage of ac- 
tion in a state of total ignorance, and thus begin the journey of life. 

Education consists in the development of this compound nature of the 
child. For some time the responsibility of this development rests alone with 
the parents. But soon it is shared by the public and the individual himself. 
The advantages offered to all by our public school system for securing a thor- 
ough mental training make it a necessity to have such mental training. The 
young man nor woman who would seek for an honorable position in life who 
fails to have at least a fair education will be considered stupid and thus will 
fail to command public respect. 

But that mental training alone is not sufficient 1s obvious when we see the 
scores of educated criminals marching annually to make their home within 
the prison walls. Again we glance at the long line of our mental giants and 
we note the dissipated, sin-marked faces—those who are slaves to various 
habits and many of them total physical wrecks. And we conclude that mental 
development alone is insufficient. 

Moral training is necessary for the making of character and for the pro- 
tection of the mental and physical. This training may begin very early in 
life; it begins at home. God’s counsel to parents regarding this matter re- 
ferring to His laws was as follows: ‘Thou shalt teach them diligently to thy 
ehildren, and shalt talk of them when thou sittest in thy house and when thou 
walkest in the way and when thou liest down, and when thou risest up. And 
thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thine hand and they shall be as ‘frontlets 
between thine eyes. And thou shalt write them upon the posts of thy house 
and upon thy gates.” By this precept is described the proper atmosphere for 
the growth and development of the young. Too often, however, the children 
are handed over to the public school where the laws of God have no prominent 
place. They are surrounded daily by worldly-minded teachers and compan- 
ions and how soon do the children imbibe the worldly spirit and become im- 
moral! The fact is they left too soon the hallowed influences surrounding the 
people of God. ‘Their lives were yet in a state of development; and how sad 
to see them come at so tender an age against the frigid atmosphere of worldli- 
ness. 

For the purpose of educating the whole person of our young people—the 
physical, mental and spiritual—our church has established at great sacrifice 
one college and several seminaries, which are doing excellent work. ‘The spir- 
itual atmosphere of these seats of learning is such as to inspire faith in God 
and lead to genuine conversion and holy living. We recommend that our con- 
ference patronize these schools and support them by prayer, by money and 
by placing their youth in them.

MISCELLANEOUS 


‘The eleventh session of the Oil City conference convened in Kane, Penn- 
sylvania, September 29-October 2, 1909, Bishop William Pearce presiding. 

“Seven sittings were held, one on Wednesday, and two each on Thursday. 
Friday and Saturday. Bishop Pearce presided in a manner that evidenced 
to all that he had “the adornment of a meek and quiet spirit. which. is in 
the sight of God of great price.” His rulings were impartial, his advic¢e.-help- 
ful, while his sermons were able and spiritual—much unction attending his 
ministrations of the Word. 

: The following preachers were introduced and invited to honorary. seats 
in the conference: Revs. J. P: Brodhead, of the South Africa conference ; 
L. A. Sager, of the Genesee conference; A. A. Swanson, Courtice and Me- 
Kewan, of the Methodist Episcopal church; Sutton, of the Presbyterian 
ehurch; Newman Matthews, of the Congregational church; and Captain J. P. 
Gary, of the Salvation Army. 

The usual conference missionary meeting was held on Sabbath afternoon, 
under the auspices of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. The service 
was full of interest. The address of Brother Brodhead was most’ inspiring 
-and beneficial. The short sermon preached by Brother J. J. Zahniser and in- 
terpreted by Brother Brodhead was attended with much of the blessing of 
the Lord. The missionary money contributed by the conference through 
the W. F. M. Society, notwithstanding the financial stringency of fhe past 
year, was $219.85 more than the previous year, not including the conference 
offering, which in cash and subscriptions was over. $525. 

‘Owing to the efforts of the pastor, J. K. Mumau, and the district elder, 
J. J. Zahniser, the conference was well entertained. 

‘The Oil City conference has much to be encouraged over and thankful 
for. The statistical report showed a gain of 105 full members, the conference 
claims raised in full, and several new churches and parsonages completed 
or in course of erection. 

The Master of assemblies was so manifestly present that there were no 
unpleasant features attending this conference. From first to last everything 
seemed so in divine order and spirituality so predominating that there was 
no room for a spirit of censoriousness or criticism. The oldest members of 
the conference pronounced this to be the largest and best session we have 
ever held. To God be all of the glory. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON THE STATE OF THE WORK 


., In looking over the past year there are many features of our/work’,that 
are cause for devout thanksgiving to the Father of mercies who has So -gra- 
ciously preserved us and brought us together again with our ranks unbroken. 

The temporal affairs of the conference have been encouraging. : Notwith- 
standing the severe financial stringency which has affected the whole: country 
there has been no serious falling off in our finances in any department. .This 
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shows a ‘commendable spirit of devotion and consecration on the part of ‘our 
lay members. With a ministry who are willing to take their lives in their 
hands and go forth without scrip or purse, and back of them a laity who are 
consecrated to stand by the ministry to the last dollar, there need be no 
fear for the success of the work of God among us. We believe that the ma- 
jority both of ministry and laity in the Oil City conference belong to the 
classes specified above. ‘ 

The spiritual part of the work has not been without its encouraging 
features: From different parts of the conference during the year have come 
reports of revivals of religion. Some of these have been far-reaching. and. 
notwithstanding the tendency to refuse to take the cross and to seek an 
easier way, in some places a goodly number have taken their stand by the 
church. While the net increase of the membership throughout the conference 
is not sufficiently large to be a source of self-gratulation, yet there is to be 
found some encouragement in the fact that in the midst of the general spirit- 
ual deadness that prevails we have not only been able to hold our own, 
but to’ make some progress in the increase of our numbers. 

Your committee learns with pleasure that the general meetings of the 
year heave all been attended with much of the blessing of the Lord. The dif- 
ferent district elders speak in an encouraging manner of the attendance and 
interest at’ these gatherings. The camp-meetings of the conference during the 
past “year have been especially owned of God. The general sentiment seems 
to be that they have been better than usual. 

Your committee on the one hand does not wish to present a picture more 
roseate than conditions would warrant, nor on the other hand to look for 
defects and paint a picture that will tend to discouragement; but, having 
taken a glance at some of the encouraging features of the year and the work, 
may it not. be well for us to look at the other side for a few moments and see 
if there are not some causes for humiliation and some things in which we 
can improve? 

Your committee is of the opinion that the spirit of worldliness is. be- 
ginning to make some inroads among us. We do not think that there is any 
marked departure in the matter of dress, and yet there is room. for a word 
of warning in this particular. There is not in every respect that simplicity 
of apparel that there should be among us. The ungainly fashions of the 
last few years have made it exceedingly difficult for our sisters to keep. to 
the line.of simplicity in the matter of millinery, but we think the tendency 
has been, in some instances at least, to yield to the pressure in this regard, 
and unnecessary displays of ribbon and velvet have been the result. The 
brethren do not face the same difficulties in the matter of dress as do ,the 
sisters, but is it not worldliness for them to follow the latest styles in-cut, 
and colors, in suits, ties, ete.? Let us all seek the golden line of consist- 
ency in.-all these things. iy 

Our people are, as a rule, more prosperous and better circumstanced tem- 
porally than they were a few years ago. In one way this is cause for re- 
joicing. Nothing is too good for the saints of God, and we all rejoice in their 
prosperity... But this has its dangerous features. More people are overthrown 
by prosperity than by adversity. One who observes closely will see that 
among. these who are thus prospering are some who show less disposition to 
deny themselves for the work of God than when they had less of this world. 
There are those among us who now own their own homes and are. prosper- 
ing temporally who do not pay as much to the cause of God as they. did 
when they were poor and lived in a hired house. There is not the spirit, of 
hospitality among us that there was in the earlier days of our work. , iit, 
is difficult in some of our largest societies to entertain one of our general 
gatherings. In some places one finds it difficult sometimes to find entertain- 
ment.fer the district elder during a quarterly meeting. These things ought 
‘not: se te. be. Nothing will more surely drive out the Spirit of God froin 
among us than the prevalence to any considerable degree of this spirit “of, 
worldly-mindedness. , hae 

In some of our older societies there seems to be manifest a tendency to 
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settle down and be less active than in the past. There is not the aggressive- 
ness on the part of the membership, that marked earnestness which was 
characteristic of the early days of our work in this part of the church. Nor 
is the ministry in all cases without blame in this regard. Are we not too 
well satisfied simply to keep up the routine without making any particular 
effort to enlarge our borders? 

In some places there is a sad falling off in the attendance at the means 
of grace, especially the class-meeting. Possibly the leaders and pastors are 
responsible to some extent for the falling off in the attendance at the class- 
meetings because they haye allowed these meetings to degenerate into simple 
testimony meetings where no definite work is done to help people in their 
experiences. . And yet, in some places, there is a spirit of opposition to the 
“old-fashioned close class-meeting.” If the members were followed up in the 
class-meetings as it was intended by the originators of these they should be, 
much of the time required at our general meetings to “dig out’ our own men- 
bership could be employed in a general move on the works of the enemy. 

These things to which attention is called are not presented in a spirit of 
eroaking or fault-finding, but we live in a self-complacent age, and it is' well 
for us once in a while to consider our failures that we may know where we 
may improve. There is abundant cause for thanksgiving, but there is also 
eause for contrition, humiliation and confession in view of the littleness of 
our attainments in our personal experiences and the meager results we see 
in the work of God. 


II.—ON EDUCATION 


It would seem almost unnecessary to record another deliverance on the 
subject of Education, but even here it is “line upon line.” Year after year 
our preachers have more and more shown their appreciation of educational] 
advantages, more and more availed themselves of good books, and more and 
yea, more, proved this ability and acceptability as preachers of the everlast- 
ing gospel, and this without any diminution of spiritual power and fervor. 

Many of our preachers have gathered from as many sources, at great 
disadvantage and arduous cost and sacrifice, and through all this have well 
learned the value of advantages now offered to our young men. 

On this general principle our church has established a system of sem- 
inaries and schools of higher grade, diversified as to location, which are a 
credit to the prayers, wisdom and generosity of those who have founded them. 
To fall in line with all this, both in patronage and support, is wisdom; to 
occupy a lukewarm position in relation thereto is to suffer loss; and to op- 
pose the same is both foolish and sinful. 

The oldest established seminary within our borders is North Chili, New 
York. Many of our best men have, during the past thirty years, here received 
the educational and inspirational uplift which has all these years kept them 
fighting on, pressing on with their eye on the mark of their high calling. 
This school has recently evidenced a new vitality and fervor worthy of all 
its antecedents; and from a personal touch and knowledge we earnestly and 
urgently commend it to our people. You will make no mistake in patronizing 
and supporting it. 

Our one college is Greenville. Step by step she has forged her present 
form against great odds and discouragements. In its faculty and physical 
equipment it stands to-day as it has never stood, and not a thing to be 
ashamed of. The type of education therefrom proceeding needs no apology. . 
The spirit and character of its graduates is exceptional, and we believe un- 
equalled. 


I1l—ON REFORMS : 
It is the duty of the Free Methodist church to hold up to the world a 
standard of reforms, spiritual and moral, which will lift her above a life 


of sin. ato 
First, and possibly the greatest foe we have to contend with, is the ne- 
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farious, nefandus liquor traffic. We heartily indorse prohibition in the true 
sense of the word. We should not only indorse it from a political standpoint, 
but we believe we should teach it in church and everywhere consistent. The 
awful liquor habit is fastening its fangs upon our young people of to-day to 
an alarming extent. Many of the sons and daughters of our great republic 
are becoming inebriates. Sorrow and crime are on every hand. Our homes 
are being broken up, our girls are being betrayed and brought down to shame 
and prostitution. Many wives are crying for bread on account of the li- 
censed saloon, while the saloon-keepers, living in their palatial homes with 
wife and daughters, are enjoying the luxuries of life. GOD SAVE OUR 
HOMES, should be the superscription written on the banner of every Frée 
Methodist. Vote as we pray. Vote Prohibition, and not for local option— 
the CAT’S-PAW for the two great rum parties. 

Second. One of the next greatest evils is the tobacco habit. We believe 
as a church that we maintain the right attitude against this pernicious and 
unnecessary evil. Therefore, we should recommend that we keep up the fight 
against this evil until Jesus says, “Come up higher, and walk the gold-paved 
streets where the fumes of tobacco, in all its odium odors, shall be scented 
nevermore.” 

Third. Possibly the next great school of social evil is the SECRET OR- 
DER. It is a rare thing to find a community where one or more of these 
schools do not exist. The women as well as the men are being dragged into 
His Magisterial Conclave. Their children are often neglected, their husbands 
estranged, their homes broken up. Therefore, be it resolved that we know 
the dangers of the so-called society protecting, charitable(?) secret order. 
ery out against them and spare not. 

Lorp’s Day DESECRATION.—We deplore the fact that the- Lord’s day is 
reverenced so little, and its desecration so universal. The Sunday newspaper, 
Sunday excursions, Sunday visiting, ball playing, and unnecessary labor of 
different kinds, deprive many of our citizens of the day of rest and worship. 
Therefore, be it resolved, as a church that in teaching and practise we re- 
member the Sabbath day to keep it holy. Amen. 


IV.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


We, your committee on Sunday-schools, respectfully submit the following 
report : 

We are aware of the fact that it is no easy task to say. anything new 
upon this subject; but when we consider its importance we are convinced 
that something should be ‘said.. f 

The importance of the Sunday-school is seen, first, by considering the 
worth of the children. Who can tell the value of these little ones for whom 
Ghrist died? If offered millions of gold for just one of them, we would look 
upon it with scorn. And yet do we not neglect those things that make for 
their salvation, and hold too tightly the means we ought to use. to bring them 
to God? How much sin and misery might have been eliminated from the 
world, how many lives might have been saved to be a blessing to the world 
and the church, eternity alone will reveal. : 

The importance of the Sunday-school is seen further in the impression- 
able nature of the child. They have everything to learn and will take their 
education, largely, from actions and scenes which surround them, and have a 
part in framing their character. One has said, “Where anything is growing. 
one former is worth a thousand reformers ;” and another, “Train up a child 
in the way he should go; and when he is old he will not depart from it.” 

Again, we see the great need in the Sunday-school in order to stem the 
tide of false teaching that is so prevalent at this time. It is not at all sur- 
prising that we are becoming a nation of unbelievers, when from the country 
editor up to the college professor, we are supplied with articles denying the 
divinity of our Christ, the inspiration of the Bible, future rewards and pun- 
ishments, and, in fact, all the fundamental doctrines of the Bible. Many 
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childreti' have no religious training at home, and if they can be brought into 
the Stinday-school that lack will be supplied, in part, at least. Here the child 
of: the ‘wicked parents first hears of God. Here he first comprehends the 
idea’ ‘that he is accountable to God for his actions, and that there is a way 
of ‘escape, that there is a Savior who can make the wounded whole.’ — 

Believing then in the importance of the Sunday-school, we would sug- 
gest ‘the following as essential to the greatest success to their divine mission: 

First, Punctuality. We can not insist upon this too strongly. To allow 
scholars''to persist in coming late is to teach irreverence for God and His 
house, and will also encourage tardiness in life’s work. The apostle exhorts 
us to “be not slothful.” bey 

Second, Good order. Success in the Sunday-school depends largely upon 
the pupil having a receptive mind. Confusion interferes with this desirable 
condition, and frustrates the object of the school. Let there be no unneces- 
sary moving about, laughing, or whispering, which is eSpecially noticeable in 
many schools during the closing exercises. Disorderly conduct in the Sunday- 
school means, in later years, indifferent and contemptuous men and women 
in church and state. : 

Third, Push the work for Jesus. Be willing to sacrifice time, ease, money 
and friends. . Jesus is interested in this work, and will some day save and 
take from the Sunday-school much of the contents of His jewel box. 

Fourth, Prayer. The Sunday-school, like all other departments of the 
chureh, must have God’s blessing. upon it; and in order for this there must. be 
prayer. Pray until you pray through ; pray until you feel the tremendous in- 
terésts involved in the immortal souls of the children. Get the burden of 
these lambs upon you in your homes, then you will be able to pray with 
liberty ‘and unction in the school. 

Finally, Faith. Have unbounded confidence in God. Expect conversions 
in the school. God will bless your efforts and reward your faith. Though 
occupied with childish toys or youthful diversions they will be constrained 
to yield to Him who said, “Suffer little children to come unto me, and forbid 
them not: for of such is the kingdom of heaven.’ God speed our Sunday- 
school work. : o 


V.—ON PUBLICATIONS 


It pleased God, in the creation of man, to endow him with intelligenee,- 
moral -nature, and capacity of mental development and spiritual progress. 
But ‘all: such development and progress does not come to one in dreams of the 
night, but are the outcome of diligent study .and painstaking and earnest 
devotion to the will of God. The church recognizes and appreciates this: fact, 
and: wisely provides for her membership helpful and wholesome literature. 

Let-us keep in mind that first and foremost is the study of the sacred 
Seriptures. “Search the Scriptures” is the authoritative command of :the 
Master.’ But our publications are excellent along the line of salvation and 
holiness: .A copy of The Free Methodist ought to be in every home of our 
people, but we are sorry to say that it isn’t so. Many of our people: do ‘not 
provide themselves and their families with that kind of reading so essential 
to make eharacter, lofty aspiration, and worthy, practical life. a! 

‘We heartily commend The Harnest Christian and The Missionary Tidings; 4 
also our ‘Sunday-school publications, all of which merit our patronage. Let 
the ministry and laity of our church keep in right relation to God, His: Holy 
Bible: and holiness literature, and thus keep under continued inspiration ‘to 
push the: work of gospelizing the nations with greater zeal than ever ‘before. '

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
ION MEMOIRS 


Rev. Tuomas B. Carron, a member of the Genesee conference of the 
Free Methodist church, was born in a suburb of the city of York, called Cat- 
ton, April 7, 1826, and died in Perry, New York, June 27. 1909, at the age 
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of eighty-three years. In his young manhood Brother Catton was quite skep- 
tical, and because Christians in his native land were urging him to seek sal- 
vation, in 1849 he came -to this country. On the first night of his arrival in 
Perry he stayed at the home of Brother Handly, who asked him in the evening 
to join them in family worship. He found there were many lively Christians 
here, such as he escaped from in England. 3ut he resisted all their en- 
treaties for a time. During a powerful revival in Castile he obtained the 
divine change of heart, and was “turned into another man.” He joined the 
Methodist Episcopal, church in Perry. In the year 1858 the noted conference 
of that church was held in Perry, during which B. T. Roberts and Josepn 
McCreery were expelled, and other holiness preachers were crowded to lo- 
cation. This action of the said conference seemed so unjust and outrageous 
that hundreds of the lay members of the church felt keenly the unrighteous- 
ness of the expulsion, that a layman’s convention was called to meet in Al- 
bion, New York, in which about two hundred resolved to withhold support 
from the Mason preachers that were doing this bad work. Brother Catton 
was among the number who took that stand. His Masonic pastor at one time 
read out the names of forty-one members as having withdrawn from the 
church. Brother Catton did not propose to lose his membership in that way. 
Hie called for a trial which was granted, and twice he defeated them and 
then withdrew from the church. 

He helped to shape the polity of the Free Methodist church. and became 
one of its faithful ministers. For seven years he served in the ranks of itin- 
erancy, serving on the following circuits: LeRoy, Yorkshire, Belmont, and 
Rushford, from 1867 to 1874. 

He was twice married: first to Miss Sarah Hill. To this union were 
born two daughters and one son, who, together with his second wife, Mrs. 
Delia Jeffers Catton, Survive him to mourn their great loss. 

Brother Catton was a man of strong personality, firm in his convictions 
of what was right and proper, the kind of a man to stand for righteousness” 
and truth if he had to stand at all. 


Rev, Noaw Paumer’® departed this life at Rushford, New York, September 
21, 1908. He was born in the town of Hamburg, Erie county, New York, May 
21, 1838. Brother Palmer was one of those characters of whom it was, or at 
least may have been said, “as unknown and yet well known.” He was a man 
of God, yea, a man after God’s own heart. Some men’s lives we count 
by years, others by deeds. An acquaintance of twenty-five or more years 
gives us a very high estimate of his true Christian character with which he 
was richly endowed. His associations with the conference ripened into 
warmest friendship, and we may say in behalf of all our brethren in the 
ministry. as they will bear witness, that to meet was but to greet him in 
bowels of fellowship and true Christian love. 

His consistent life preached sermons that will never be forgotten, and 
even now he being dead yet speaketh. His texts were not infrequently of 
such character as to awaken a desire on the part of the hearers as to what 
the discourse could possibly be. His originality was unlike any other and 
his manner was impressive indeed. His zeal for God and his deyotion to 
the cause of the Master kept him long in the service when many others would 
have fainted by the way. Open doors and fields of usefulness were always 
inviting him to enter and occupy. His life was prolonged beyond our ex- 
pectation, when at last he was suddenly called from labor to reward. His . 
genial nature we all admired, his pleasantries we all enjoyed, and his true 
affection we all shared. But the Lord has called him to Himself, and to his 
eternal reward. ‘Forever with the Lord. Amen; so let it be.” 


Mrs. Arma K. PeEARcE departed this life for the life eternal. at North 
Chili, New York, October 3, 1908, as a result of the tragic accident which 
occurred about three weeks prior to her decease, while on her way home from 
the Genesee annual conference of the Free Methodist church, which was 
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held at Ransomville, New York. When riding in a carriage and near the 
home, the horses became frightened and she was thrown with great violence 
to the ground, sustaining such terrible injuries as resulted in three weeks 
of the most excruciating pain and distress. So intense was this suffering 
that when the struggle was ended, there came a sigh of relief to those who 
had so tenderly and patiently cared for her. Well may we seek for succor 
in the word of Him who said, “What I do thou knowest not now, but thou 
shalt know hereafter.” 

Her brief life among us had been hid with Christ in God, as to prove 
to be a lasting benediction to those with whom she was associated. The depth 
of this mysterious providence, who can fathom? Wisely hath God declared, 
“My ways are not your ways.” 

Her many excellent virtues were not a veneer, but they sprung from the 
innermost recesses of a heart adjusted to the will divine. What the final 
fruitage of such a life will be we may not possibly conceive. Her kindly 
disposition was a grace of rare excellence.. We shall cherish her memory 
and hope to meet her again “Just inside the Hastern Gate.” To us it seems 
she passed through water and also through the flood, and again through 
fire, and all under the blood. She is gone to join the blood-washed on the 
other- shore. 


Mrs. MarrHa Atpricu Krtiny, deceased wife of Rey. J. J. Kelley, was 
born at Hamburg, New York, April 23, 1846, and departed for her home 
above April 15, 1909. For several years Sister Kelley had been suffering 
from a bronchial trouble, which during the past winter developed into 
tuberculosis, terminating her earthly life on the above date. 

She was converted at the age of sixteen. She obtained the experience 
of full salvation at the camp-meeting held at Forestville, New York, in 1879. 
She was a charter member of our church at Fredonia. In spirit Sister 
Kelley was frank, courageous, sincere, and sacrificing. Our church at Fre- 
donia stands as a monument of her liberality. 

Because of her pronounced convictions and her loyalty to the same she 
often was the subject of persecution, yet never allowed this to so dishearten 
as to cause her to abandon her pilgrim journey, as she continued to work 
by the same rule and to mind the same things. 

Shortly before her departure she exhorted her sorrowing companion to 
devote his time and energies to the preaching of the goSpel of the Lord Jesus. 
Though a great sufferer during her last illness, yet she was supported by the 
One whom she had learned to trust, and was kept by the power of God 
through faith, and was enabled to triumph over all, and we believe entered 
into rest a conqueror. In this his great bereavement our sympathy to our 
dear brother, a co-laborer, Rey. J. J. Kelley, is hereby sincerely extended, 
and we trust he may be divinely sustained. 


Lewis Howe, a charter member of Free Methodism and of the Albion 
society, died March 26, 1909, at the advanced age of eighty-nine years, in 
the full triumphs of faith. For over twenty-five years he was class-leader. 
His cheering testimonies encouraged many, and his memory shall prove an 
inspiration for years to come. 


Mrs. AtzirA Futter, also a charter member of the Albion society, died 
June 26, 1909, aged eighty-seven years, and has her former vision in blessed 
reality in that she is safe in heaven and robed in white. 


II.—ON REFORMS 


As a Christian organization we stand opposed to all forms of evil, and 
pledge ourselves to aid all reforms that will be a blessing to humanity, and 
advance the kingdom of God. 

We are still opposed to secret, oath-bound societies, and consider them 
detrimental to the spiritual well-being of men. 
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The Roman Catholic church we deem the same old fox she has always 
been, cunning and crafty, the foe of true freedom. We advise our mem- 
bers to avoid entering into the marriage relation with her adherents. 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE.—It is with much regret we notice the growing 
change of attitude of some among us regarding the Sabbath day. Many have 
turned God’s holy day into a holiday. Instead of attendance on the means of 
grace they go from their homes visiting or receiving visitors. Unnecessary 
Sunday traveling by railroad or street cars should be discouraged. The Sun- 
day newspaper which has taken the place of the Bible and religious literature 
in some homes, ought to be discontinued. Worldly pleasure is sometimes 
indulged to excess. Family prayer and blessing at the table are often omitted 
lest they offend their unconyerted friends. Such people seldom or never go 
to prayer meeting. We must always’ remember that carelessness regarding 
the proper observance of the Sabbath invariably tends to spiritual dearth 
and death. 





TRREVERENCE.—The spirit of irreverence seems to be growing among us 
in some places, and is most notable in the house of God. Unnecessary loud 
talking is becoming common, and often boisterous laughter is indulged in. 
Though the church of Rome is to be dreaded, she can teach the Protestant 
world some lessons, and reverence for their place of worship is one. The 
house of God is no place for visiting, planning, bargaining, or trafficing which 
is sometimes the case. Parents ought to take care to set their children an 
example of respect for the sanctuary by precept and practise. 


DiscirLINE.—Government by our Discipline should be the only rule among 
us. Deviation from and sometimes independence of it is becoming a serious 
matter. Those who soar above it should have their wings clipped by it. 
Church members have rights that demand respect. Pastors have no right 
to withhold requested letters from proper subjects simply because he is go- 
ing to conference and does not like to report a few members Jess. In justice - 
to members and in fairness to pastors’ successors, preachers should grant 
such letters before going to conference. To guard against future trouble, 
official boards should be assured that probationers who aré members of se- 
cret societies have actually withdrawn from them before recommending them 
as suitable persons to be received into full connection. 


PROHIBITION.—AS a conference, as heretofore, we are in hearty accord 
with the principles of Prohibition; but to the spirit of some of its advocates 
we take exception. They would deny us the right, as individuals. to unite 
with organizations not to their liking in opposing the liquor traffic. We 
claim the right as individuals to support any means that tends to weaken 
or destroy the saloon, also the right to codperate with any organization in its 
fight against that enemy of all righteousness and destroyer of man. 


E\VIL-SPEAKING.—If the advice to Christians in James 4:11. “Speak not 
evil one of another, brethren,’ was in universal practise among us, there 
would be no need of reform on this kind of tongue movement. We ¢all at- 
tention to the sin of slander. Sometimes members talk to new pastors about 
their old pastors in ways that tend to discourage. When such are reproved. 
or find they have failed to prejudice, they carry to the old pastor the bone 
the new refused, and too often succeed in making the slandered pastor believe 
his successor has cruelly criticized him. Let pastors beware of dogs that. 
carry bones and they will safeguard themselves against many a bite. While 
the laity is guilty of slander to little or much extent, the clergy is not en- 
tirely free from it. No minister ought to be found among us who would. tip- 
toe while he whispers in another’s ear with intent to hurt his brother. It 
is to be hoped this conference does not hold within its bounds a minister, or 
a layman, who would prove hmself ready to enter into any alliance for the 
purpose of carrying into effect a plan that may cause a brother minister to 
take his exit from among us. 
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IlI.—ON CHURCH LITERATURE 


As a conference we are deeply interested in the publications of the church. 
Our ministry has no auxiliary equal to our papers, periodicals and books in 
spreading scriptural holiness and in building up the kingdom of God. 

We lament the fact that The Free Methodist is not taken in many of the 
homes of our people, and in some instances other religious papers are sub- 
stituted in its place because they are larger and cheaper. 

We recommend that those of experience and ability among us contribute 
more good original matter to its columns, especially to the holiness depart- 
ment, and that all our ministers endeavor to increase its circulation and 
thus enable our publishers to improve and enlarge the official organ of the 
church. 

The Harnest Christian which for many years has been a power for good, 
and which has recently become the property of the church, should have a 
wide circulation among our people; also the papers devoted especially to the 
missionary cause. g 

We are highly pleased with our clean and. ably written Sunday-school 
literature and believe it,the best on the market. The Light and Life lesson 
helps should be used in all our schools, and our Sunday-school papers should 
predominate at least. 

We commend the books published and sold by our publishers, and urge 
all our people to patronize their own publishing interests in preference to 
others. 

The substantial and commodious publishing house lately completed in 
the city of Chicago is a credit to the denomination and will be a perpetual 
fountain from which will flow streams of pure literature to bless and ‘save 
humanity. We urge all our people who have not done so, to contribute lib- 
erally toward liquidating the indebtedness incurred by its erection. 


IV.—ON EDUCATION 


The primary object of all education is to fit mankind for usefulness. 
Knowledge is a fundamental part of the equipment for,service. The need 
of culture and broadly educated men was never greater than it is to-day. 
The desire for intellectual attainment was never more intense, and the means 
for satisfying it never more abundant and adequate than at the *present 
time. <A liberal education, however, does not consist alone in a knowledge 
of the arts and sciences, but also in the knowledge of ourselves and of our 
relations to God, to our fellow man, of the objects of life, and its destiny. 

The growing tendency of the age is toward a total ignoring of moral 
training and soul culture. In our modern educational system there is not 
only the absence of piety and religious training, but there is present the 
spirit of irreligion and destructive criticism of the Bible, if considered ‘at 
all; or, as Harold Bolce says in his articles in the May and June Cosmo- 
politan as “Blasting at the Rock of Ages.’ Many of our young people get 
their first lessons in infidelity in our high schools and colleges. As a rule, 
the student, while at school; forms opinions and gathers ideas which abide 
through life. The early impressions are the strongest and sink deeper into 
the nature. The greatest need of the present age, therefore, is ‘education 
for character.” We do not need less knowledge but more religion; not less 
culture, but more piety. 

The schools that combine Christian training with intellectual culture are 
by far the safest places for our young people. That man who does not see 
the need of distinctly Christian schools is either short-sighted or else is ig- 
norant of the dangers of the poisoned atmosphere which those who attend 
the secular schools of higher learning must constantly breathe. 

We jeopardize the eternal interests and welfare of our young people 
when we place them before instructors who make it their business to strike 
at the very foundation of our Christian faith. The seal of divine approval 
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{s upon our denominational schools. This is manifest in the fact that we 
haye seven seminaries and one splendid college, and that these have lived 
and continue to live, in spite of almost insuperable obstacles; and also in 
the fact that there go out from the halls each year a noble company of sane- 
tified young people. We as a church have a right to entertain great hopes 
for these institutions of learning, but let us also take great care that they be 
not merely Christian in name, but centers of great spiritual power, giving 
our young people the highest conception and ideals of Christian life. Let 
us rally especially to the school within our borders—the A. M. Chesbrough 
Seminary—with both our prayers and financial support. The present and 
most pressing need there is a new dormitory. That this may soon be real- 
ized, and that a great revival that shall call out ministers and missionaries 
and efficient lay workers among our young people may come to all our edu- 
eational centers, let us labor and pray. 





V.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


Jesus said, “Suffer the children, and forbid them not to come unto me, 
for of such is the kingdom of heaven.” “And He teok little children in His 
arms and blessed them.” 

Children are a heritage from the Lord; and no church can expect a con- 
tinued existence unless some provision is made for retaining the children 
that come within the circle of her activities. 

Under the Old Testament economy, responsibility for the religious train- 
ing of the children was placed upon those who were at the head of fami- 
lies. They were enjoined to diligently instruct them. We do not believe that 
the divine plan in this matter has been changed, or that it can be improved 
upon; and we deplore the fact that in many of our homes the parents are al- 
together too remiss in the discharge of this duty. 

We also recognize the fact that no effort on the part of the church can 
make good the loss sustained by this neglect; however, we believe that much 
.good can be accomplished by the Sunday-school, and that there is a great 
need in the world to-day for earnest effort along the lines of Sunday-school 
work. A : 

As a church we should devote sufficient time and attention to the Sun- 
day-school to make it a means of reaching and saving many children. 

In«the matter of Sunday-school equipment we should ever bear in mind 
that there is no factor so potent for good, and so powerful in drawing the 
children to Christ, as the lives and testimonies of holy men and women. 
We should take great care that in our zeal for Sunday-school work, and our 
multiplied appliances for carrying on the same, we do not suffer a decline 
spiritually, or lose sight of the end for which we labor, namely, the salva- 
tion of the children. 

No fountain can rise higher than its source, so the religious life of the 
young people is not likely to exceed that of the church from which it springs. 

In order that the Sunday-school may be made more efficient, we. es- 
pecially urge that all our preachers and adult members interest themselves 
in the work. We regret that in many instances our preachers neglect to 
preach on the subject of Sunday-school work as required by the Discipline, 
and that many of our adult members are rarely found in the Sunday-school 
sessions; and we urge that effort be made to improve in this respect. 

On the matter of Sunday-school literature, we should ever remember 
that the Word of God is still in the lead, and we deem it a most excellent 
practise to encourage our children to memorize scripture verses so far as 
possible.

I—MEMORIAL OF JOHN NELSON GRACE 


When the roll was called at the twenty-seventh annual session of the 
Pittsburg conference there was no response from the lips of Rev. J. N. Grace. 
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He is in heaven. His departure from this life makes the first break in the 
ranks of our ministerial membership since our organization as a separate 
body which took place in 1898. By a mysterious providence our faithful and 
much beloved brother and fellow soldier, Rev. J. N. Grace, was called to his 
final reward from his home and last field of Jabor at Butler, Pennsylvania. 
September 7, 1909. While we deplore the depletion of our ranks, yet in our 
deep bereavement we bow in devout resignation to the divine will and in- 
finite wisdom of Him who doeth all things well. 

Rev. John Nelson Grace was born in the city of Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, 
March 38, 1868. At the age of fifteen he was employed as a shipping clerk in 
a manufacturing establishment now known as the Graham Nut Company. 
Seven years later he entered Allegany College at Meadville, Pennsylvania, 
where he spent three years of faithful application to study. His educational 
preparation for life was continued at North Chili, New York, where in ad- 
dition to the studies he pursued he taught a class in the commercial depart- 
ment of the institution. 

Although outwardly moral from his youth, he was deeply convinced of 
sin at an early age and earnestly sought God and united with the Methodist 
Episcopal church. His religious experience, however, was not satisfactory to 
himself at this time, though his life before the world was exemplary. His 
attention to the Free Methodist church was called for the first time by one 
who warned him against the denomination. He immediately became inter- 
ested and made inquiry of his counselor as to what sort of people they were, 
and he resolved to find them as soon as possible. Hearing of a holiness con- 
vention at New Brighton, Pennsylvania, in June, 1894, he decided immediate- 
ly to attend and was rewarded by a gracious outpouring of the Spirit of 
God upon his soul. Speaking of this experience he said: “I found myself 
almost unconsciously standing in the pulpit with uplifted hands and tearful 
eyes, saying, ‘These are the people of God.’”’. From that time until his death 
he stood nobly by the work of God as represented by the church of his con- 
viction. 

At the age of twenty-four he preached his first sermon. He was very ac- 
tively engaged in the Bethany revival at West End, Pittsburg, a memorable 
meeting which closed April 22, 1894, in which more than one hundred were 
converted to God and a large number of believers sanctified wholly. On De- 
ecember 7, 1898, he was united in marriage to Miss Lydia A. Welsh, of New 
Brighton, Pennsylvania, who walked by his side in Christian devotion until 
the last moment of his life. 

He was one of the moving spirits in the founding of our mission work in 
the city of Pittsburg, which in time led to the opening of Hope Mission; a 
branch of that institution he conducted at Homestead for some time. He has 
been a member of the board of directors of Providence Mission and Rescue 
Home’ for seven years, rendering valuable service as secretary. He was ever 
ready with helpful plans and suggestions for the enlargement and extension 
of the work of the institution. He was also one of the first to insist upon 
the necessity of publishing a paper in connection with the work of the mis- 
sion, and he contributed much to the success of the project, acting as an asso- 
ciate editor of Providence Mission Tidings since its publication. 

As a Christian he possessed a tender conscience and strong personal con- 
victions. He was careful in conversation and consistent in life. He de- 
spised affectation and hated hypocrisy. He ever strove to lift up Christ to 
a lost and dying world. As a preacher he was interesting, instructive, con- 
vincing, and convicting. He possessed a personal piety beautifully blended 
with a proper ministerial dignity. As a pastor he was a faithful follower of 
the “Chief Shepherd,’ ever sustaining a heart relation to the members of 
the flock entrusted to his care, manifesting a personal interest in every mem- 
ber of each family on his charge. Meek, gentle, and unassuming, only those 
who were closely acquainted with his inner life could appreciate fully his 
humility of spirit and his ripeness for heaven. He was always unselfish in 
disposition and constantly thoughtful of the welfare of others. 
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Brother Grace did not confine his interest to the narrow limit of his cir- 
cuit and home, but showed in a practical way his concern for the general 
welfare of the district to which he belonged as well as that of the annual 
conference of which he was a member. He was always deeply grieved over 
any apparent lack of fellowship among his brethren. Although capable of 
being an excellent critic, he rarely mentioned the faults or infirmities of others 
and always placed the best construction on everything. He also showed a 
marked interest in the denomination at large—her foreign missions, home 
missions, periodicals, schools and charitable institutions. 

This noble and devoted man of God was cut down in the very zenith of 
his activity and, as it would seem to us, at the time when he was most needed 
by his family, by the church, and by the world; but we dare not view this 
providence in such a light, as this precious and useful life is not a broken 
fragment, but a finished product, a completed plan. 

John Grace has fought a good fight, and he has finished his course and 
entered into rest to receive his final and eternal reward. We therefore re- 
linguish our earthly claim and accept with becoming resignation the bitter 
bud and wait in trusting faith for the future fragrance of the unfolding 
flower. ; 

We extend to the relatives of our departed brother, and especially to the 
bereaved and faithful mother who, under God, gave to the world and the 
church so faithful a son, our heartfelt sympathy. We pause at, the threshhold 
of this bereaved home—where shall we find words to express our tender sym- 
_pathy and deep concern for our widowed Sister Grace with her five fatherless 
ehildren thus deprived of the companionship and protection of such a pre 
cious husband and faithful father? We suffer with her so far as it is pos- 
sible in this her inexpressible sorrow, and we commend her to Him of whom 
it is said, “Thy Maker is thy husband,” and who as such has said, “Leave thy 
fatherless children, I will preserve them alive; and let thy widows trust 
in me.” 

We recommend that a copy of this memorial be sent to The Free Meth- 
odist for publication, that a copy be conveyed to the bereaved widow, and 
that a copy be spread upon the journal. 


Il.—ON EDUCATION 


We believe that the supreme object of education should be the drawing 
out of ones powers, the developing and enlarging of his capacity, the bringing 
to light and quickening into activity the latent forces of the three-fold na- 
ture, that he may accomplish in the best possible manner the highest purpose 
of his creation. And since man’s chief end is to glorify God and enjoy Him 
forever, consistence demands that he carefully apply himself to acquire that 
‘class of knowledge that. will enable him to comprehend and enjoy God and 
render to Him the most acceptable and profitable service possible. 

“As a conference we appreciate Christian education and mental culture. 
but exceedingly regret the manifest tendency of our modern institutions of 
learning to skepticism, agnosticism, atheism, and infidelity, threatening the 
safety and security of both church and state. We do not attribute this condi- 
tion to advanced thought, but rather to a neglect to educate and exalt con- 
science to its proper place and right relation. “It is only when conscience has 
been trained to the governing position that it is at all safe to bring forth 
the other powers of man to their highest degree of development.” Regenera- 
tion alone can empower the individual to meet the demands of an awakened 
and educated conscience, which is nothing less than absolute loyalty to Al- 
mighty God. As the eye will respond to nothing but light, so conscience will 
respond to nothing but divine authority. 

We desire to avoid the most common mistake of the modern mind wor- 
 ghipers, and refuse to bow at the shrine of “world wisdom,” or to exalt out 
of all due proportions mental culture as the one necessary preparation for 
the ministry of the gospel. The root idea of New Testament Christianity is 
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the power of the Holy Spirit clothed in human fiesh, impowering, inspiring, 
and exercising the human mind and soul. 

The baptism with the Holy Ghost is the crying need of the Christian 
church to enable her to cope with present conditions and to bring her back 
to that happy spirit of humble simplicity and ardent love and zeal for the 
lost, and clothing her with that holy boldness and invincible courage exem- 
plified in the lives of the early disciples. 

If ever in the world’s history a finished education and superior intellectual 
culture was the imperative need for the introduction and spread of the gos- 
pel, it was in the days of the early church. There were the rulers of the 
Jews with their crafty questionings, the self-righteous Pharisees, the scoffing 
Sadducees, the Greeks with their learning and subtle philosophies, the nations 
North and South of them, Phoenicia and Hgypt, stern, haughty, commanding 
Rome worshiping authority, with her military organization more complete 
than any the world has known before or since. Yet Christ chose the uned- 
ucated and untutored fishermen and sent them forth endued “with power 
from on high’ to cope with these conditions, and convince the world of 
sin, of righteousness, and of judgment; and when Paul (perhaps the 
most learned apostle) is converted he comes forth speaking most strongly 
against attempting to convert the world through the power of “the wisdom of 
words.” An authority has said, “The wisdom of which Paul here speaks 
seems to be of two kinds—speculative philosophy and eloquence.” 

There is in our day a marvelous idolatry of talent. It is strange and 
grievous to see how many bow down to genius and success. ‘When once 
idolatry of talent enters the church, then farewell to spirituality. When 
men ask their teachers not for that which will make them more humble and 
Godlike, but for the excitement of an intellectual banquet, then farewell to 
Christian progress.” We firmly believe, however, that it is possible to have 
all the benefits and blessings of education and to avoid the dangers and 
snares. A thirst for knowledge is a mark of true conversion, and history 
reveals the fact that a revival of Christian education always follows in the 
wake of a widespread revival of religion. 

We are gratified to note this mark of genuineness in tlie revival that re- 
sulted in the organization of the Free Methodist church. We desire to ex- 
press our appreciation of our denominational schools and to commend them 
for the excellent work they are doing, and recommend that our people patron- 
ize and support them. Perhaps special mention should be made of the A. M. 
Chesbrough Seminary because of its proximity to the Pittsburg conference. 
We would recommend that any of our young people desiring to take a college 
course attend our denominational college located at Greenyille, Illinois. 


IlII—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS 


Every great forward movement of the Anglo-Saxon race that has beex 
for its moral or spiritual uplift has been connected with the study of the 
Bible. When Wycliffe gave the Englishman the Bible in his own language 
it was the new birth of England. When Wesley showed them their highest 
spiritual attainments, as set forth in the Word of God, it put new life into’ 
the church of Jesus Christ, and a body of people called Methodists were raised 
up to spread scriptural holiness throughout the earth. 

Whenever the standard-bearer of any civilized nation hath invaded the 
territory of the heathen, there hath the missionary gone with his Bible. And 
in not a few cases the missionary under the ensign of the cross with his 
open Bible led the van. Nothing but its divine inspiration can account for 
the great influence of the Bible. The modern worldly-wise rob it of its 
supernatural halo, and place it among the purely human productions of liter- 
ature. They tell us, “The doctrines professed by Jesus and His apostles have 
long since disappeared.” “Jesus was no more infallible and impeachable than 
any other creature of God, and there is much in His teaching that is irra~ 
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tional and inadmissible.” A professor of the Chicago University recently 
published the following: “Whole books and sections of the Bible have so lit- 
tle relation to present-day life that they serve no purpose for the education 
of the young.” Doubtless “whole sections’ and “books” of the Bible are 
contrary to the teaching of Chicago University. Let these obsolete professors 
continue to blast at the “Rock of Ages.” When the smoke has cleared, and 
the noise of the blasting has died away, the old Rock will still abide—firm, 
uncracked and unmoyved—for the Lord’s Christ is the Alpha and Omega, 
from everlasting to everlasting He is God, and His Word shall abide for- 
ever. The gospel of Christ is still the power of God unto salvation, and 
when it is planted in the hearts and minds of “the young” it will still pro- 
duce the most noble and God-like men the world has ever seen. 

Better keep right on teaching this book to the children and to the chil- 
dren’s parents. And for this very purpose the church has under her super- 
vision the Sabbath-school. No longer is the Sabbath-school looked upon as a 
place to tutor infants, for within its sacred precincts are found all, from the’ 
least to the greatest. . 

As we survey the work of the past year it has not been all we hoped for, 
nor is it all it would have been had the careless, the indifferent, the negligent, 
and fhe half-hearted come up to the help of the Lord, But our Sabiath- 
school work is advancing, and for this we thank God and take courage. We 
have within our conference 67 schools, 498 officers and teachers, and 3,358 
scholars, a total enrolment of 3,856. There are 17 teacher training classes, 
19 cradle rolls, and 17 home departments. We have a gain of 55 officers and 
teachers, a gain of 289 scholars, and a gain of 3 schools over last year’s re- 
port. 

A leading man in the educational world has said, “The educational prob- 
lem of this age, and every other age, is not the founding of the schoolhouse, but 
the making of the school-master.”’ We have the Sabbath-schools and now we 
have the task of making the teachers. Your committee urge that you organize 
in each school, where not already organized, a class in teacher training, 
using Olmstead’s “Handbook for Sunday-school Workers.” And when, 
Lord willing, a year hence the roll of teacher training classes is called shall 
your school or circuit be among the missing ones, just because you stood idly 
by and took no interest in it? 

The home department is the home missionary work of the Sabbath-school. 
It offers the open Bible through the hand of the living.visitor to every man, 
woman, and child who can not attend the regular school. Its influence is far 
reaching and its good untold. And while you look after the welfare of the 
older ones, do not forget the babies, but have a well-conducted cradle-roll in 
every Sahbath-school. 

We recommend that every superintendent make special preparation for 
‘the quarterly missionary and temperance lessons. 

Above all we have said, we place pre-eminent the conversion and spirit- 
ual life of the scholars. For this let the Sabbath-school be the means to an 
end. The school that fails here fails of true success. 

Shall we here this day renew our consecration and go forth to redouble 
our diligence and energy, doing whatever shall make us more efficient, lay- 
ing oursely es (body; then we shall go to Sabbath-school—mind ; then we shalt 
study for its betterment—soul ; then we shall be spiritually equipped) upon 
the altar of the Sabbath- school, for sacrifice or service. For our encourage- 
ment Daniel hath said, “They that be teachers shall shine as the brightness 
of the firmament ; and they that turn many to righteousness as the stars for 
ever and ever.’

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON HDUCATION 


Our beneficent Oreator has endowed us with physical, intellectual, and 
moral powers and faculties which may be educated to a high degree of uSeful- 
ness. In a symmetrical education all the powers and faculties of the man 
are so trained and developed that he may be proficient in advancing the glory 
of God and in promoting the welfare of humanity. An education which does 
not attend to the moral and spiritual as well as the physical and intellectual, 
may be a power for evil rather than for good. 

We would call attention to three active agencies, operating in the edu- 
cation of our youth—the state, the home, and the church.

Many institutions of learning are well constructed—well organized. ‘They 
are splendidly equipped with facilities for intellectual training, but are, like 
the chemist’s grain of wheat, destitute of the essential life principle. 

The influence, the training, and the discipline of the home are primary 
and important factors in an education. It is here the foundations are laid 
for future success and happiness. A failure here may prove disastrous both 
in time and in eternity.

The command of divine revelation is, “Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old he will not depart from it.” The primary 
elements of this training are honor and obedience to parents and reverence 
for and devotion to God. They are accompanied with the gracious promise, 
“Tt shall be well with thee, and thou mayest live long on the earth.” We 
may cherish the confidence that the child which honors and obeys his par- 
ents will honor his country and his God, and will become an honorable citi- 
zen of the state. But where is the promise which we may plead, or a hope 
which we may indulge where parental training is neglected? 

The Christian church has proven herself a promoter of education. She 
has been painfully conscious of the baneful influences which are tolerated 
in many institutions of learning. She is persuaded that the forming of char- 
acter and the promotion of vital godliness must be constituent elements in 
the education of our youth. For this purpose she has devoted much time, en- 
ergy, and money to found and maintain seminaries, colleges and universities, 
Yor this purpose numbers of talented and cultured men and women have re- 
jected offers of lucrative positions and for very meager salaries have devoted 
many years of their lives as instructors and managers of Christian schools. 
They have been spiritual as well as intellectual leaders, and the atmosphere 
of the class-rooms has been congenial to spiritual life. Multitudes of young 
men and young women of Christian faith and character have gone forth from 
these places of learning, like the grain of wheat which God has made, with 
the principles of moral and spiritual life within them, able to grow and

multiply themselves; to be an honor to God and the church, and a blessing to 
the world. 

It is with regret, we must acknowledge, that in a number of church col- 
leges these conditions have largely passed away and influences are fostered 
which are prejudicial to Christian faith and vital godliness. It is with 
deep solicitude that many parents are asking, “Where shall I educate my 
sons and my daughters?” * * * 

In its short history the Free Methodist church is contributing a gratify- 
ing part to this great work; having founded and is maintaining one college 
and seven seminaries, where “education for character” is the chief end and 
aim. The Wabash conference has had a commendable part in this field of 
labor, especially in supporting Greenville College with her prayers, her means, 
and her patronage. 

We note with interest that this college of our denomination stands by 
the Bible as the word of God, and proclaims its doctrines and labors for their 
acceptance in the hearts and lives of its students. We rejoice in its growth 
and increasing influence.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
ION SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


In- submitting a report on Sunday-schools we would say, with others, 
that the Sunday-school is doing a great and good work. The Sunday-school 
is the most potent force of the church in going before the pastor and pre- 
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paring the way for him. And yet it is possible for the pastor to have very 
little regard for the Sunday-school work. ; 

The work of our Sunday-schools is being badly crippled, in this confer- 
ence, by disrespect shown the Home Department, Cradle Roll, and Teacher 
Training work on the part of pastors, superintendents, and Sunday-school 
boards. The work of the conference Sunday-school secretary will be very 
much hampered until there be a hearty and continuous coéperation on the 
part of pastors and Sunday-school boards. : 

In most cases,where there has been a falling off in the congregations, with 
a loss of membership to the church, there has been a neglected Sunday-school ; 
and where societies die out and the work goes down there has been trans- 
gression by those in authority, by omission of duty in observing Decision day, 
and bringing the children to Christ and into the church. 

In view of these facts, and many others just as important, shall we not 
repent of our negligence, and omitted duties, and consecrate ourselves more 
fully to all the details of the Sunday-school work, thereby building up our 
congregations, increasing our membership, strengthening our ranks finan- 
cially, and thus being fully equipped we shall go forward to certain and 
glorious victory in the cause of God. 


II—ON EDUCATION 


Denominational schools are as necessary as different church organiza- 
tions. The Free Methodist church stands for certain principles and doctrines 
that are not as fully represented and enforced by any other church. The 
children of Free Methodist parents who desire a higher education than can be 
obtained in our public schools should seek it under environments that will 
safeguard their spiritual and moral welfare. All Such parents who are able 
to do so, would do well to have their children receive their academic educa- 
tion in one of our seven seminaries. - 

It is with a feeling of pleasure and gratitude to God that we make men- 
tion of Greenville College, the only institution of its kind in our church. Like 
all of our schools we believe it owes its existence to divine‘providence. The 
great moral and spiritual dangers attending secular colleges and most of those 
of other denominations are not found in Greenville College. While the so- 
cial nature of the students is not neglected but properly cared for, sinful 
amusements are discriminated against, and not tolerated. The class of work 
done in this institution by its well-qualified teachers needs no better com- 
mendation than the high standing of this college among the other colleges of 
the state in which it is located. The University of Illinois has awarded its 
graduated students scholarships, and in this manner has attested that the 
work done in this college is of a good grade. 

The great need of our schools is more money for better equipment, en- 
dowment fund, and additional buildings. While the buildings now in use 
are of a creditable character, most of them are not large enough to take care 
of the increasing attendance. 

We will conclude this report by calling attention to the fact that the 
Free Methodist church, consisting of something near 33,000 members, sustains 
eight institutions of learning, which makes an average of about one school 
to every 4,000 members, which is certainly a good showing, and a standing 
proof that our church believes in the proper education of the mind as well | 
as the salvation of the soul. 


IlJ.—ON CHARITIES 


Your committee submits the following report: 

This country is noted for its charity. When famine or pestilence visits 
India, China, or any foreign country, its hands are always opened; when 
floods and earthquakes visit our own people, as the Johnstown, Galveston, 
and San Francisco calamities, we are quick to respond. 
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Iowa has many charitable institutions which are well supported by pub- 
lic donations. Many churches are fostering city missions and doing much 
good. Our little Zion is not behind in this matter. We have some missions— 
four institutions; two for orphan children and two homes for old people, 
located respectively at Woodstock, Illinois, and at Gerry, New York. 

We call special attention to the homes at Woodstock, Illinois, because they 
are located near to us, and are worthy of our help. Rey. E. E. Hall is solicit- 
ing for these homes and is always ready to take your subscriptions. We es- 
pecially ask you to assist all worthy institutions as the Lord giveth ability, 
which are seeking to care for the helpless. 

We believe the Olive Branch Mission in Chicago demands our attention 
We recommend that our people be more liberal in support of our needy stu- 
dents who are striving for an education in our seminaries and college.

II1L—ON STATE OF THE WORK 


We your committee on State of the Work, in presenting our report, do 
first. praise our heavenly Father for His merciful care which has been over 
us during the conference year just passed, and we thank Him for the bless- 
ings which He has bestowed upon us. We thank Him for preserving ou 
lives. Our ministerial ranks are unbroken; none have been removed by death 
ag in past years. We thank Him also for the beautiful spirit of brotherly love 
and harmony which prevails so generally throughout the conference with, 
we think, but little tendency to fanaticism on the one hand, and with little 
disposition toward compromise on the other hand. 

Several revival meetings have been held at different points during the 
winter months, and two excellent camp-meetings were conducted at Plymouth 
and at Ruthven during the summer. These resulted in much good to the 
church, as a number of souls were saved and several were added to the church 
membership at these meetings. For these blessings we are truly thankful, 
and we feel that the outlook in many respects is encouraging. : 

Yet, when all things are considered, we still feel that we have not ac- 
complished what the Lord has a right to expect of us as a conference. Our 
greatest need is twofold: In the first place, we lack that general spirit oF 
aggressive evangelism which is essential if we expect to influence the world 
to any great extent, and if we hope to draw sinners to the Savior whom we 
serve. This lack calls for much prayer, for individual heart-searching, and 
for active personal service. Let each member on each and all of our circuits 
search his own heart, and spare no personal effort to promote the revival 
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Gnas which is so sadly needed to bring the lost world to the feet of our 
hrist. 

In the second place, the laity of the church still need to learn the value 
of individual self-sacrifice. Any fair-minded person will readily admit that 
the personal sacrifice constantly required of the ministry is very great, almost 
overwhelming, while the sacrifice offered by the laity does not in any sense 
compare with-it. Beloved, this state of affairs is contrary to God’s will and 
purpose. He has plainly outlined, in His written Word, His own divine plan 
for the support of His ministry, and adherence to this” plan on the part of 
the church would not only result in a comfortably supported ministry, but 
it would at the same time bring the blessing of heaven upon the laity; and 
it would increase the usefulness of the church q thousandfold. 

God can honor, only in limited measure, the church or the people who 
observe only a part of His law; and the slow progress of the church, in all 
Protestant branches, is due in large measure to failure on the part of the 
laity to measure up to the standard of self-sacrifice required of true followers 
ef the Nazarene. Our own church is no exception to the rule, and the in- 
creasing shortage in the ranks of the ministry is due to this very fact. No 
minister, no matter how thoroughly consecrated he may be, can feel that God 
requires him to continue serving a people who will allow his children to 
suffer for the necessities of life, while they are themselves living in com- 
fortable circumstances. Consequently, until our laity are thoroughly awakened 
on this subject, our circuits will continue to be ‘without pastors, and the 
church will continue to be crippled in all its departments. 

We might also note the great lack of our pilgrims in attending our gen- 
eral gatherings, as district meetings and camp-meetings. These should be 
times of refreshing to our people and greater effort should be made to at- 
tend these special meetings. 


IlI.—OF THH SUNDAY-SCHOOL SECRETARY 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Sunday-school secretary of 
the Minnesota and Northern Iowa conference for the conference year 1908-09. 

We are glad to report, on the whole, a marked increase in Sunday-school 
work throughout the conference; also a hearty codperation on the part of 
pastors and people in this great work of the Sunday-school. 

Owing to my work as pastor I have not been able to give the time to 
the work as should be given to secure the best results. 

There are now in operation in the conference four teacher training classes. 
Two organized and one reorganized by the secretary during the past year. 
There are eleven Sunday-schools with an enrolment of 480 scholars and 62 
officers and teachers. There are three home departments with an enrolment 
.of 95 scholars; also three cradle rolls with 84 members. Total increase for 
conference, 76. 

Your secretary has conducted four Sunday-School conventions, also held 
other meetings in the interest of Sunday-school work. 

The financial report is as follows: Postage, 27 cents; printing, $1.50; 
traveling expenses, $8.82; total, $10.59. 

Receipts: Plymouth, $2; Glenville, $1.53; Riceville, $1.78; Ruthven, $6; 
total, $11.31. Over and above expenses, 72 cents.

The revelator said, “He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the churches.” By thus doing we shall minister to the needs of 
our Christ who said, “Inasmuch as ye did it unto the least of these, ye have 
done it unto me;” and the church of the living God shall become as an army 
terrible with banners. ‘And they that be wise shall shine as the brightness 
of the firmament.” |

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I._ON EDUCATION 


The demand for distinctively Christian schools increases rather than less- 
ens. Cultured skepticism abounds at the centers of learning and assaults 
upon both doctrinal and experimental Christianity are becoming constantly 
more frequent and pronounced. Not only are religious beliefs assailed, but 
if widely published, and as far as we are aware undenied statements are to be 
accepted as fact, every American ideal of public or domestic life is more or 
less a matter of question or criticism. Even the fundamental principles of 
the Constitution of the United States are dubbed delusions. With the leaven 
of a quarter of a million of young men and women imbued with such: teach- 
ings annually turned into the nation’s life, the situation becomes not only 
serious but appalling. 

These destructive agencies must be met by those of opposite but equar 
character. Illiteracy cannot ‘successfully contend with trained intelligence. 
Intellect and experience must unite in meeting the cultured foes of our Chris- 
tian faith. 

On the other hand, while the highest intellectual training is desirable for 
our children, it will be too dearly purchased at the expense of faith in the 
revealed Word of God, and the destruction of American idealism. Christian- 
ity is immeasurably more as an element of individual, social or civic life, 
than culture. The heart rather than. the head is largely the final determining 
factor in shaping the cast of character, and the course of conduct. An un- 
authoritative religion is an anomaly, and the only source of authority of Suf- 
ficient force or scope is the unchanging Word of God. 

Character is the true end of all genuine culture. This necessitates the 
training of the moral as well as mental faculties, and that according to some 
standard not self-originated. The heart and the head should receive simulta- 
neous and symmetrical development. The desire of every Christian parent 
for their children is that, above all else, they should become Christians. If 
in any case this is a secondary consideration, it argues either a pitiful blind- 
mess or a radically defective type of parental piety. 

It then becomes a matter of first importance to secure for them during 
the impressible and important years of school life such surroundings and infiu- 
ence as shall protect them from the contamination of unbelief, vice, or un- 
holy ambitions, and shall tend to clearness of conviction, conversion, and es- 
tablishing in Christian life. 

Increasing experience and observation assure us that there is at present 
no safer place for the students of our families than in the Schools of the 
Free Methodist church. The recognized standing of these institutions in the 
educational world is a matter of congratulation, and affords confidence that 
piety is not fostered at the expense of intellect, but in company with it. The 
frequent revivals and spiritual atmosphere which pervades our denomina- 
tional institutions generally are occasions of rejoicing and hope. 

We recognize and appreciate the earnest and self-denying labors of those 
connected with our schools as presidents, principals, and teachers, and admire 
the stalwartness of character which has led some to consecrate talents and 
culture sufficient to secure the highest recognition in the world of letters to 
the service of these humbler institutions, whose ability remunerate either in 
fame or fortune is far beneath the invitations of other fields. 

We earnestly recommend to our people everywhere the patronage of our 
own institutions, even at the cost of additional expense or inconvenience, and 
are assured that results will demonstrate the wisdom and final profit of such 
choices. ;

Christ the outlook would be gloriously gratifying to the church of God. How- 
ever, such is not the case. The devil has seized upon this wonderful factor 
and is running it at lightning speed for the destruction of our race. There 
are so many novels, indecent papers and pictures that are being scattered 
over our land. Also there are so many harmful influences caused through 
the so-called religious literature which contains theological error, some of 
which are Dowieism, Mormonism, No-sectism, Popery, and the theory of bap- 
tismal regeneration, against all of which we as a church should present a 
solid front. For if it is a true saying, that we inevitably become a part of 
what we read, we should guard against all literature of an evil influence, 
and endeavor to keep the same out of our homes. In its place we should have 
good, wholesome, uplifting, and solid literature to be welcomed and maintained 
in our homes, and should endeavor to spread the same over our land and 
country. ; 

We are glad that we have good literature in our reach if we desire it, 
such as The Free Methodist, our blessed church paper, which is one of the 
best holiness papers in our land. We as a people should above every other 
paper subscribe for and give The Free Methodist a welcome in our homes 
every week. We would urge our ministers to endeavor to get our church 
paper into every family in our connection. Above all else we should en- 
deayor~ to see that every home reads and studies the Bible—the book of all 
books. The Missionary Tidings is a good publication and should be a wel- 
come visitor in our homes. Thereby we may keep in touch with the grand 
work that is being accomplished im the foreign fields by our consecrated mis- 
sionaries. 

We call your special attention to all the publications which are being 
issued and handled by our own publishing house. It is wise and always safe 
to make your purchases of our publishing house. The Sunday-school papers 
and supplies published by our church we consider the very best obtainable. 
Let all Sunday-schools be well supplied with the same. We recommend all 
the books and publications issued from, or published by, our publishing house, 
especially those on revivals, those denominated biographical, and those on 
missionary subjects. 


II—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


In the capacity of a Sunday-school we have one of the largest fields of 
labor in which to work for God and for souls that the church has to-day. Its 
fields are ever ready for harvest. The Sunday-school is the strength and life 
of the church, and on it depends the success of the church. We believe that 
if the Sunday-school is properly maintained there will be much benefit derived 
therefrom in the way of saving precious Souls, and spreading spiritual fire 
among the pilgrims. 

We need consecrated men and women who will work in the Sunday-school 
as well as in other places. In order for our Sunday-schools to be a success 
the older ones should take a part in this service; or in other words, parents 
should go and take their children instead of sending them alone. Again, 
our work is hindered many times because of the lack of teachers. Too often 
the complaint is, “I can’t.” If this be true from a spiritual view (for we 
believe that teachers should be Spirit-filled), we would recommend a genuine 
baptism of the Holy Spirit and power of God. Then if it be true from a view 
of knowledge we recommend that the Sunday-School secretary be called, and 
a teacher training class be organized for a thorough and systematic study of 
the Bible. 

Again we believe that our teachers and superintendents, when possible, 
should be chosen from among the members of our own church, for the rea- 
son that they would have the work more at heart. The cradle roll department 
should be established, and also the home department for the old folks wher- 
ever practicable. These we believe would create an interest in the church 


' work in general. g

We wish to impress this fact, that we are not in favor of using any 
other Sunday-school] literature than that of our own church. Better pay a lit- 
tle more and get sound instruction than to pay less and get’a cheap literature. 
We recommend our own church literature for all our Sunday-schools; and 
that where possible the lesson chart should be obtained for instructing the 
little children. 

In conclusion we would make these suggestions: That the literature 
should not be thrown into the waste-basket or used as wrapping-paper; but 
after it has been used for its purpose that it be saved and then distributed 
to those who do not attend our services. In this way some soul may be 
brought to the light and may become converted. We mean by this that in 
the cities especially, a missionary Sunday-school may be started among the 
poorer class of people, and in this way be supplied with literature. 

Let us as a church: be more active and energetic in our Sunday-school 
work; and may we this year see many precious souls gathered in and saved 
to God and to the church.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON REFORMS 


Your committee on Reforms beg to submit the following report: 

Drvorce.—As a conference we still contend that the only Scriptural 
grounds for divorce is the one declared by Jesus, namely, that of adultery; 
and that we will continue to enter our protest against all other grounds by 
the faithful preaching of the Word and administration of the Discipline. We. 
deplore the fact that adulterers in the bonds of unholy wedlock, because of 
unscriptural laws, are daily becoming more numerous. 

Dress.—In these days of foolish, harmful, and unscriptural fashion fads 
we can but continue to maintain our position against the wearing of gold and 
other metals as ornaments, and also the wearing of other needless and world- 
ly superfiluities. We regret to note that some of our own people are using an 
unnecessary profusion of ribbons on their head-gear, which we believe to be 
out of harmony with our Discipline and primitive simplicity in dress. 

SABBATH DESECRATION.—We will soon become a nation without a Chris- 
tian Sabbath unless something of a more stringent nature than pasSing a set 
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of resolutions in conference assembled once a year is done to enforce the laws 
we have regulating the keeping of each holy day. As ever we are opposed 
to all pleasure seeking, visiting and unnecessary labor or business on the 
Sabbath day. We also recommend that all of our preachers preach at least 
one sermon this conference year devoted to this subject. 

SEcrET Socieries.—The multiplicity of secret societies is one of the most 
serious drawbacks to the numerical growth of the Free Methodist church. 
Nevertheless we cannot afford to lower the standard erected by our fathers 
in this matter for the sake of enlarging our borders. We will still insist that 
if men and women will not leave their lodges they can have no place among 
us. Free Masonry with its blood-curdling oaths and Christless rites has given 
birth to such a large brood of secret societies that in many places it is hardly 
possible to find a person but what belongs to some one of these orders. - We 
regard them all as evil in principle and wrong in practise. , 

THE Liquor Trarric.—The destruction of the liquor traffic has been and is 
the greatest question in the American political arena. The fight has been 
hard and long, but never in the history of the temperance movement has the 
omens of a final victory been brighter. The admission of the liquor dealers’ 
periodicals and the resolutions adopted by liquor dealers’ conventions, and 
the heart-gladdening reports of temperance victories coming from almost every 
state in the Union clearly indicate that a spirit of alarm has entered the camp 
of the foe, and that in many places they are actually on the run. But this 
monster of iniquity, like the dragon in the Book of Revelation, is able to put 
up a lusty running fight in that he has a scorpion sting in his tail. The liquor 
traffic is pretentiously at the penitent form, confeSsing its sins and making 
great promises of reform, in that the National Model Liquor League in a re- 
cent convention passet regret that they have ever allowed more than one sa- 
loon to every five hundred inhabitants and that the saloon ever entered politics 
(which, by the way, admits that the two old political parties have been 
leagued with the saloon); and furthermore that they deplore the existence 
of the low down dives in their midst. They promise to reform all of such 
sad states of unpleasant affairs, and have the audacity to ask the good church 
people to come over and help them clean up their dirt. We are, however, more 
than ever convinced that the work of the church is not to regulate and re- 
form the liquor traffic, which by the way would be admitting there is that 
about the liquor traffic as a traffic that is worth running by regulation. This 
not being the case, the church should sweep by her righteous ballots this 
totally depraved, hypocritical penitent from the anxious-seat and from the 
face of all the earth. We as ever believe that the Prohibition party has and 
is doing more to accomplish this great end.than all of the other political 
forces in existence. Also creator of moral sentiment it has either directly 
or indirectly given birth to all of the other temperance movements, and: it is 
becoming more and more obvious that those who have thus cast their ballots 
have in no wise lost their votes; and in view of the fact that as the battle 
waxes more hot and the lines are closer drawn it becomes more clear that 
the two larger political parties are but tools in the hands of the liquor traffic, 
we exhort all of our people to vote the straight Prohibition party ticket. 


IIl—ON EDUCATION 


To Christians the question of education is at the present time a peculiarly 
serious problem. The writer has been informed by an honorable Christian 
young man, a student at a great denominational university, that a dance a 
week is the average among the students there, the school fraternities leading 
in this and similar dissipations. Is that the kind of education for which John 
Wesley stood? Is it Christianity? 

At another great university supposed to be under denominational con- 
trol. one of the leading professors has openly repudiated all that is miraculous 
in the Bible, ard has said that a mind which in this age can believe that mir- 
acles ever took place is a mind which he cannot comprehend. Similar to this 
is another professional declaration that it is a positive sin to advocate the 
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religion of the Bible as the world has long since outgrown it. Such declara- 
tions, it is sad to say, would have to be multiplied indefinitely in order, to 
express the facts. 

There is a flood of doubt and unbelief sweeping through the state and de- 
nominational institutions, and, as even the secular press has noticed, this flood 
of loose religious thought has been accompanied by a sad degree of loose 
living, characterized by athletic dissipation, social dissipation, and even 
drinking and licentiousness. 

Numbers of our young people have been lost to the church, if not to God, 
by attending these institutions. 

There is an imperative need of not merely nominal but actual Christian 
schools. To meet this need our own schools have been founded. Their record 
is before the church and the world. Greenville College has sent out more 
than a score of missionaries to the foreign field, teachers to each of our sem- 
inaries, and able, worthy young men and women for the ministry and among 
the laity. God has been with us the past year. Two special revivals were 
held, in the college and church, which God graciously owned, and quite a num- 
ber united with the church. 

The work of the school is growing, and this fall it seemed imperatively nec- 
essary to rent a separate, commodious building for the music department. 
There is also a crying need of a girls’ dormitory, for lack of which we are 
badly crowded, and are apparently losing some students who otherwise would 
attend. Some of the teachers are filling their present position at remarkable 
sacrifices. We appeal to the laity at large to meet this sacrifice at a recip- 
rocal liberality. 

We invite the representatives of the college to present its financial inter- 
ests upon our circuits, and pledge ourselves to render all possible assistance 
in placing our institution upon a sound financial basis. 


III—ON PUBLICATIONS 


It appears needless to call attention to the power of the press. The world 
of to-day is fully conscious of the same. - No greater agency,is known for the 
_presentation of thought and the propagation of theories than publication 
through the press. But are we fully awake to the situation? Are the people 
of God really aware of the tremendous activity that is displayed by some pub- 
lishing concerns to supply the public with reading matter, and that all for 
mere mercenary purposes, regardless of the moral tone of literary productions? 

No doubt we claim to be informed on this important fact, and yet 
it seems very necessary that, lest we lose sight of this, attention be called 
to it again and again. The agents of large publishing establishments go forth 
and distribute sample copies and sell everywhere unwholesome, queStionable 
and most demoralizing literature, with a zeal and persistency that would re- 
- flect the greatest credit on the most faithful colporteur. The effect of this 
is self-evident and the appalling results thereof are visible everywhere. 

In the face of these indisputable facts the duty of the church is plain 
and most imperative. We believe God has designed that the pen and press 
of the church of Jesus Christ should furnish the world with that class of 
literature which is calculated to convict of sin, bring to repentance, build 
Christian character, and counteract the blighting influence of the obscene and 
poisoning literature that floods the world. This responsibility cannot be 
shifted; it rests upon the church with a certainty that cannot be denied or 
even doubted. 

We deeply deplore that the nominal church of to-day has been untrue to 
the charge entrusted to her, and that the time-serving tendency of the age 
has robbed her publications of that spirit of holy courage and determination 
with which all evil should be denounced and moral issues should be de- 
fended. In view of this great responsibility and the solemn duty that devolves 
upon the church we appeal to God’s people everywhere to spare no means and 
shun no efforts, yea, to do all that is within her power to suppress evil and 
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polluting literature, and to produce changes in the literary realm that will 
be pleasing unto God. 

We believe that our publications are sound in spiritual and ethical teach- 
ing, and we call special attention to The Free Methodist, The Harnest Chris- 
tian, and all our Sunday-school literature. We recommend them to our people 
and consider it a mark of true Free Methodism to be supplied with these 
papers. 

The report of the preachers disclose the alarming and deplorable fact 
that the number of The Free Methodist taken is insignificantly small in pro- 
portion to the membership of the conference. A rigid reform in this is very 
necessary and exceedingly essential to preserve the spirit of true Free Meth- 
odism among us, and we urge our preachers to put forth a greater effort in 
this direction and appeal to our people to subscribe for our own papers in 
preference to other publications.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 


A great statesman has declared that to no institution did our country 
owe more than to the Sunday-school. Dr. H. Clay Trumbull made the state- 
ment that between thirty and forty millions of people in this country are 
studying the Bible through the Sunday-school. This is gratifying and cheer- 
ing when contrasted with the neglect of the Bible in. the public schools, and 
the open hostility to it in many of the higher institutions of learning. 

We would urge upon all our people, both pastors and laymen, the import- 
ance of engaging in this good work. . Shall we not put forth every effort to 
build up the schools that. are run down, and to organize new ones wherever 
practicable? Vastly better is the chance for eternity of that child who grows 
up under the influence of the Sabbath-school, imbibing Bible truths and asso- 
ciating with godly teachers, than is that of the child who learns to disregard 
the Sabbath, and considers it a day of sport. We believe it far better for 
our people whenever it is possible, to organize Free Methodist schools than 
to assist in carrying on union schools. 

We believe the Sunday-school literature published by the Free Methodist 
publishing house to be the best available, and would urge its use in all our 
schools. ; reas 

We heartily endorse the efforts and plans that are being put forth to 
more successfully carry on the good work among us, such as the.election of 
conference Sabbath-school secretaries, the teacher’s training course, ‘et cetera, 
and urge that our people do all possible to encourage and codperate with 
these movements.

II—ON REFORMS 


We believe it necessary to continue to put ourselves on record in refer- 
ence to reforms. As a church we stand second to none with regard to the 
question of moral reform. ant 


1. INTEMPERANCE.—We see the downfall of the liquor traffic, and hail 
the day with delight; yet there remains much to be done. Satan’s forces. 
are at work as never before, and the forces of righteousness must unite and 
oppose the infernal traffic with voice and vote. Let us as a conference and 
people stand solidly for prohibition, and give no support to any party that does 
not stand committed for the overthrow of the liquor traffic. ' 


2. Srcrecy.—We believe that oath-bound secret societies are a menace 
to our free institutions, are opposed to the spirit of Christianity, and have 
become one of the greatest hindrances to the development of spiritual life. 
We regard them as dangerous and fear that many are being deceived into 


ae 
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accepting some of these orders as a sufficient religion, and not discerning 
their false standards of morals, benevolences and charity, support the lodge 
rather than the church, and give honor which belongs to God to ungodly in- 
stitutions; ignoring the injunction of the apostle, ‘“‘Whatsoever ye do in word 
or deed do all in the name of the Lord Jesus.” Our attitude toward these 
orders has been wisely taken and must be maintained, and all legitimate 
means used to convince people of the evils of secrecy. 


3. THE SaApBaAtH.—We deplore the fact that as a whole America is becom- 
ing more and more a nation of Sabbath-breakers. Sunday traflic, Sunday 
amusements, and Sunday labor are on the increase. We are not entirely 
responsible for this condition of things, yet we are responsible to the extent 
of our united efforts to overthrow this evil. Therefore, let us Speak out 
against this evil—Sabbath desecration, especially the more common forms 
of it, such as the opening of stores, post-offices, telephone offices, markets, 
places of amusement, et cetera; and then by example ag well as precept dis- 
courage Sunday visiting and everything that would destroy the sanctity of 
the day. 


4, Worwupty ATTIRE.—We must continue to maintain our position on the 
question of worldly adorning. We regard it a live issue to-day. While we 
are pleased to note the disposition of our people as a whole to conform to 
Bible standards of simplicity, yet we deem it advisable to exhort them to “be 
not conformed to this world” but to “set your affection on things above.” 
Knowing the origin of the latest fashions, we should urge such close com- 
munion with God that there will be but little temptation along these lines. 
If not on our guard this evil will become a serious obstruction in the advance- 
ment of our work. We protest against the low-necked dresses and peek-a-boo 
waists so commonly worn of late; also the big hats, and the superfluous bows 
and ribbons. 

We suggest, (1) That our pastors be careful to give proper instruction 
en these lines, and in their pastoral visitations deal gently, but firmly, with 
those who do not act in harmony with the spirit of our Discipline on this 
question ; (2) That they guard against anything slovenly or that is unclean, 
and set examples of neatness and cleandiness everywhere.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON EDUCATION 


One of the most important questions demanding solution by the church 
to-day is the education of our youth, so that, on the one hand the mind shall 
have the best possible training, and on the other the spiritual man shall be 
developed in all that constitutes loyalty to Bible truth and the life and power 
of holiness. ; 

It is a fact patent to close and impartial observation that when our 
young people begin to attend the ordinary academic or collegiate institutions 
of learning they not only lose a relish for vital religion, but also lose the de- 
sire and willingness to attend upon those ministrations where a pure gospel 
is preached. They become more and more worldly-minded, and less and less 
susceptible to truly influential influences. The associations formed among the 
students, where vital godliness is treated with lightness and even ridicule, 
and where the skeptical instructions one receives, all contribute to this end. 

That to a considerable extent at least the instruction in the usual places 
of learning are endeavoring to discount Bible religion, and unsettle the minds 
of the-students as to the integrity of the Bible, as a whole, there is no ques- 
tion. They teach that the world has outgrown the old-time religion, and that 
they are prophets of a new religion, which, say they, is in keeping with the 
spirit of the age. 

Now, as Free Methodists, we believe that God, the author of our salva- 

-tion, made it perfect and complete as it is revealed in the Christ of the Bi- 

ble; when He said, “It is finished,” the truth of God’s religion was fully 
manifested to humanity; that the Bible reveals this great salvation; that 
it meets the moral and spiritual demands of all men in all ages; that by this 
Word all shall stand or fall; and that “Other foundation can no man lay 
than that is laid, which is Jesus Christ.” 

So believing, it should mean everything to us whether our children are 
led along the paths of Bible salvation or not. We cannot yield our position, 
either for ourselves or for our children. Popularity and present financial and 
social success may entice us to yield. But “what is a man profited if he shall 
gain the whole world, and lose his own soul?” is a question which has never 
yet been affirmatively answered. Then how can we be assured that the edu- 
eation of our children will develop their highest interests and secure the de- 
sired ends, when not only the secular schools but also many schools under 
church supervision are largely at fault in this matter? 

It appears that we must needs do with education as we do with preach- 
ing the gospel. As a church we provide that our preachers are of us. We 
-ecould not be assured of soundness of doctrine and blamelessness of life, meas- 
ured by our standards, in any other way. So, in order to proper education, 
our academic and collegiate teachers must needs be Bible Christians, who 
have not been infected with the agnostic tendencies of modern higher criti- 
cism. 

The Free Methodist church was fortunate in that its first general su- 
perintendent was wise enough and exercised sufficient foresight to start a 
school in the early history of the denomination. Following the pattern thus 
set, Greenville College and all our seminaries have been builded. But these 
institutions can do our youth no good unless they are educated there. This 
may seem, at the time, to involve a sacrifice; but there is such a thing ag be- 
ing penny wise and pound foolish in this as in other matters. 

After the boy or girl has not only lost grace, but has become averse to 
vital godliness, through the worldly associations and skeptical teaching of 
the school patronized, what would not the parent do or give to have him or 
her enjoy the simplicity and trust which accompany real salvation? 

We feel like expressing ourselves by way of warning to beware of the 
educational influences in which you permit your child to be thrown, as you 
value his eternal interests. When this is done we feel aSsured that our Free 
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Methodist schools will be crowded and enlarged and crowded again by our 
own children and those of others who desire that education shall be a hand- 
maid to a better and more intelligent religious experience. 

Thus will the spiritual interests of our youth be conserved while at the 
same time their minds will not suffer for lack of proper training. 


IIL—ON PUBLICATIONS 


We your committee on Publications wish to submit the following report: 

How true the words to-day, “the making of many books there is no end.” 
As a nation and people we are known for our literary abilities and oppor- 
tunities, and these are the result greatly of the press. Newspapers, religious 
and secular magazines, whose names are legion, treating every subject of in- 
terest to any one, and some that would appear as interesting to none; besides 
these are the numberless fictitious works that crowd our public libraries, 
book markets and news-stands. The greater part of these should find no 
place in the Christian home, say nothing of our Free Methodist family cir- 
cles. Great care should be given to the selection of reading matter for the 
homes of all, as often in the reading of one book sufficient poison is injected 
into the mind for life to destroy the desire for wholesome reading. 

We would urge upon all the necessity as well as duty of patronizing our 
publishing house, by keeping on hand one of the latest catalogues, and from 
these canvass for our books and periodicals and wall mottoes. The Free 
Methodist should be in every one of our homes and as many others as we 
ean persuade to take it. And we should take note of the various religious 
creeds who push their publications. Among these are the Christian Scien- 
tists, Seventh-day Adventists and others of like nature in soul-destroying 
books and, papers that are sold and given away in a wholesale manner; 
and the number they secure as followers from this source is not a few. 

The Earnest Christian should be. put into as many of our homes as possi- 
ble, as also The Missionary Tidings and all of our Sunday-chool literature. 

We would not fail to urge upon all the necessity of securing and using in 
all of our regular services our Free Methodist Hymn Book. And last, but 
not least in importance, that all who have not done so remember our publish- 
ing house with as good and liberal a contribution as the Lord would have us. 


III—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS 


The Sabbath-school is one of, if not the leading department of our 
church work. This being true, it deserves our earnest attention. First of 
all it should interest the pastor. He should take an active part, and show 
his interest by being an attendant whenever it is possible. Many times the 
pastor’s appointments are such that it is an impossibility for him to be in 
attendance as much as he would otherwise; yet under these circumstances, he 
should labor and pray for its advancement. A sermon to the children of the 
Sunday-school occasionally will be found very profitable. 

In the election of the officers and teachers great care should be taken. 
They should be Christians. For, “If the blind lead the blind they will both 
fall into the ditch.” d 

Many think that the Sabbath-school is only for the children, but in this 
they are mistaken. The Sabbath-school is for the systematic study of the 
Bible, and it is necessary for the adults as well as the children to become 
better acquainted with the Word of God. Many parents will get their chil- 
dren ready for the Sabbath-school, and they themselves will lounge around 
home all day perhaps. What an awful influence and example to set before 
the young. Parents, you are needed in the Sabbath-school. Is it any wonder 
there is so much dearth and unconcern in some of our Sabbath-schools when 
the parents show practically no interest? Then there are those who will 
come when it is not a busy season of the year. When harvest and threshing 
come on, their love and interest for the house of God is gone. Would not 
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the Scripture in 1 John 2:15 be applicable under such circumstances: “Love 
not the world, neither the things that are in the world”? Our love for God 
and His work in any line should come ahead of everything else. 

We ought to show our interest in this important work as a conference 
more than we have in the past. Why not have some Sabbath-school conven- 
tions? It will prove a blessing and will meet with good results. Can we not 
wake up to the need of this more and more? Would it not be in order to 
have a convention some time during the coming year and invite our general 
conference Sunday-school secretary, Rev. W. B. Olmstead, to come and help 
us? This committee believes it would prove a real help and blessing to us 
as a conference in this work. 

We do thank the Lord for our excellent Sunday-school literature that 
our publishing house is putting out. We should not think of supplying our 
Sabbath-schools with any other than our own. 

Last, but not least, we should make the Sunday-school work a special 
subject of prayer. We would have more of an interest in this work if we 
spent more time in prayer for it. The Word tells us, “In every thing by 
prayer and supplication, with thanksgiving, let your requests be made known . 
unto God.” Pray for your Sabbath-school, both in your private and public 


devotions. 
IV.—ON REFORMS 


Cuiass Mretrines.—This means of grace should by no means be neglected 
which is too often the case. We regard this part of our church work indis- 
pensable to the best interest of our work. We would heartily recommend to 
all the book entitled, ‘“‘The Class Meeting As a Means of Grace,’ by Bishop 
Wilson TIT.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON PUBLICATIONS 


We, your committee on publications, beg leave to make the following 


report: 


We recognize the press as a most powerful factor in molding character, 


and shaping the lives of men. 


A word spoken effects only those who hear and 


may soon be forgotten, but when printed lives to bless or curse those whose 


eyes may see it. 


There is much trashy literature in our land to-day. While some of it 
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may contain good, it also contains evil and that sufficient to poison the mind. 
Therefore we need to be cautions about what we read. There are books and 
magazines, also papers, sent into our homes that the sender’s aim is to lead 
you into error. There is enough good to deceive, but the foundation is rotten. 
In many professed Christian homes (and I fear some among Free Methodists) 
ean be found literature sent out by ‘“no-sects,” “gift of tongues,” and some 
take the Burning Bush. These effect the morals of all that read them and 
they soon partake of the same disposition that the paper teaches, that is, sour- 
ness, bitterness, and selfishness. These people say they are not able to take 
our church paper, that it is too high; we can get these at $1.00 and our paper 
is $1.50. Right here we want to say that the Free Methodist paper is cheaper 
than any paper we know of at $1.00. There is more reading, better reading, 
cleaner reading and more wholesome reading, less advertisements, and more 
good, easily digested soul-food; and as preachers we must insist on our people 
taking it. We can not be intelligent Free Methodists without it. So many 
of our people have more interest in other movements, than in their own 
church. Why? For the very reason given above. Take The Free Methodist. 
Read it; and if at the end of the year you feel you have not réceived your full 
value in reading its inspiring pages, we hereby give notice we will refund your 
subscription money. 

Our people ought also to take The Missionary Tidings and keep posted on 
the great work our church is doing in foreign lands; also the Discipline (every 
Free Methodist ought to have one), and read it and live by its teachings; and 
then it would not be long until there would be a radical change on all our 
works. Amen. 

We appreciate the fact that we are now able through the Pentecostal 
Advocate, printed at Peniel, Texas, to put our work before our people all over 
the Texas and Oklahoma conferences. We are finding this a great advantage 
to the work and believe it will put the different churches and organizations 
of the holiness movement in closer touch and in better harmony than ever 
before. While we feel that our church paper should be taken first, we also 
believe that the Advocate will do our work in the South more good as a local 
organ, in putting us properly before all the holiness people of this country. 

We desire to call attention at this time to our singing. We are glad to 
note some improvement in some places, but still we have not attained perfec- 
tion in that line yet. The Free Methodist hymn-book ought to be in every 
Free Methodist pulpit and in every home. Sing around the family altar those 
soul-inspiring hymns: “Rock of Ages,’ “Amazing Grace,” “I Thirst, Thou 
Wounded Lamb of God,’ and many others that lift the soul to higher heights. 
In too many places they sing anything almost; songs that are mere nothing, 
just sentimental. God wake us up along this line! 

We are glad to note our church has now a book of its own for social wor- 
ship, called “Voices of Praise,” compiled by Brothers Olmstead, Warner and 
Rose, and Sisters Hogue and Coleman. A finer selection has never been on 
the market for sale. 

Again we call attention to our book department. Our people ought to 
patronize our own house, thereby helping our own cause. Send to Rev. W. B. 
Rose, 1132-1134 Washington boulevard, Chicago, Illinois, for catalogue and 
price list and he will gladly send it you. 

And now, brethren, another article ‘on publications.” For years we have 
had about the same thing, but we don’t take heed. Let us move out of the 
old ruts we have followed in the past and practise instead of resolving to do 
better. Amen. 


IIL—ON AGGRESSIVE BPVANGHLISM 


Much necessarily ought to be said on the question but time forbids. How- 
ever a few vital points are essential to our best success: 

“4. We feel that with old Mexico at our back door untouched and undis- 

turbed in her heathen blindness and sin, this body manifests distressing apa- 
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thy in its enterprise and missionary zeal, and poor judgment in. strenuously 
raising money for work among the Africans fifteen thousand miles away, 
while utterly ignoring our benighted neighbors. We feel we should make all 
possible haste in sending a missionary to old Mexico. 

2. With twenty-five million people in this southern country practically 
untouched by our work for whom we have plead and whom we have loved, 
we should be more aggressive in our evangelistic efforts. Therefore we would 
favor this conference electing one of its strongest, cleanest, most forceful 
preachers to the office of evangelist, and equipping him with a good gospel tent, 
and sending him.into new fields and keeping him there. We would advise 
the raising of a sum of a few hundred dollars to be placed in the hands of a 
committee to be used in such work, paying a suitable salary to the evangelist, 
while he is to raise all the money possible and turn over to this committee 
to replenish this evangelistic fund from. which he and others are to be sup- 
ported, adding to their number as prosperity permits. 

We further recommend that our pastors as far as possible employ our 
own pastors and evangelists to assist them in their meetings, and by all means 
let it be understood that such meetings are under the auspices of the consti- 
tuted authority of the Free Methodist church. 

We recommend, secondly, that our local preachers and evangelists shall 
always give preference to the.calls of our own people—pastors and district 
elders. 

We recommend, third, that our pastors and district elders confine them- 
selves to their work assigned them by the conference up to the limits of the 
needs of that work. We would discourage promiscuous evangelizing by our 
pastors and district elders. 

We recommend, fourth, that all our ministers—local and itinerant—enter 
every open door of usefulness as they have time and opportunity; but let 
them enter these doors as Free Methodist preachers, holding as a sacred trust 
the integrity of our doctrines and polity. 

We furthermore disapprove most heartily the habit of opening our church 
houses or inviting into our pulpits unknown and unauthorized preachers strag- 
gling through the country. Such generally sow discord or heresy among them 
and thus much harm comes. None but bad men will refuse’ to respect church 
authority, and they should be forced to do so.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The Executive Committee met for its regular annual meeting at the new 
publishing house, 1132 Washington boulevard, Chicago, Illinois, Tuesday, Oc- 
tober 12, 1909, at two o'clock p. m. 

Bishop Burton R. Jones, the president, called the committee to order. 
He presided at each of the six sittings of the committee. 

All the members of the committee were present, except Bishop Wilson T. 
Hogue, who was necessarily detained on account of sickness. 

The following members were elected as directors of the Free Methodist 
Publishing House: Burton R. Jones, William Pearce, Mendal B. Miller, 
Thomas Sully, Albert Yates, Walter A. Sellew, and Wilson T. Hogue. 

Permission was granted to sell church or parsonage property, or both, 
at the following named places: Coal Town, Pennsylvania; Canon City, Colo- 
tado (conditionally) ; Apollo, Pennsylvania; Ballard, Washington (condition- 
ally) ; Caldwell and Doster circuit, Kansas conference (conditionally) ; Fort 
Wayne, Indiana (conditionally) ; Hordville, Nebraska (conditionally) ; Arling- 
ton, Washington (conditionally) ; Gloversville, New York (conditionally) ; Ran- 
toul, Illinois (conditionally). 

The secretary of the board of directors gave a report of the work of that 
body since the last annual meeting. 

William Pearce and B. D. Fay were elected assistant auditors. 

The following action was taken regarding women evangelists who are en- 
titled to seats in an annual conference: “It is the sense of this committee 
that only such women evangelists as are in pastoral charge of a circuit are 
entitled to a seat in an annual eonference.” 

The resignation of Rey. J. H. Flower as general conference evangelist for 
the South was accepted. Rev. Frank H. Ashcraft was elected to fill the va- 
eancy. The committee voted a recommendation to the general missionary 
board that they take suitable action providing that two of the general con- 
ference evangelists labor in the South during that part of the year favorable 
to revival work there rather than that one evangelist give his entire time 
to that field. 

The appeal case from the Illinois conference was considered, and the de- 
cision of the lower court was sustained. 

A vote of thanks was tendered the building committee for the efficient 
manner in which they performed their duties. 

The two rooms on the southeast corner of the second floor were allottel 
to the use of the missionary secretary, and the room on the west side on the 
second floor opposite the vault was allotted to the general treasurer. 

Rey. S. K. J. Chesbro tendered his resignation as treasurer of the church 
funds on account of failing health. The resignation was accepted, and 
Thomas Sully was unanimously elected to fill the vacancy. His salary was 
fixed at $800 a year. 

Rey. J. T. Logan presented his annual report as editor of /he Free Meth- 
odist. It was adopted. 

Rey. David S. Warner, editor of the Sunday-school periodicals, presented 
his annual report. It was duly adopted. : 
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Rey. William B. Olmstead, general Sunday-school secretary and evan- 
gelist, presented his annual report. - The same was duly adopted. 

Rey. William B. Rose, publisher, presented his annual report. It was 
duly received; and the financial part of the report, as also that part recom- 
mending the discontinuance of free tracts, was adopted. 

A committee consisting of Walter A. Sellew, Mendal B. Miller and Thomas 
Sully was elected to consider the advisability of changing the incorporation 
of the general conference under the laws of the state of New York and re- 
incorporating under the laws of the state of Illinois. This committee is to 
make their report at the next annual meeting of this executive committee 
with a view of having the matter referred to the next general conference. 

The auditor, Walter A. Sellew, gave his report as follows as to the books 
and accounts of the publishing house: 


“This is to certify that I have this day audited the books of the Free 
Methodist Publishing House and find them all correct and well kept, and that 
all payments have proper vouchers for the same. I have verified the bank 
account with the bank book and find that they agree. I find proper securities 
to agree with the account representing the same. 

“Water A. SELLEW, Auditor.” 

This report was on motion adopted. 

Thomas Sully, in behalf of the treasurer, presented the report of the 
Bishops’ Salaries Fund. It was on motion adopted. 

It was duly ordered that an amount equal to eighteen cents a member 
be apportioned for Bishops’ Salaries the coming year. 

The secretary, Mendal B. Miller, was duly elected a committee to receive 
applications for entertaining the next session of the general conference. 

Bishop Wilson T. Hogue tendered his resignation as editor of The Har- 
nest Christian on account of the impaired condition of his health. The resig- 
nation was on motion accepted. A committee consisting of E. P. Hart, B. R. 
Jones, W. A. Sellew and William Pearce was appointed to convey the sym- 
pathy of this executive committee to Bishop Hogue in his affliction. 

The report of the treasurer of the board of directors' of the new pub- 
lishing house was presented; the auditor’s report was received and adopted; 
and the treasurer’s report was adopted: It showed total receipts to date of 
$57,400.52, and cash on hand amounting to $1,730.69. An excess of liabil- 
ities over assets showed an amount of $11,242.86. < 

Alexander Beers presented his resignation as general educational sec- 
retary. It was duly accepted. 

A special committee consisting of William Pearce, A. Beers and F. H. 
Asheraft was elected, to whom was referred the matter of The Harnest Chris- 
tian. They reported as follows: “The committee recommend that the pub- 
lication of The Harnest Christian be discontinued at the end of the current 
year.” At a later sitting their report was adopted, and the publishing agent | 
was authorized to make a satisfactory settlement with the subscribers when 
The Earnest Christian is discontinued. . 

The price of the General Conference Daily was fixed at fifty cents and 
the publishing agent was given full power to make arrangements for its pub- 
lication.

There were twelve members present. 

The treasurer made his report and, on motion, it was adopted. (See re- 
port).

PROCEEDINGS 


The general missionary board met pursuant to a notice published in The 
Free Methodist, at the Free Methodist Publishing House, 1132 Washington 
boulevard, Chicago, Illinois, Wednesday, October 18, 1909, at two o’clock p. m. 

The president, Bishop Walter A. Sellew, called the general missionary 
board to order, and presided. 

The hymn entitled “Salvation, O the Joyful Sound,’ was announced and 
sung. Prayer was offered by Mrs. Adelaide Beers, Bishop Walter A. Sellew, 

'B. Winget, and W. B. Bertels. 

The Scripture lesson, by request of the president, was read by the mis- 
Sionary secretary, and consisted of the latter part of the tenth chapter of 
Romans. 

The hymn entitled, “The Morning Light Is Breaking,’ was then an- 
nounced and sung. 

Secretary B. Winget called the roll, and the following members answered 
to their names:

It was moved that Bishop Edward P. Hart be, and is hereby considered 
an honorary member of this board. The motion carried. 

Seventeen sittings were held, and one sitting of the board of directors. 

The annual report of the missionary secretary was read, as follows: 
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MISSIONARY SECRETARY’S ANNUAL REPORT 


To THE PRESIDENT AND MmMBERS OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY BOARD: 

As I call to mind that a year ago at the time of our annual meeting I 
seemed to be near the border of the grave my heart is full of gratitude to 
God for His blessing which has restored me, so fully, to health. Surely His 
mercy has been. great unto me. 

Because of my sickness and slow recovery, my work accumulated, and 
when I was able to take charge of it, I found much extra work to be done. 
The financial condition of the country has effected our receipts for foreign 
missions, and there has been such a falling off that it has occasioned much 
extra labor and care in seeking to have the needs of our treasury supplied. 
I have feared that such an experience as we have had the past year would 
overtake our treasury. It is difficult to foresee such conditions and to wholly 
ayoid them. With a lack of funds in our treasury, and the missionaries’ 
needs not being supplied, the only way that I saw to have this done was to 
make personal appeals to our people for more liberal donations, and also for 
loans at a low rate of interest. This was done before our directors had their 
meeting in May; and at that time the condition of the treasury was consid- 
ered, and the plan, which the secretary had already followed, was considered 
by the directors and his course approved, and he and the treasurer were au- 
thorized to follow this plan, as fully as in their judgment was thought best, 
in order to secure the necessary funds. Before, and since the meeting of the 
directors, special appeals have been made in the church paper, which have 
resulted in securing additional loans and donations. ‘The president of the 
board has rendered valuable assistance in securing financial help. We are in 
hopes that with the new administration in working order and the tariff ques- 
tion settled, business will revive and the offerings of our people for mission- 
ary work will be largely increased the coming year. 

It has been a source of regret to myself, and to others, that it became nec- 
essary to make an appeal to our people for the loan of so much money; how- 
ever, it seemed to be the only course to pursue in order to meet the imperative 
needs of our missionaries and the work, and save our board from reproach 
and the church from dishonor at home and abroad. Notwithstanding the ef- 
forts put forth, and the money loaned, the appropriations have not been paid 
on time, and it has been necessary for missionaries on the foreign field and 
some in the homeland, to borrow money for a time to meet their needs. I call 
your attention to the fact that we have been borrowing money from the pub- 
lishing house in the years gone by; but our publishing house has been built 
the past year, therefore the funds which have been borrowed by the mission- 
ary treasury to help it out in times of emergency, were not available, hence an 
inereasing stringency was felt. This, together with the greater financial de- 
pression throughout the country, are some reasons why it has been necessary 
to borrow so much money. It is quite common with different boards, to pro- 
vide an “Hmergency” or “Working Fund,” because with them, as with our 
board, there are certain times of the year when their receipts are much less 
comparatively than at other times, and such a fund is necessary to provide 
for the needs of the work until larger receipts are received. 

The secretary of a board told me, a few years ago, that they provided such 
a “working fund’ as I have referred to, by bringing the needs of their treas- 
ury before their people, and inviting them to give the board means toward this 
fund in gifts on which annuities were to be received during the lifetime of 
the donors, and also loans without interest, or, with a low rate of interest, but 
not to exceed five per cent. He also said that pains were taken to inform 
their people that it would be desirable if some of those who loaned money to 
the board, later, should be able to make their loans a gift. The experience of 
the past year, in relation to our missionary treasury, emphasizes the import- 
ance of making more definite and sufficient provision for such another time 
of need. It seems that the board, at its last annual meeting, did not think 
that the prospect was more unfavorable for as large receipts as had been given

in 1907 and 1908, but, probably thought the receipts for this year would be 
larger. This appears to be so from the fact that they made little larger ap- 
propriations last year than the year before, according to the receipts for each 
year. It is a difficult matter to anticipate contingencies which may arise, 
either on the foreign field, or in the homeland, which relate to our foreign 
missionary work. It is expected that the board will be able to be so wisely 
conservative as to not be involved in any serious financial embarrassment. It 
is the opinion of your secretary that the board should be slow about becoming 
responsible for the outgoing expenses and salaries of new missionaries, but 
rather, should increase, as is needed, its allowance for the special needs of 
those who are already on the field, and provide properly for the strengthening 
and upbuilding of the work. There is danger of lengthening the cords without 
strengthening the stakes and this will cause weakness, if not a measure of 
failure. 

I do not think there would have been the financial lack in our treasury 
which has been so badly felt the past year, had our people more generally 
looked on the fields and had had an increasing spirit of prayer for the coming 
triumph of the kingdom of God in all the earth. It is to be hoped that upon 
all our people, as well as the universal church, there will be poured out, in a 
larger measure, the spirit of grace and supplications for the enlargement and 
triumph of the kingdom of our glorious Redeemer. I judge that not more than 
one-half, or two-thirds, of the members of the Free Methodist church, are giv- 
ing regularly for foreign missions. Evidently if the other one-half, or one- 
third of our people, should become as much interested as those who are now 
giving regularly for the work, the increase in the receipts of our missionary 
treasury would be so enlarged that not only we could meet present accepted 
obligations, but also have our work enlarged. In order that we, as a people, 
do our part in fulfilling the Great Commission, and make the most of the in- 
viting opportunities before us, there needs to ‘be brought before our people, 
and especially those among us who have the most means, their privileges to 
make larger gifts, and the importance of their doing this. More generally our 
people need to accept their exalted privileges, as well as their superlative obli- 
gations to share in this crowning work of our glorious Redeemer and coming 
King. An example of this principle is given by a father, who is a member of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, and whose daughter attended our college at 
Greenville the past year, and by so doing became acquainted with our people 
and was so interested in them that she felt her place was in the Free Meth- 
odist church. She joined it and returned to her home in Iowa and told her 
father what she had done. He had been supporting one or two missionaries in 
China for some time and desired to haye her go out and be associated with 
them in missionary work; but she expressed her persuasion, as she believed 
from the Lord, that she should go out under our board. At first he hesitated 
about giving his consent, and made some inquiries concerning the standing of 
our board. I replied to these, and later the daughter wrote me that he was 
willing she should go out under our board, and not only so, but he would pay 
her outgoing expenses and her salary for a year or two. Probably he will do 
so for years, unless some extraordinary cause should hinder him. Doubtless 

there are persons, who are members of our church, who, if possessed with the 
' same missionary spirit that this brother in the Methodist Episcopal church has, 
would not only be willing to pay the cost of an outgoing missionary, and their 
allowance while on the field, but would also be willing to have their own son 
or daughter be the one whom their money shall support. 

The different boards, especially in recent years, have been enlarging their 
work by emphasizing the privileges and responsibilities of individuals and of 
the local churches. There is also a greater interest taken by an individual or 
a church, when they know that their gifts are supporting a certain person on 
the field. Another way in which the needs of the work may be increasingly 
Supplied and the work enlarged, is by some persons accepting the responsibil- 
ity of giving toward the support of a missionary and securing the balance 
needed for this purpose by subscriptions. The signs of the times are porten- 
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tious, evidencing that the Spirit of God is moving upon the nominal church and 
causing her to look, very intently, upon the foreign field and to pray more 
earnestly for the sending forth of laborers. 

It seems that we are living in a very auspicious time and God is marshall- 
ing His professed people to the great work of fulfilling our Lord’s ‘Com- 
sion,” to give the gospel message to all the world and gather out His elect from 
all nations, for His coming and kingdom. It is to be hoped that we, as a holi- 
ness church, will not fail of seeing our exalted privileges at this time, and be 
found wanting in coming up to the help of the Lord against the mighty. May. 
His Spirit so illuminate us, as members of the board, and the church whom we 
represent, that together we shall move forward and fulfil our Savior’s purpose 
concerning us, and thereby bring glory unto our God and help to have Him see 
of the travail of His soul and be satisfied. 

We have quite a number of applicants, who are saying to the board, “Here 
am J, send me.” I think it has been stated that the Church Missionary Soci- 
ety of the Hstablished Church of England sends out all worthy candidates who 
apply to it, even though they have to borrow means for this purpose. It seems 
that there should be a correspondence between the means provided and the ap- 
plicants to be sent out. There is no doubt but what there is much work to be 
done in our own land, and a field of labor can be found anywhere, but, as a 
rule, the people in our own land are heathen because they will be. Upon them 
the light of the glorious gospel has shown and is shining, whilst in far away 
lands multitudes have never had it intelligently and fully presented to them. 
It is said that Andrew Fuller preached three successive Sabbaths to his con- 
gregation on the importance of giving the gospel to all the world, and at the 
close of the third sermon his people had become so deeply impressed with the 
purpose and power of the gospel, which is adapted to all the world, and should 
be preached to all the world, that their faith said, Then we must claim more 
fruit here at home. Resultant from this was a glorious revival. AS God’s per- 
fect and loving purpose, as well as provisions, embrace giving the gospel to 


all the world, therefore, when individuals and churches honor Him by a be- . 


lieving, practical acceptance of these great truths, God must, and will honor 
them. In our own church it has been manifested that those who thus honor 
the Lord by the exercise of a large and practical faith to do their part in giy- 
ing the gospel to all the world, God honors them and blesses their labors ‘in 
the homeland. The word is, “Them that honor Me, I will honor.” 

We have special reasons for gratitude and thanksgiving to God for the 
encouragement which has come to us from the reports from the different fields 
during the past year and also because that, although some of our missionaries 
have been afflicted in body and their health impaired, nevertheless, none of 
them have died. Doubtless we should exercise more wisdom in regard to the 
time missionaries are required to remain on the field before returning home. 
As far as possible it is important that missionaries be permitted to return ere 
their health is so. impaired that they will not be able to go back. Also, care 
should be exercised to not encourage them to return unless the condition of 
their health requires it. We have need of. continual prayer and the exercise 
of wise judgment in the selection of candidates for the foreign work. 


AFRICA 


It is gratifying to know that there has been such a spirit of unity among 
the missionaries in Africa during the past year, as this is so very important 
in order to have the greatest success. One of the greatest hindrances to the 
work on the foreign field, as well as the home field is a lack of the realization 
of the prayer of our Savior, that they may be one, as He and His Father are 
one. Surely it is necessary that God’s people everywhere, and emphatically 
the missionaries on the foreign field, ‘““endeayor to keep the unity of the Snirit 
in the bond of peace.” 

Our Girl’s School at Fair View, in charge of Sister Allen, has never had 
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such a large attendance as during the past year. Sister Reed and Sister Allen, 
who are in charge of the school, had prayed, and I suppose others joined them 
in prayer that more scholars might come in, and their prayers have been sur- 
prisingly answered. So many girls came that it was necessary to have them 
sleep on the veranda of the school building in a tent. They are now praying 
for, and calling to the board to provide means for a larger building to accom- 
modate the increased attendance at the school. 

The school building at Edwaleni has been delayed because of the sick- 
ness among the cattle which prevented their being used, and also because of - 
a lack in our treasury, which has prevented funds being sent as they ex- 
pected. 

The work on the other stations in Natal, at Greenville and Itemba, is 
encouraging. A. EH. Haley and wife have passed through very testing experi- 
ences because of her sickness. This has hindered them in their missionary 
work. I am glad to report that she is much better, and the prospect is that 
they will soon be able to give their time and attention to the work as in the 
past. 

Brother Anderson, who is located at Greenville, has put forth special ef- 
forts to evangelize the natives. Brother Woods reports a greater amount of 
products raised on the farm the past year than ever before. If the prices which 
he receives for these products were not so very small, the returns would be 
very encouraging and helpful to our mission work. It is to be hoped that there 
will be a change for the better in this respect. : 

_ We have reason for special thankfulness and gratitude to God for His 
blessing on our work in Natal during the past year. At Germiston the work 
has been carried on similar to what it has been in years past. Brother Krage- 
rud’s health bas become so impaired that it was thought necessary for him to 
~ have a furlough, but because of shortage of funds, this request was waived.. 

Notwithstanding the recent Portuguese laws, which it was feared would greatly 
conflict with the success of our work at Inhambane, our missionaries have 
been permitted to go forward about as in the past, excepting that they have 
applied themselves more diligently to the study of the Portuguese language 
in order to prepare for probable, future contingencies. Brother Miller and 
wife, with their two children, are now at Inhambane, but Brother Smith has 
had a very severe attack of blackwater fever. His wife also had fever, and 
it was necessary for them to return to Natal. We now have in the homeland 
an unusual number of returned missionaries from Africa, but circumstances 
and the condition of the health of most of those who return are reasons for 
their being here. There is a tendency on the part of some of our people at 
home to look upon the return of so many missionaries to the homeland as a 
discouraging feature of the work; however, in doing this work for. and in the 
name of the Master, the church must need accept conditions as they are and 
her faith should not be hindered because of these, but rather it should be supe- 
rior to them and expect that He, who is able to do exceedingly, abundantly, 
above all that we ask or think, will give success and victory, notwithstanding 
special difficulties and seeming discouragements. : 

It is very important that sufficient funds be sent to Africa, as soon as 
possible, for completing the school building at Edwaleni, and it is to be hoped 
that the funds in our treasury will enable the board to provide for a new 
school building at Fair View for the Girls’ school. Special prayer is needed 
that God will overrule so that the Portuguese law will not materially hinder 
the work which has been so auspiciously begun and carried on at Inhambane. 
Dr. Backenstoe still remains in Africa. 


INDIA 


- JT am pleased to inform you that good reports have been received from our 
missionaries on this field. The work among the children has gone on satisfac- 
torily and a number of them have been saved. Two couples from our grown- 
up orphans were married some time ago and one of these couples is rendering 
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valuable assistance to Brother and Sister Ward in the work at Darwah. We 
certainly have special reasons for encouragement because of the work done 
by our missionaries for our orphans in India and the progress they have 
made on .different lines. 

The spirit of unity and love among our missionaries on this field is very 
gratifying. The statistical report shows that there are forty members and 
seventeen probationers. Highteen acres of land has been secured for a new 
station at Umbri and some preparatory work in the way of out-buildings, 
ete., has been done toward having the station fully equipped for work. I 
think this new station is well located, being situated between Yeotmal and 
Wun on the main road and near another village just off of the main road, 
It is five miles from Pandhakawada, the place where they first applied for a 
building site, which is a large village. The station is also contiguous 
to many other villages. This makes four principal stations in our district, 
one in each taluk. The government has given a grant of land, both at Dar- 

wah and Yeotmal for sites for school and church buildings. 

I am glad that the missionaries recently sent out to India have had bet- 
ter privileges for the diligent study of the language and have made encour- 
aging progress. Miss Allee’s health has been poor and because of this she has 
been hindered in her studies. Sister Ward has had a very serious illness 
during the past year, and because of her feeble condition of health, it is 
thought she should have the privilege of a furlough to the homeland. the com- 
ing year, and, probably it will be best for him to accompany her, if means 
will admit. 

In accordance with the action taken by the board at its annual meeting 
in 1907, and with its action of last year, Herbert M. Damon and wife, and 
Miss Louise D. Calkins are to. embark for India on the steamer “Berlin’7 
which is listed to leave New York November 6th. At their annual meeting 
request was made that the board supply the work with five additional mis- 
sionaries. The opening of a new station necessitates the sending forth of ad- 
ditional workers. It is to be hoped that in the near future Brother and Sis- 
ter Clarke, and Sister Southworth will be able to return to India. Consider. 
able gospel seed has been sown on that field, with not as large returns as on 
other fields, but we can confidently expect that the labors of our missionaries 
will not be in vain, even there, “but in due season they will reap if they faint 
not.” 

JAPAN 


I think it is remarkable the reports which continue to come to your 
secretary of the conversion of souls and the sanctification of believers, to- 
gether with the general growing interest of our work in Japan. I was re- 
cently told by Brother Matthewson that our congregations at Nippon Bashi 
are larger than the combined congregations at two other mission churches. 
Our congregations are not so large at this place, where they hold services 
every night, that they cannot be accommodated, and for this reason the re- 
quest has come to your secretary for an appropriation toward purchasing 
another lot, adjoining the one we already have at Nippon Bashi, as we will 
not be permitted to build nearer to the line on this lot than one and one-half 
feet. As soon as possible, after the adjoining lot is secured, they desire to 
have means provided for a church large enough to accommodate their congre-: 
gation. It is uncertain when it will be necessary to move the building on our 
lot at Nippon Bashi. This will not be done until the street is enlarged in 
connection with putting in an electric line. We cannot build on the front part 
of the lot until this is done. 

The spirit of love and harmony among the missionaries and native 
workers is much appreciated. The new missionaries seem to be making 
good progress in the study of the language. Request has been made by- the 
secretary in Japan that they change their banking business because of a lack 
of courtesy toward them on the part of the bank where they have been de- 
positing money, and that they be permitted to do business with another bank. 
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I consented to this, providing there was as good evidence of the stability and 
financial standing of the bank to which they transferred their funds as the 
one which they have been patronizing. 

Because of the cost of living in a large city like Osaka, therefore, the 
missionaries have requested that some additional allowances be given for the 
missionaries and their children. Judging from the information received, 
there has been quite an increase in the cost of living in Japan in connection 
with and since the close of the war, and I judge this is especially so in the 
large cities; therefore, it seems reasonable that the board should make a pro- 
portionate additional allowance to meet the greater needs of the workers and 
their families. It costs so much to provide the .expense of outgoing miSsion- 
aries that it seems to be a wise economy for the board to expend some addi- 
tional funds in order to preserve the health of its workers and meet their 
needs rather than have their health fail sooner than it otherwise would, and 
it becomes necessary for them to return home prematurely. A year or so ago 
we sent several good tents to Japan to be used in camping out on the moun- 
tains or hills during the hottest part of the weather. These are much appre- 
ciated. Doubtless the missionaries should be encouraged to camp out for the 
improvement of their health. 





CHINA 


God has given help to our workers in China. The most of the workers 
are making satisfactory progress in the study of the language. I think there 
is an increasing interest in our work on the part of the Chinese, and we can 
confidently expect that the seed sowing which God has enabled them to do 
will be watered from on high and bring forth fruit. There have been some 
changes in connection with the work at Yungte Hsien, which is in charge of 
Brother Scofield. Some who have been saved have been taken to their reward, 
and I think some have moved away. Brother and Sister Scofield have writ- 
ten encouraging letters stating that the Lord has given them new strength 
and they seem quite well satisfied that they are still in China. I suppose the 
board know that they started to come home on furlough and got as far as 
Shanghai and returned. This seems to be an object lesson, teaching us that 
we should not be too hasty in consenting to the furloughs of our missionaries. 

A new station has been opened at Chi Hsien, a city of the third rank, 
thirty miles east of Kai Feng Fu, and Brother Frank R. Millican is in charge 
of the same. The China Inland Mission has been working this place as an 
out-station for a number of years and have over half a dozen members and 
several inquirers there. They were short of workers and are unable to carry 
on all of the work they have opened, and so have kindly turned over the Chi 
Hsien district to our mission. It is one of the richest and most thickly set- 
tled regions in this province and a very promising field, as there are no 
other missions within a radius of thirty miles on either side. Kai Feng Fu 
is the nearest railroad point to it and it can be reached from there in a day 
by Chinese cart. There is talk of a railroad to be built in that direction in 
the near future. The China Inland Mission had a small chapel there, but 
they have turned it over to us, but as yet we have been unable to secure a 
suitable compound for a home, but probably will do so before fall. 

According to information given, it seems that our orphanage work may be 
enlarged at Tsing Kiang Pu. The generous gifts which have come to our board 
from the Christian Herald are especially encouraging. An appropriation is 
asked for $2,000 for a building for the missionaries to occupy.. The number 
of orphans now being cared for by our missionaries at Tsing Kiang Pu is 
forty-one, fourteen girls and twenty-seven boys. I should think another man 
and his wife ought to be there to assist Brother Fletcher. 

The board, at its last annual meeting, made an additional appropriation 
of $600 for Brother Honn to open up work among the Cantonese. Because 
of the lack of funds in our treasury, your secretary thought best, judging 
that you would approve of his course in the matter, to direct our superin- 
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tendent in China, and Brother Honn, to not proceed to open up work among 
the Cantonese, but delay until this meeting and further action was taken 
by the board. For several reasons, I judge it is not best for the board to 
commence work among the Cantonese at Shanghai at this time; first, because 
of the additional expense it will involve at first, and the enlarged expense as 
the work progresses. The work may be commenced by Brother and _ Sister 
Honn, but very soon the board will need to make provision for and send out 
-additional workers to take the place of Brother and Sister Honn, because 
circumstances may necessitate their home coming. There will be considerable 
cost at first in providing a place for Brother and Sister Honn to live, and 
for the work connected with the mission, and this expense will necessarily 
increase. With the responsibilities we have in the province of Honan, in 
the large cities which we have already entered and the work which we have 
accepted at Tsing Kiang Pu, it does not seem wise and justifiable for our 
board to open work among the Cantonese. 

At our last annual meeting Misses Mattie Peterson and Mary Ogren were 
accepted and appointed to China. Friends of Miss Peterson at Seattle have 
pledged money for her support when on the field, and money has been pledged 
for Miss Ogren’s outgoing expenses and outfit so that we expect they will 
leave Seattle for China November 9th. Miss Ruth Mylander, of Iowa, whom 
I referred to in the former part of this report, but not by name, feels called 
to go to China and will consent to go to Japan, and her father has pledged 
to pay her outgoing expenses and support her for an indefinite length of time 
on the field. She has very good recommendations and is a worthy candidate. 
Should you accept her, she will expect to go out with Misses Peterson and 
Ogren, either to China or Japan. Doubtless the favorable circumstances 
which are connected with her application will lead you to accept and appoint 
her to the foreign field, either China or Japan. 

In the former part of this report I referred to Dr. Backenstoe being ap- 
pointed to China. There have been some new developments since the last 
annual meeting in relation to provisions for Dr. Backenstoe to take an addi- 
tional medical course in England. His proposition is that he remain in Af- 


rica instead of going to China. The majority of the-workers in Africa are ~ 


very desirous that he should take the course in England and return to la: 
bor in Africa. We have received a letter signed by Messrs. Pugh and Larkin 
in which they make a strong appeal for him to be left in Africa because of 
the importance of his services to our missionaries, to the colonists, and to 
the natives. I think there are others who are in agreement with them in 
regard to Dr. Backenstoe’s remaining in Africa. 

Probably you will recollect that Brother A. L. Grinnell has been in attend- 
ance at the Hahnemann Medical College on the Pacific Coast for a year, and 
will take a four years’ course. The women of the Southern California con- 
ference have loaned him money toward meeting his expenses, with the ex- 
pectation on their and his part that when he has completed his course he 
will be accepted by our board and appointed to China as a medical mission- 


ary. I do not think it wise for our board to send out two medical mission- 


aries to China at present, or in the near future; therefore, it seems best that 
the board change its action in relation to Dr. Backenstoe and leave him in 
Africa, excepting as he may take a medical course in Hngland, and as soon 
as Brother A. L. Grinnell is prepared, accept and appoint him as a medical 
missionary to China. 

SANTO DOMINGO 


The Lord has given encouragement to our workers in the Dominican Re- 
public. One prominent man at San Francisco de Macoris has given evidence 
of being converted, and our missionaries are hopeful that he will make an 
evangelist. A special donation has been made toward the support of a na- 
tive worker. The new missionaries, I judge, have been making satisfactory 
progress in the acquirement of the language, and it is stated that Miss Nel- 
lie Whiffen’ and Brother Nichols are able to preach in the Spanish. 
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Your secretary explained to the directors in the meeting held in Jan- 
uary his reasons for not having the missionaries go to the south side of the 
island, as he expected, and the missionaries approved of the change con- 
sented to by him in regard to this matter. Briefly, the reasons are, first, that 
he received further information after his report made to the board a year 
ago last fall, which evidences that there are more workers on the south side 
in proportion to the population, than on the north side; secondly, the country. 
on the north side is richer in products than the south side; thirdly, Sister 
Clark, who has been there for many years, changed ther mind in regard to 
the location of the new missionaries and concluded that it was best for them 
to locate on the north side instead of the South side of the island. Several 
of the new missionaries, especially Brother Winans, who took a tour of. in- 
vestigation to the south side with Brother Mills, thought it was best to have 
our missionaries on the north side instead of the south side of the island. As 
far as I know, our missionaries are satisfied with this locaton, and I trust it 
- will prove to be wise. Both of the stations which are oceupied by our mis- 
sionaries are at the termination of two branches of the main road to Samana 
Bay and are in a very rich, productive portion of the island. 

I haye had a number of letters from the missionaries in regard to pur- 
chasing ‘a site for a church at San Francisco de Macoris and for a house for 
the missionaries, one or both. A very interested friend of the mission is 
yeady to give $250 toward securing church property at San Francisco de 
Macoris. Perhaps this will be the principal station of our work and it is 
desirable to have a church building there and a place for the missionaries to 
live. Should the Lord open the hearts of His people to build a church for 
Him at this place it will be the first Protestant church in the interior on the 
north part of the island. B. WINGET.

The report of the missionary treasurer for the year ending October 1, 
1909, was read by Thomas Sully, as follows: (See report.)

General Conference Evangelist C. W. Stamp submitted his report which 
was on motion, received : 


To THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY BOARD OF THH 
FREE METHODIST CHURCH OF NORTH AMERICA: 

Through the mercy and grace of our heavenly Father, we are able to re- 
port another year of prosperity. Our efforts to promote revivals and to bring 
men to God have been given a measure of success. While all the meetings 
have, to some degree, been owned of the Lord, and were seasons of refresh- 
ing, some of the revivals were accompanied with remarkable manifestations 
of divine power, and many were saved. 

It was our desire and intention to divide the time and. give to each part 
of the territory specified, a portion of the year. However, the revivals con- 
tinued longer in some places than we had expected, and we are behind time 
in fulfilling your request; though we have arranged to spend the winter on 
the Pacific Coast, and by the time this report reaches you, we will be engaged 
in revival services in Portland, Oregon. 

We have labored in New England, according to your directions, and have 
kept other evangelists on the field most of the year. Rev. W. Mayfield has 
given nearly the entire summer there at our request, and the value of his 
labors throughout the district, both on the organized work and in new places, 
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cannot be estimated. Rev. C. M. Hartson has done faithful and efficient work 
for us, holding evangelistic services continuously through the year. 

We were not privileged to be at the Susquehanna conference this year, 
and I have just learned that the district elder, Rev. E. H. Wyeth, was also 
prevented from going. The appointments for the New Wngland field, there- 
fore, were made by the stationing committee, with but little instruction from 
the field. We trust and pray that the results will be blessed, and the work 
will ‘be greatly strengthened. 

We shall engage Rev. Carl Steucke as one of our assistant evangelists 
for that work, and shall have others labor there as the necessary funds can 
be raised, provided your honorable body should consider it proper to place 
the field under our supervision another year. 

Through the earnest solicitation of the ministers of the Western Canada 
conference, we labored four months on that territory. The kindness of our 
brethren there, and the special help in some of the revivals, will never be 
forgotten. 

In all, we held revivals and special services in the following named 
places: Springfield, Massachusetts; Clinton, Massachusetts; Worcester, Mas- 
sachusetts ; Hampton, Connecticut; Hartford, Connecticut, and some time was 
spent in Vermont. Aside from New England, we held meetings at Penn Yan, 
New York; Clarkson, New York; Albion, New York; Parma Center, New 
York; Port Rowan, Ontario; Burlington, Iowa; Estevan, Saskatchewan; 
Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan; Westview, Saskatchewan; Edmonton, Alberta; 
Bruce, Alberta; Faulkton, South Dakota; Burtrum, Minnesota; Motley, Min- 
nesota, and Second Church, Chicago. We also attended the commencement ex~ 
ercises at Wessington Springs, South Dakota, and preached the annual sermon. 

We have our three tabernacles on the field, and have assisted in the sup- 
port of Rey. T. Kawabe and family, in Japan. i C. W. STAMP. 


Mrs. Blanche HE. Stamp, general missionary, submitted the following re- 
port, which was duly received: 


To THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY BOARD. DEAR 
2 BRETHREN AND SISTERS: 

It has pleased my heavenly Father to grant strength and a degree of 
power that I might be able to continue in the missionary work another year, 
for which I feel very grateful. Through all the toil and the many meetings, 
I have felt the support of divine love and .care. 

Much of my time has been given to the home fields, though I have 
preached many sermons and held a large number of meetings in the interest 
of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. We have raised considerable 
money for the foreign work, received numbers into the local societies, and 
taken a goodly number of subscriptions for The Missionary Tidings, besides 
organizing a number of new societies. 

One feature of the work is the distribution of tracts during the revivals: 
Taking our position at the door, as the people go out, we hand the unsaved a 
tract that frequently brings its reward in the awakening of the soul, as well 
as in comfort to our own hearts. 35 : 

All my time is given to the work of a missionary, and encouragement 
comes from the fact that God is able to use weak instrumentality to bring 
the lost to Himself. 

I have labored in all except two of the revivals and camp-meetings con- 
ducted by my husband, and have traveled through New England, the mid- 
dle West, and in the Western’ Canada conference, covering a distance of sev- 
eral thousand miles. A part of this year is to be given to the Coast confer- 
ences, and we pray that the Spirit may be poured out upon us in a special 
manner, and that it may be the most successful season of our lives. Re- 
spectfully submitted, .

Rey. S. K. Wheatlake, general conference evangelist, submitted ‘his report, 
as follows. It was duly received: 
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To THE MISSIONARY BosRD or THE FREE METHODIST CHURCH. Mr. PRESIDENT 
AND MEMBERS OF THE BOARD: 

It is with profound gratitude to the Lord, for His mercy toward and care 
over me during the past year, that I submit to you my annual report. The 
past year has been one of hard work, but nevertheless much enjoyed, because 
of the goodly degree of God’s blessing on my own soul, and also on many 
others with whom I have associated. I have found a fair degree of spirit- 
uality among our people throughout the territory in which I have been labor- 
ing, with but few exceptions. I have been very kindly received and cared for 
by the people, and the district elders and pastors have heartily codperated 
with me in my work. 

After holding a short meeting at Alvin, Illinois, at which a few were 
‘Saved and purified, and united with the church, in compliance with your re- 
quest I began labors within the bounds of the Minnesota and Northern Iowa, 
and the North Minnesota conferences. I labored among them over three 
months, and: found them much in need of help. I held meetings at the fol- 
lowing places in Minnesota: Osakis, Burtrum, and Glenville; and at Mason 
City and Plymouth, Iowa. I found some of these societies in a very much 
discouraged condition. One of them, which had no pastor, was about ready to 
disband. God was pleased to especially pour out His Spirit at each place, 
and permitted us to see many souls saved, reclaimed, and wholly sanctified. 
The great need of this field seems to be found in the fact that they do not 
have enough pastors to supply the work. 

I then went Hast and held meetings at Titusville, Franklin, and Taren- 
tum, Pennsylvania. At Titusville, we had a hard battle with the powers of 
darkness for over three weeks and, notwithstanding we have some most ex- 
cellent saints who seemed to have the work of God at heart, and our church 
located in a favorable place, but few of the outside people attended, and 
but little apparent good was accomplished, saving that few were reclaimed 
and purified and some were renewed in faith and courage. At Franklin and 
Tarentum we held two splendid meetings. God came in power and many 
were clearly saved and sanctified, and a number who had been looking to- 
ward us for a church home for some time, were induced to live up with the 
truth and unite with us. 

I spent the month of June in the Hast Ontario conference in camp-meet- 
ing and tent-meeting work, and witnessed some gracious outpourings of the 
Holy Spirit. 

I then proceeded to Bad Axe, Michigan, and held a tent-meeting. We 
have but a small society and no place of worship at that place. The tent be- 
ing favorably located, we soon had a fine attendance, and God gave us Sey- 
eral souls, saved and purified. Several joined the society, and among them 
was one of the leading business men of the city, which was a great inspiration 
to the society. : 

I assisted in camp-meetings at the following places: Sharon and Pleas- 
antville, Pennsylvania, and Toddville, Iowa. These camp-meetings were sea- 
sons of refreshings from the presence of the Lord. 

Brother Flower having resigned his work in the South, and being strong- 
ly urged by the district elder, and under the recommendation of two of our 
pishops, I went to Gallatin, Tennessee, and dedicated a church and spent i 
week with them in meetings, which proved a great blessing to our work at 
that place. 

* I then went into Kentucky and spent the month of September in tent- 
meetings. At Petroleum, we found some very trying matters in the way of 
the meeting, but after a few days the cloud of darkness lifted and we had a 
sweep of old-fashioned victory. At Wrightsburg we had victory from the 
start to the end of the meeting. Our people said it was the best meeting ever 
held in that section of the state. 

I have given nearly one-half of my time this year to the most needy parts 
of our work. I have traveled about six thousand miles in reaching my meet- 
ings; preached 435 sermons; raised $120 for incidental expenses, and over 
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400 souls have been saved, reclaimed and wholly sanctified. A goodly num- 
ber of these were outside of the Free Methodist church. About ninety have 
united with the church, the most of them on probation. < 
IT am, at present, much worn and tired in body, and am now taking a 
much needed rest, for a few days, in Michigan, before beginning my fall 
and winter work. Yours for souls, S. K. WHEATLAKE, 


The board requested General Conference Evangelists F. H. Ashcraft and 
S. K. Wheatlake to each labor for a period of four months, during the revival 
season, in the South, and the rest of the year in other parts of the work, ae- 
cording as in their judgment may seem best. 

The board also took action and requested General Conférence Evangelist 
C. W. Stamp and wife to spend four’ months laboring in the New England 
field this year. 

Important items of business were referred to committees, which gave due 
consideration to the same. 

The following named missionaries, home on furlough, addressed the 
board regarding their work: Miss Lucy A. Hartman and Miss Effie South- 
worth. 

Annual reports of the superintendents on the foreign fields were read, 
also reports from district elders of the South Africa Mission conference, and 
reports from some other missionaries. i 

Reports from W. S. Woods, superintendent of the Fair View farm, South 
Africa, were read and received. 

Reports from missionaries in the homeland were also read and received. 

The board approved of the South Africa Mission conference electing its 
treasurers, for receiving all money, both in Africa, and appropriations sent 
out by the board. 

The board elected superintendents for the different fields as follows: 
J. T. Taylor, for India; August Youngren, for Japan; C. Floyd Appleton, for 
China. 

The auditing committee, appointed by the board, reported that the books 
of the Japan Free Methodist Mission were carefully and correctly kept. 

The reports of the treasurers from other mission fields were not pre- 
sented to the auditing committee. 

The board elected treasurers for the different fields as follows: J. T. 
Taylor, for India; S. E. Cooper, for Japan; Miss Edith Jones, for China; 
Roy HE. Nichols, for the Dominican Republic. 

Papers were read from our missionaries in Japan, which made an urgent 
request for the board to provide, as soon as possible, $5,000 or $10,000 (the 
latter sum it was thought was imperatively needed) for the purchase of an 
additional lot by the side of one which is already owned by the mission, and 
the erection of the necessary building on the two lots, for church and mission 
purposes. It was thought to be imperatively necessary that the aforesaid pro- 
vision be made, in order to successfully advance our work, and also in order 
that a desirable place, centrally located, be provided, where the holiness peo- 
ple of the city, and of places contiguous thereto, can have a place for general 
gatherings. Because of the lack of funds, the board did not feel free to make 
any appropriation for this very imperative need. ; 

There were other imperative needs on different fields which, because of 
the lack of funds, the board did not grant the request from these fields. 

The applications and recommendations of the following named persons, for: 
acceptance and appointment to the foreign field, were presented: Miss Ruth 
Mylander, of North Platte, Nebraska; Misses Harriet A. Schuler and Myrta 
Smith, both of Franklin, Pennsylvania. : 

The outgoing expenses of these persons to the foreign field, and their 
salaries while on the field, are to be provided for outside of the funds of the 
general missionary board. Because of this, the board accepted Miss Ruth 
Mylander as a regular board missionary, and appointed her to Japan. It 
also accepted Misses Harriet A. Schuler and Myrta Smith as associate mis- 
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sionaries, and it is understood that they are to go out to Africa with J. P. 
Brodhead and wife. 

The secretary called the attention of the board to the names and applica- 
tions of William and Agnes Caldwell, for Africa, and Miss Anna J. Hill, for 
India. Urgent requests had been made to the board that these parties be ac- 
cepted and sent out to the before-mentioned fields, but because of the lack 
of the necessary funds, the board did not feel warranted in accepting them. 
There were quite a large number of other applicants for appointment, but as 
the condition of the treasury did not warrant the board in accepting them, 
therefore their names were not presented. 

The board discontinued the relation of W. C. Willing as its missionary to 
Santo Domingo. ; 

The board took no further action in regard to the purchase of the 
Haynes property at Durban, South Africa, excepting that it requested J. P. 
Brodhead to continue in correspondence with Mr. Haynes, in order that the 
way may be open for its purchase later, and in the meantime the matter 
of its purchase be referred to the South Africa Mission conference for its 
action. 

' Mrs. Rebecca E. Sellew and Mrs. Ida R. Winget, general missionaries 
appointed by the board, gave their reports. 


“JT have done most of my work’ as a missionary this year traveling with 
my husband in the regular work of his conferences, largely on the Pacific 
Coast. I have held separate meetings, at which I have delivered missionary 
addresses at the following places: Los Angeles, Pasadena, Riverside, and Cor- 
ralitos, in California; Seattle and Tyler, in Washington; also at Macksville 
and Solomon, Kansas, and Wnid, Oklahoma. Most of these were at annual 
conferences and were large and enthusiastic. I have also assisted in mission- 
ary meetings at the following places: Whittier, Garden Grove, Santa Ana. 
Riverside, Sawtelle, Hermon, Hanford, San Jose, Alameda and Sacramento, 
all in California. Also at Cheney, Spokane, Snohomish, Everett, and Seattle, 
in Washington; Salem and Portland, in Oregon; Colorado Springs, in Colo- 
rado, and at Enid, in Oklahoma; also at Gerry, New York, and at Tidioute, 
Tionesta, Kittanning and Pittsburg, in Pennsylvania. I have kept no mem- 
orandum of the amounts of money raised for missionary purposes at these 
yarious meetings, but the total must have been large.

“T have traveled in the interest of missionary work and assisted and held 
_ missionary meetings in portions of the Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, East Mich- 
igan, Susquehanna, Genesee, and East Ontario conferences.

The resignation of S. K. J. Chesbro as treasurer of the general mission- 
ary board was presented and, on motion, was accepted. The board duly 
elected Thomas Sully as its treasurer, to fill the office made vacant by the 
resignation of S. K. J. Chesbro. 

The secretary presented to the board information from Jules Ryff, Ger- 
miston, Johannesburg, South Africa, that in order to avoid moving our mis- ° 
sion property at that place, it would be necessary to purchase several lots. 

The board appointed Jules Ryff as its attorney, and authorized him to 
purchase the necessary number of lots, so aS to not necessitate moving our 
mission building. ; 

In regard to Dr. Backenstoe, the board took action approving of his 
remaining in Africa another year, and he is not expected to go to China. 

W. B. Olmstead, our Sunday-school secretary, was appointed by the board 
to represent the missionary interests at the World’s Sunday-school Convention, 
to be held in Washington, D. C., May 19-24, 1910. 

It recommended that our churches join in the movement to observe Sun- 
day, May 22, 1910, as World’s Sunday-school Day, as suggested in the com- 
‘munication presented to the board, and also that notice of this action be 
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given in The Free Methodist, so that our pastors may be informed concerning 
the matter. 

The secretary presented the matter of electing delegates to the World’s 
Missionary Conference, which is to be held in Wdinburgh, Scotland, June 
14-24, 1910. He stated that according to the ratio of representation at the 
conference, the board is entitled to elect three delegates. The following 
named persons were elected as such delegates: Bishop W. Pearce, B. Winget, 
missionary secretary, and Mrs. Mary lL. Coleman, president of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary . Society. 

The board recommended that its secretary have a request published in 
The Free Methodist that in all of the special semi-centennial services which 
may be held in August, 1910, whether they be single services or in connection 
with a camp-meeting, a special missionary service be arranged for, and that 
an extra effort be made to awaken a greater interest in our home and foreign 
missionary work, and also to strengthen that interest where it already ex- 
ists, and give the congregations, so gathered, an opportunity for generous 
contributions for our missionary work. Further, it requested a committee 
appointed by the executive committee to prepare an “Order of Exercises” 
for the semi-centennial services, and to give the missionary interests recogni- 
tion in that “Order of Wxercises.’”’ 

The board approved of continuing the secretary as a committee to se- 
cure the title for the property at Inhambane, East Africa. 

The board approved of J. P. Brodhead and family and Misses Harriet 
A. Schuler and Myrta Smith going out to Africa in November. It also ap- 
proved of the out-going of Herbert M. Damon and family and Miss Louise 
D. Calkins to India, November 6, 1910. 

The secretary reported that C. C.. Foreman, who was accepted by the 
board, a year ago, for Inhambane, Hast Africa, and who went out to Lisbon, 
Portugal, last spring, in order to study the Portuguese language, preparatory 
to his going to Inhambane, had returned to the homeland, because of poor 
health which incapacitated him to continue the study of the Portuguese lan- 
guage. Because of his return the board took the following action: 

First, it requested the South Africa Mission conference to send and ap- 
point, if possible, Rev. Jules Ryff to take charge of the work at Inhambane 
and the work connected therewith, and that he be requested to continue the 
study of the Portuguese language, in order to better prepare himself for the 
work on this field. 

Second, it requested the missionary secretary to do what he can in order 
to secure a suitable young man, who is a good linguist, to go to Lisbon, Por- 
tugal, with a view of acquiring proficiency in the Portuguese language. 
preparatory to his going on, at a later date, to Inhambane, as a teacher of the 
Portuguese language on that mission field. 

The board approved of the return of Rev. and Mrs. M. C. Clarke ard 
Miss Effie Southworth to India, September, 1910. It also requested that the 
secretary arrange for the return of Miss Lucy A. Hartman to Africa in the 
spring of 1910, if she so desires. or in the fall of 1910, in case she does not 
think best to go in the spring. On motion, the ‘board requested the missionary 
secretary to send out all of our missionaries to the foreign fields second class. 
excepting when crossing the Pacific ocean on the smaller steamers. 

The secretary reported that J. I. Miller had made an offer of certain 
property in Pondoland to our general missionary board, for $750. Rev. J. 
M. Critchlow, of the Oil City conference, having made a generous offer to 
provide the necessary funds for the purchase of this property one year hence, 
providing the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society would loan this amount 
to the board, from their contingent fund for one year, and the Woman’s So- 
cieties having consented to this, the board approved of its purchase and ap- 
pointed G. G. Kessel and J. P. Brodhead a committee to Secure the property. 
It is expected that J. P. Brodhead and family will live in the Miller house 
upon their arrival in Africa, providing it is purchased and Satisfactory ar- 
rangements can be made. - 
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When it is deemed necessary, and funds can be provided for this pur- 
pose, the board approved of having a rest home for our missionaries, located 
at Inhambane, Germiston, Transvaal, South Africa. 

The missionary secretary reported that in order to properly accommo- 
date the orphanage and the missionaries in charge of the same, at Tsing 
Kiang Pu, China, land and buildings need to be provided, and the estimated 
cost would probably be $1,500 or $2,000. He stated that it was also expected 
that an additional] number of orphans would be accepted by Fred J. Fletcher, 
providing the necessary accommodations were made for increasing the num. 
ber. A generous offer of $1,000 having been made by Rey. J. M. Critchlow 
toward providing the necessary accommodations for the orphanage, the board 
took action approving of making the necessary provision for the accommoda- 
tion and enlargement of the orphanage. It made the request that the super- 
intendent.of our work in China, C. Floyd Appleton, be requested to go to 
Tsing Kiang Pu and oversee the matter of the purchase of additional property 
and erection of suitable buildings for the orphanage. Providing C. Floyd Ap- 
pleton goes to Tsing Kiang Pu, the board approved of Frank R. Millican act- 
ing as superintendent during his absence from Honan. 

Fhe relations to the general missionary board of the following named 
persons were continued: Miss Hmma Appling, as a superannuated mission- 
ary; Misses Edith D. Graves and Ethel Cook, also J. W. Haley and Mrs. J. W. 
Haley, as missionaries home on furlough. 

The relations of Rev. E. M. and Mrs. H. M. Sandys, who were accepted by 
the board, at the annual meeting in 1907, and appointed to go out and labor 
at Durban, South Africa, as soon as funds would permit, were continued. 

The relations of John and Mrs. John Klein, who were accepted by the 
general missionary board in June, 1907, and appointed to go out as mission- 
aries to India, as soon as the funds would permit, were continued. 

_ Mr. and Mrs. Woodford Taylor, Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Troxell, who went 
out to China with the Holden Band, about eight years ago, were present at. 
the board meeting and gave very interesting accounts of their labors in China. 
Since their return to America, a few months ago, they have united with the 
Free Methodist church. They hope to return to Africa later, and expressed 
their desire to go out under our board. 

The cases of Albert and Mrs. Albert Ashton, former missionaries to In- 
dia, who labored in connection with the Vanguard Missionary Movement, 
were presented to the board, they having recently joined the Free Methodist 
church, and expressed their desire to be accepted as missionaries of the board 
and returned to India. Because of a lack of funds, the board did not think 
best to accept them as regular missionaries and involve the board in additional 
expense for sending them out-as regular missionaries; however, it accepted 
them as associate missionaries, as it has done other persons who have applied 
to be sent out, but took no financial responsibility in relation to their out- 
going, or to their expense while on the field, if they return. 

The board took action requesting Brother and Sister Ward to remain on 
the field another year, providing their health will permit. It was thought 
that, in view of the condition’ of the work in India, their services there will 
be much needed this year. 

The board expresed its heartiest appreciation of the work of the mission- 
ary secretary in preparing, for the benefit of the board, a printed folder of 
the items of business of the supplementary report, which gave special infor- 
mation in regard to the work on the different fields where our missionaries 
are located. Further, it requested the missionary secretary to repeat the 
same next year, and mail them to the various members of the board at least 
two weeks before the date of the annual meeting of the board, if possible. 

W. A. Sellew and B. Winget were elected a committee on finance. 

The secretary made a statement concerning Mrs. George Scofield’s health. 
She is one of our missionaries in China. On motion, the board approved of 
the return of Mr. and Mrs. George Scofield to the homeland, during the com- 
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ing year, if the condition of her health makes their return imperatively nec- 
essary. 

- The physical condition of some of our other missionaries on the field 
seems to call for their return home on furlough ere long, but in view of the 
great lack of funds in the treasury, the board thought it could not return any 
of them unless it is imperatively necessary. 

It was thought by the board that some of our missionaries failed to ap- 
prehend fully the rules of the board in regard to the furloughs of its mission- 
aries. For this reason, the secretary was requested to call their attention 
to the before mentioned rules as found in the “Manual for Missionary Candi- 
dates,” 7, 8 and 9. Number 8, herein referred to, says: “The aim of the 
board is to have the average interval between furloughs ten years, or more, 
according to the health and circumstances of the missionaries. They will 
be expected to remain on the field an indefinite length of time, if their health 
and circumstances will permit.” 

The following paper was read to the board: 

WHEREAS, The needs of our missionary treasury are so great in view of 
of the lack of funds in the treasury at the beginning of this new missionary 
year, and the large appropriations made for our foreign missionary work, 
as compared with the receipts for the past year; and 

WHEREAS, In order to meet the obligations the board has accepted, prob- 
ably the board will need to borrow, or secure by special donations, for an 
emergency fund this year at least from’ $6,000 to $10,000; and 

WHEREAS, We cannot have faith that we shall secure the desired end 
without using the means; therefore 

Resolved, That we have the present imperative needs of our board pre- 
sented to our people throughout the whole church and request that, as far 
as possible, each member accept his responsibility to the board at this time 
and his privilege in relation to this superlatively important part of the Mas- 
ter’s work by giving according to his ability, and above what he has previous- 
ly given, as a semi-centennial loving sacrifice to the Lord for the missionary 
work, as an expression of gratitude and love to the Lord for His special grace 
bestowed upon each individual, and for His gracious favor toward us as a 
people in giving us His blessing during the past fifty years. 

Resolved, Second, that we appoint our bishops and general conference 


evangelists a committee to act in codperation with the missionary secretary ~ 


in presenting the needs of the board to our people in order to make them in- 
‘telligent in regard to our work, and inspire confidence in relation to the finan- 
cial standing of the board, and publicly and privately, as they have oppor- 
tunity, solicit funds, and secure loans to the board to meet the present im- 
perative needs of the treasury; and 

Resolved, Third, that we especially request our bishops to place before 
the church the condition of our treasury and the needs of the work on: the for- 
eign field, and state that unless our people, by special gifts, and more genera) 
giving toward our missionary work supply its present needs, and provide for 
its enlargement, it will be necessary to turn over some of our work to others 
and perhaps discontinue some of our workers. 

Resolwed, Fourth, that the board appoint a committee to formulate more 
definitely and fully a plan for securing the semi-centennial offering referred 
to in this paper from all of our people, and to give directions, as wisely as 
possible, how such plan shall be carried out. 

Resolwed, Fifth, that it is the sense of this board that we call upon our 
people quarterly to observe a day of fasting and prayer for God’s blessing 
upon our foreign missionary work and upon our people, in order that they 
may be inclined to come up to the help of the Lord against the mighty, and 
by more general giving and special donations, meet the imperative needs of 
the work, so that there need not be a retreat, but an advance. 

On motion it was adopted. 

The minutes. were read and approved. 

The general missionary board adjourned to meet at the call of the chair,

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PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The Board of Directors of the General Missionary Board of the Free 
Methodist Church of North America met at the Free Methodist Publishing 
House, 1132 Washington boulevard, Chicago, Illinois, Thursday, October 21, 
1909, at 10:45 a. m. ; 

Bishop Walter A. Sellew called the board to order and presided. 

Prayer was offered. 

The roll was called and the following members answered to their names: 
W. A. Sellew, B. Winget, J. S. M’Geary, Mrs. M. M. Robinson and Burton R. 
Jones. W. A. Sellew was elected president; B. R. Jones was elected vice- 
president. : 

The directors accepted the resignation of General Conference Hyangelist 
‘J. H. Flower. 

It approved of the action of the missionaries in India, in accepting Fred 
G. Mynett as a missionary on probation in our mission in India. 

They also approved of N. B. Ghormley’s plan for making an appeal for 
money, to aid in erecting a training school at Edwaleni, in the Christian Her- 
ald, providing its editor is willing to publish the same. The secretary was re- 
quested to write to Dr. Klopsch, editor-in-chief of the Christian Herald, in 
regard to this matter, and send the appeal, with the request that it be pub- 
lished. 

The policy of the board in regard to the allowance made to missionaries 
on furlough was considered. On motion, the directors approved of allowing 
married missionaries $350 a year for the first year, while home on furlough, 
regardless of their talents, condition of health, or services perfomed by them 
for the board. Single missionaries are to be allowed $125 a year, while 
home on furlough. f 

A committee of three, to formulate a definite plan for raising semi-cen- 
tennial offerings, throughout the whole church, during the year 1910, was ap- 
pointed. It consisted of W. A. Sellew, B. Winget and J. S. M’Geary, 

The following is the report of the committee and the plan formulated 
for raising semi-centennial offerings: 

Your committee have carefully and prayerfully considered the needs of 
our foreign missionary treasury. AS we were appointed to formulate a plan 
for use in raising semi-centennial offerings, throughout the whole church. 
during the year 1910, it seems proper that we should before presenting the 
plan, place before the church the special reasons for making this appeal. 

The following are some of the reasons: 

1. Because of a lack of prospective funds for this coming year, the 
board has cut down the appropriations asked for by the missionaries, about 
$10,000. Doubtless the cuts made will be deeply felt and the work will be 
hindered.— 

2. We believe that the membership of our church and its ministers, as 
well as the officers of the W. F. M. S., feel a deep, hearty and intelligent 
loyalty to the Master’s call for each one to be laborers together with Him in 
giving the good tidings of great joy to the whole, wide world. ; 

8. In order to secure the funds, now so imperatively needed, to bring 
our treasury through its present financial strait, there must be a wise and 
diligent use of the means to this end. 

4. We believe there is money enough in the church to accomplish this, 
during the year 1910, and even more. Surely there are richer blessings await- 
jing many of our people than they have yet known, if they but come up to the 
help of the Lord’s work, in this its time of imperative need. 

Each member of the church, and the church as a whole, sustain a very 
responsible and important relation to the board, because it is acting for each 
individual, and for the whole church, as their agent in fulfilling the Savior’s 
merciful purposes toward the world in heathen darkness. Therefore, it is 
thought, that if the present needs of this great work, in which the Master 
has called us to share a very important part, are clearly brought before our 
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people, they will esteem it a privilege, individually, according to their abil- 
ity (and above what they have been giving yearly) to give a generous semi- 
centennial offering, as a loving sacrifice to the missionary work, and as an 
expression of gratitude and love to the Lord, for His special grace bestowed 
upon each individual, and for His gracious favor toward us as a people, 
in leading us on so successfully in. His work, during the past fifty years. 
Our final appeal is to our people, and so we bring this matter before 
them, in order that we may know their position, and whether or not there 


will be such an exercise of believing prayer, and such increased giving, that | 


the present needs of our foreign missionary work can be supplied, and the 
work be strengthened and enlarged, instead of its being necessary for the 
board to give over some of our work and workers to other parties for them 
to support. 

The following the the general plan for use in raising semi-centennial of- 
ferings. Of course, there may be some circumstances where the end de- 
sired may be secured better by some variation from this plan. We hope, how- 
ever, if it is not followed in all cases, that the plan substituted will bring 
larger results. 

We request that each pastor, and the presidents of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Societies present this appeal to our people, throughout the whole 
church, and endeavor intelligently and strongly to lay it upon their hearts, 
as an appeal, not merely from the general missionary board, but as a personal 
appeal from their Savior, who was the greatest missionary the world will 
ever know, and who calls upon each and every person to share with Him a 
glorious and important part in this work. 

In some places, doubtless, the pastors and officers of the Woman’s So- 
cieties may unite in presenting this appeal and soliciting semi-centennial of- 
ferings, but where this course cannot be pursued successfully, let the pastors 
and the officers of the Woman’s Societies see that it is brought before each 
society and congregation, and that it is also used as effectually as possible 
in making appeals to individuals for special gifts. 

We further request that the presentation of this appeal commence with 
the beginning of the year 1910, and be faithfully, believingly' and diligently 
followed up, until all of our societies and congregations have had the priy- 
ilege to come up to the help of the Lord.in this matter. 

B. R. Jones was elected a committee to whom was. referred certain 
Disciplinary questions which had been sent to the board for its action, from 
the South Africa Mission conference. = 

Action was taken requesting the superintendent of our work in China 
to arrange for George D. Schlosser to be appointed to labor in the Province 
of Honan, so as to have a better opportunity for the study of the Chinese 
language. 

The minutes were read and approved. 

The board of directors adjourned to meet at the call of the chair.

If we should combine in this report the many glowing accounts of public 
missionary meetings held in the various conferences where returned mission- 
aries lent enthusiasm and encouragement, we could make a very readable 
but too lengthy epistle. Strange to tell, several of the secretaries who fur- 
nished these reports to The Free Methodist and Missionary Tidings failed to 
send the statistical report and names of newly-elected officers to the secre- 
tary; hence the impossibility of making an absolutely accurate report. 

We are glad to report a total gain of three districts, eighty-five local, 
and seventy-five Junior societies; one hundred thirty active and three hun- 
dred sixteen young people and Junior members above last year; but sorry 
to report a great loss in number of Missionary Tidings taken. While the num- 
ber given in the statistical report is far short of the actual subscription list, 
it is nevertheless a fact that we are running behind; and all loyal members 
of the W. F. M. S. should come to the rescue, and push the canvass for the 
coming year. 

Only eight conferences reported superintendents of Junior work. This is 
a serious hindrance to our general superintendent, Mrs. Ida R. Winget, when 
she wants to get in touch with the work. New blanks will soon be printed 
with a space for the address, and this will be a reminder to elect such an offi- 
cer and report the name. 

The majority of the conferences have libraries, either conference or dis- 
trict, and life members ranging from one to fifty-three, respectively. There 
is a gain of sixty-nine, and others that are not reported. 

As encouragement and incentive for the future, we have made a compar- 
ison of the numerical standing of each conference with the past year. 

California has a small gain in all points; that is, in Societies and member- 
ship. 

central Illinois has taken advanced ground on every line; gained three 
locals, seventy members, and raised $300 more than last year. Three native 
workers are supported by private individuals, and one orphan in India, and 
scholarship in Africa by Greenville Juniors and the Sabbath-school respec- 
tively. The college is doing a great work for the missionary cause: ‘They 
raised $400. A greater interest is taken in the district meetings, and the sec- 
retary is greatly encouraged. 
; Colorado also sounds a note of victory. They have gained on every point 
except number of “Missionary Tidings.” This conference supports three na- 
tive workers in Africa, three scholarships in Africa, two in India, and one 
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evangelist in the West Indies. The secretary spoke of the ease with which 
she got her reports which speaks well for the district and local officers. 
Columbia River reports two very interesting public missionary meetings 
held at the conference addressed by Bishop and Mrs. Sellew, and by Rev. and 
Mrs. M. C. Clarke, missionaries from India. “We close the year with hearts 
full of courage and zeal to press the battle on as never before’ (Secretary ) 


East Michigan has gained four locals and seventy-six members, but lost ~ 


in Juniors, three societies and two hundred sixty-four members. This may be 
a failure on the part of some districts to report. We can hardly credit such a 
falling off. We shall look for a correction. 

We can not draw comparisons in the Hast Ontario conference, as they 
were unable to get a complete report. 

Genesee gained at every point. They have the honor of ranking first in 
numbers of “Tidings” taken, reporting 204—a gain of nineteen. They report 
a remarkable public meeting at conference. Over $600 in cash and subScrip- 
tions was raised. 

Illinois reports a gain of eight locals, but a loss in active members of 
eighty-six. They have an encouraging gain in Junior societies, but a land- 
slide in number of “Tidings.” Wighty-six as compared with 488 is almost un- 
believable. We think a mistake has been made in reporting. 

The secretary from Iowa writes encouragingly of the good work done. 
Have gained in every point except honorary members. 

Kansas has gained in every point except ‘Missionary Tidings.” Some 
features of their work most encouraging. 

Michigan is 177 members short of the last report; also lost in “Missionary 
Tidings.” 

Minnesota and Northern Iowa reports one new local, but a decrease in 
other respects, due possibly, as in other cases, to incomplete reports. 

New York has had an increase in societies and members, but lost in “J/is- 
sionary Tidings.” 

North Indiana has made progress on all lines and feel that God is help- 
ing heen 

North Minnesota seems to have advanced backward the ‘past year frony 
a statistical point. Three locals short. 

Ohio lost in locals, but gained in membership. Lost in “Tidings.” 

Oil City gained in all points except Juniors and “Missionary Tidings.” 
The conference is supporting J. P. Brodhead and wife in Africa, a Bible woman 
in India, several orphans and scholarships are supported by individuals and 
Junior societies. The public meeting at conference, addressed by J. P. Brod: 
head, was a powerful meeting, resulting in cash and subscriptions amounting 
to over $600. Notwithstanding the hard times which strikes some parts of 
the work hard, more money was raised by the W. F. M. S. than last year, al- 
though owing to the late date of the conference session a large amount failed 
to reach the treasurer in time to be reported. 

Oregon gained two Junior societies, but lost in other points, 

Pittsburg reports a gain of three locals and six Junior societies, one hun- 
dred members, and one “hundred two Junior members, They lost fifty “Mis- 
sionary Tidings,” which makes them rank second in number taken. 

Platte River gained in Juniors, but lost in membership. They report fifty- 
three life members, which gives them the banner in this point. 

South Dakota gained in every point except “Missionary Tidings,’ and yet 
their report was not complete. 

Southern California gained three local and three Junior societies, and one 
hundred two members and eighty-four Junior members, but alas, lost in “Mis- 
sionary Tidings.” They are supporting Rev. and Mrs. N. B. Ghormley in 
Africa, Mrs. Rose Cooper in Japan. Give $60 a year toward Mrs. Scofield’s 
salary in China, and the Juniors are supporting Miss Pauline Nichols of Santo 
Domingo. They also support six Japanese native workers, two ChineSe Bible 
women, fourteen Africa scholarships, and two India orphans. The labors of 
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W. A. Sellew and wife were a great inspiration to the work last spring in 
this conference. 

Susquehanna reports a gain of thirty-three in Junior members, but a loss 
of eighty-seven in membership, and a loss in “Tidings.” They raised $1,254.07 
in cash and subscriptions at their public meeting at conference. 

Washington conference according to report have lost a little. This is an 
unusually aggressive conference, noted for its many meetings, missionaries, 
and money-raising. We are sure the secretary did her best, but was unable 
to get a full report. ; 

Western Canada had an encouraging increase in every line. All things 
considered, this youngest conference society is doing good work. 

West Iowa while reporting a gain of one local society has a decreaSe in 
membership and Juniors. Considering the interest manifested in the work we 
incline to the belief that a mistake has been made in figures somewhere. 

West Kansas failed to hear from one district, making a loss in their totals. 

Wisconsin shows a gain in everything. The secretary spoke especially of 
the interest taken in the public missionary meeting where Bishop Pearce 
preached an excellent sermon, inspiring faith and courage. 

In conclusion, I want to request the societies from the conference to the 
Jocal,-to be very exact in securing statistics as well as other information next 
fall, as that is the closing year of the quadrennium, and it is desirable to know 
where we stand as compared with four years ago.
